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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF MAYOR MAURICE. J. 
TOBIN TO THE HONORABLE THE 
CITY COUNCIL JANUARY 4, 1948. 


The city government has gone through more than 
a year under war conditions. 

I see no object in reviewing the ordinary func- 
tions and services of the municipality, except to note 
the fact that the expense of furnishing these services 
has been consistently reduced, year by year, for five 
years, notwithstanding the additional burdens assumed 
by the city government. 

It seems to me vital, however, to call forcibly to 
the attention of our citizens that the demands and 
emergencies of the war have accentuated their depend- 
ence on their local government and City Hall, and I, 
therefore, am devoting this message mainly to a record 
of what has been done either by the municipality 
or under its auspices to protect them, and incidentally 
to inform the people of the extent and nature of these 
particular services. 


GENERAL War ACTIVITIES. 


As a matter of record, I wish to call attention 
to the fact that Boston was one of the first large 
cities of the country to organize its municipal re- 
sources to meet emergency conditions. In June of 
1941, fully six months prior to the declaration of 
war, we organized the Boston Committee on Public 
Safety. This Committee, greatly expanded after the 
declaration of war, was the model eagerly copied

by other governmental agencies. Over one year ago, 
this Committee was given the authority by city 
ordinance to carry on its duties and perform its func- 
tions during the period of the war emergency. Since 
that time, this Committee has met, with a high degree 
of efficiency, the many duties imposed upon it. On 
frequent occasions, the Boston Committee on Pub- 
lie Safety has been complimented by high govern- 
mental officials both for its plan of organization and 
for the character of work it performs. I do not 
think it amiss at this time to give an outline of what 
this Committee has accomplished since its inception. 

In the City of Boston, approximately forty thou- 
sand persons have been trained, and are ready on 
short notice, to participate in one or more of the 
many fields of civilian defense. Included in this 
grand total, are twenty thousand air raid wardens; 
nineteen hundred school teachers as school wardens; 
over three thousand auxiliary policemen; approxi- 
mately one thousand auxiliary firemen; five hundred 
doctors; five hundred nurses; two hundred under- 
takers; and twelve thousand persons trained in first 
aid. . 

The city has been divided into twelve defense 
districts, each of which can be operated as a sepa- 
rate entity. Two airplane observation posts, oper- 
ated in conjunction with the national aircraft warning 
service, have been erected and are manned twenty- 
four hours each day. Each defense district has its 
own report center, also manned twenty-four hours a 
day, and prepared to set in motion the machinery 
necessary to meet any sudden exigency or emergency. 

The success of the seven blackouts, which have 
been held in our city, is sufficiently strong evidence 
that our civilian defense activities have been co- 
ordinated to a high degree of efficiency. It must 
be remembered that in organizing our civilian defense, 
we have progressed by following the old method of 
trial and error. No charts, no textbooks, no guide 
posts to meet our own peculiar situation, could be 
referred to or followed, and while only an actual air 
raid can provide the acid test to our preparations, 
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it is not overly-optimistic to state that our city will 
not be caught napping, nor will it fail its citizens in 
time of necessity. 

In case of an actual air raid, the entire civilian 
defense organization, under the direction of the 
Boston Committee on Public Safety, will go into 
action. From our knowledge of what has occurred 
in European cities, we know what we must be prepared 
to do, and we have made those preparations. ‘The 
facilities, the man power, the equipment and the 
experience of our own regular city departments, added 
to that of the civilian defense organization, will pro-— 
vide a formidable force to give protection to our 
city and its people. 

Over a period of eighteen months, our Committee 
on Public Safety has been organizing and preparing to 
meet any emergency which may arise. The Com- 
mittee has sought and obtained the fullest coopera- 
tion from our Police and Fire officials, from School 
officials, from the American Legion and Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, from the American Red Cross, 
from the Boston Council of Social Agencies, from 
the Boy Scouts and Junior Police organizations, 
from the Massachusetts Committee on Public Safety, 
from the National Office of Civilian Defense, and 
from various individuals who have devoted much 
of their time to the instruction and training of our 
civilian defense members. 

For civilian defense activities in the various city 
departments, and the Committee on Public Safety, 
we provided loan appropriations during 1942 of 
slightly more than three hundred thousand dollars. 
In return for that expenditure, our city is prepared, 
up to this point, to meet any emergencies that this 
war may bring. In terms of dollars and cents, it is 
impossible to place a value on the services of those 
patriotic men and women, who for over a year have 
voluntarily given much of their time and energy to 
the perfection of our defense preparations. 

In all sorts of weather, and under all sorts of 
conditions, these unselfish citizens have gone quietly, 
efficiently, and painstakingly about their duties. ‘They 
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have cheerfully assumed a responsibility which cannot 
lightly be discharged. They are the silent sentinels 
of the home front. They are the kind of citizens 
who love democracy and are willing to sweat and 
labor to preserve it. They are the kind of citizens 
who deserve the gratitude and commendation of 
every citizen of our city, and in the name of the City 
of Boston and its people, I hereby give public thanks 
to each person who has contributed in large or small 
measure to our civilian defense preparations. I am 
hopeful that the time is near when it will be possible 
for me to give more adequate and more visible evidences 
of the appreciation we all have for our fellow citizens, 
true-blooded and stalwart Americans, who are mem- 
bers of our civilian defense organization. 


RATIONING ACTIVITIES. 


Prior to the war, America was a land of plenty, 
and most of us can recall that only a few short years 
ago some of our leading economists were of the belief 
that a lowered production schedule in certain avenues 
of endeavor would provide a stabilizing influence 
and thus bring back the days of prosperity that 
suddenly departed in the fall of 1929. 

The problem of today, one year after the start 
of the war, presents an entirely different aspect. 
Instead of too much of many things, there is too 
little of most things. 

One year ago this month, we established the 
Boston Rationing Board at 9 Park Street. The 
Board, under the Chairmanship of former Mayor 
Frederick W. Mansfield, consisted of three members, 
all unpaid, with two paid assistants. ‘Today, we have 
one main board, located at 60 Devonshire Street, 
and eight local boards. The central board has been 
broadened to twelve members, and each of the local 
boards has six members. All of these public-spirited 
citizens serve without compensation. From two paid 
employees, we have grown, in our rationing activi- 
ties, until we now have one hundred and sixty-three 
employees, all of whom are paid by the Federal 
government. 
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In the initial stages of rationing, it appeared 
that automobiles and rubber tires would comprise 
the articles to fall within the rationing procedure. 
Since then, gasoline, coffee, sugar, bicycles, type- 
writers, fuel oil, canned goods and rubber goods 
have been rationed. It is likely that as the war 
continues, this list will be considerably enlarged, for 
we not only must provide the weapons and sinews 
of war for our men and women in the armed forces 
of our country, but we must also provide the means 
for our allies to stand up against the withering, 
devastating might of our enemies. With much of 
our man power in the armed forces and in industries 
producing war materials and equipment, and with 
many of the sources of supply of raw materials in the 
hands of the enemy, it is perfectly evident that more 
shortages will take place, and that many items con- 
sidered essential in pre-war days will entirely disappear 
from the market. 

Under the conditions that exist, it 1s apparent 
that only by rationing of scarce articles may there be 
equitable distribution of these articles. It is iIncum- 
bent upon us, therefore, as good citizens, to accept 
rationing as a necessary consequence of this world- 
shaking war in which we are engaged. It is our duty 
to comply with the regulations as set up by the Office 
of Price Administration in Washington, even though 
those regulations might appear unfair to our section 
of the country, and even though they bring hardship 
in their train. I have faith that eventually what- 
ever injustices may appear to have been inflicted on 
our section of this country, will be adjusted. 

Since last January, our main and local rationing 
boards have handled over one million and a half — 
applications for various articles already - rationed. 
The Director of Price Administration in a recent 
visit to Boston, paid tribute to the manner in which 
our city has handled the many complex problems 
attendant upon this new activity. 

The teachers in our public schools, and the un- 
paid members of the various main and local boards, 
are entitled to public tribute for the long and arduous 
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hours they have spent in what, at best, is an un- 
pleasant task. To their great credit, they have 
met and are meeting a severe test upon their physical, 
as well as their mental resources. I am proud to 
acknowledge and commend their tireless efforts. 

Before I conclude on this subject of rationing, 
I would like to touch upon the problem of the short- 
ages in fuel oils, which so acutely affect the health 
and economic welfare of the citizens of this city 
and this section of our country. 

In the course of the past dozen years, New 
England industry and New England homes, more 
so than in any other part of our country, have been 
dependent upon petroleum products for heating pur- 
poses, and for keeping the wheels of industry turn- 
ing. I doubt that there is any large city in 
our country which has so many homes converted 
to the burning of fuel oil for heating purposes. 

Prior to the advent of the war, our sectional 
needs in this respect were amply met by means of 
large ocean-going tankers which were capable of 
carrying up to seven million gallons of oil. Some 
years ago, the transporting of oil by railroad tank 
cars had been discarded, in favor of the less expen- 
sive method of water-borne transportation. As a 
consequence of that development, the supply of 
railroad tank cars was exceedingly meagre. 

Shortly after our entrance into the war, it was 
necessary that some of our large tankers be diverted 
to the needs of our armed forces, and to the needs 
of our allies. There can be no quarrel with that 
procedure, for we all realize that this war is prima- 
rily a war of machines and can be lost unless there 
is sufficient supplies to keep those machines moving. 
It is well also to recall that many of the large tankers 
that had brought the petroleum products from the 
gulf ports to the eastern seaboard were torpedoed 
and sunk by submarines before our country was 
sufficiently prepared to offset this underseas menace. 

Unless a miracle was to happen, it was foreseen 
as long ago as last spring, that there would be a 
serious shortage of petroleum products reaching our 
section of the nation. 
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As Mayor of Boston, I felt it to be my duty to 
bend every effort to obtain for our people the neces- 
sary fuel supplies. During the late spring and early 
summer, and in conjunction with Mayors of other 
American cities, I made several trips to Washing- 
ton for the purpose of impressing upon our govern- 
mental officials the seriousness of our oil problem. 
All through the summer and the fall, I urged the 
various Federal officials who had authority in this 
matter, to divert tank cars from other sections of 
our country nearer to the sources of supply, to our 
eastern seaboard for the purpose of building up here 
in our section a reserve supply of oil which would 
carry us through the winter months. Early last 
July, I delivered a radio talk in which I informed 
the people of the seriousness of the problem, and 
urged them to convert wherever possible to the burning 
of coal, the transporting of which entails no great 
problem. In August of last year, here in this City 
Council Chamber, a meeting was held attended by 
the Mayors of all the largest cities from Maine to 
Florida. Out of that meeting developed a plan of 
procedure which, if followed by our Federal officials, 
would have assured us of sufficient oil supplies to 
meet our rationed requirements, and carry us through 
the present trying days. Since early last spring, 
I have spoken at innumerable gatherings, both in 
the City of Boston, and outside our city, informing 
our people of the necessity of converting their fuel 
systems to the burning of coal. I insisted that public 
buildings under the control of our city government, 
be converted back to coal-burning, and this has 
been done wherever possible, with the result that 
this action alone means a saving for other purposes 
of over five millions of gallons of oil for this year in 
our city. 

When I first realized that a shortage of oil in our 
section of the country seemed to be inevitable, mine 
appeared to be the voice crying in the wilderness. 
At the risk of making myself an unwelcome visitor, 
I haunted the offices of various Federal officials, 
beseeching and pleading that this problem be given the 
attention and action it deserved before it was too late. 
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The people of Boston and New England are 
ready to make any necessary sacrifice in order that 
we might win the war as speedily as possible. We 
are a patriotic people. The spirit that lived in the 
days of Bunker Hill and Lexington still lives in the 
roots of New England soil. We have sent more 
young men into the armed forces of our nation, pro- 
portionately, than any other section of our nation. 
There is no sacrifice we will not make, if the neces- 
sity exists. We cannot be convinced, however, that 
the problem of transporting oil to our section of the 
country was a problem that defied solution, and 
we cannot be convinced that our proposal to build 
up a reserve supply to tide us over the winter months 
was an insurmountable problem. 

There is not today, and there has not been at 
any time during recent months, any shortage of 
petroleum products. There is enough oil in the 
petroleum centers of the nation to meet every war 
and every home-front requirement. The shortage 
is in means of transportation. I am ready now, as 
I have been for the past nine months, to cooperate 
in every way with his Excellency, the Governor, 
with our newspapers, with our elected public and 
appointive officials in Washington, and with every 
person or group which has shown concern over the 
handling of this major problem, and I am willing 
to place at the disposal of any official agency, the 
full facilities of our city in order that we may avert 
a serious breakdown on the home-front. The prog- 
ress and prosperity of our nation was not achieved | 
by doubt, uncertainty, and indecision. Problems of 
far greater magnitude than this problem have been 
mastered in the past because the indomitable spirit 
of America would not admit of defeat or failure. 
As Mayor of the City of Boston, I have devoted 
much of my time and effort during recent months 
to this grave problem. I am prepared and willing 
to devote even more time and effort in this direction, 
if by doing so I can contribute even the slightest 
assistance in the solution of this major home-front 
problem. 
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GENERAL. 


Like every other corporation, the business of the 
city has been greatly affected by the war. While 
here and there throughout the city government busi- 
ness may have slackened, in the main, the war has 
brought new duties and new responsibilities to the 
bulk of our city departments. I shall not attempt 
to give an accounting of these activities, other than 
to state that in many of our city departments 
national defense activities have more than made up 
for any decrease in ordinary services performed, 
and this is especially so in departments such as the 
Public Works, Park, Schoolhouse, Traffic, Soldiers’ 
Relief, and Registry Departments, and it might be 
interesting to observe that in this latter department, 
which is the repository for all the birth, death and 
marriage records of the city, the work has almost 
doubled in the space of one year. 

Our municipal corporation has its own peculiar 
problems, just like every corporation and every indi- 
vidual, in matters such as rationed goods, priorities, 
scarcities, ceiling prices, and rising costs for supplies, 
materials and equipment. Another problem which, 
though not yet acute, causes us considerable con- 
cern, 18 the problem of man power, especially with 
respect to our hospitals and institutions. 

Late last year, I appointed a man power com- 
mission which is to survey our existing personnel 
resources, and recommend transfers of employees so 
that we may best utilize the services of our city 
employees. Some of our city departments are now 
undermanned, and rather than make new appoint- 
ments for the duration of the war, so-called military 
substitutes, | deem it a sounder policy to make tem- 
porary transfers of employees wherever such trans- 
fers are possible. This, of course, is not possible in 
our institutions and hospitals where the shortage 
in employees is most acute, nor is it possible in the 
Fire Department, which has done such heroic work 
in recent weeks, and which must be provided with 
more assistance no matter how we obtain it. 
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I have not been unmindful of the strain upon 
the majority of city employees because of rising 
costs. During last year, emergency compensation 
allotments were provided to the amount of $100 per 
year to each employee receiving less than $2,480 per 
year but more than $1,500 per year; and $150 per 
year to each employee receiving less than $1,500 per 
year. Over twelve thousand employees were affected 
by this compensation change, and the cost to our 
city was in excess of one million two hundred thou- 
sand dollars. If we continue that emergency com- 
pensation allotment for this year, and we intend to 
do so, the cost for 1943, inclusive of employees of the 
School Department, will be approximately one mil- 
lion seven hundred thousand dollars, or about one | 
dollar and twenty cents on the tax rate. 

Despite this emergency allotment, analysis of the 
compensation and _ classification schedule for em- 
ployees of the City of Boston discloses that in certain 
positions as compared with salary levels and length 
of working week in other municipalities and other 
units of government, disparities in basic rates exist 
which ought no longer be allowed to prevail. It is 
my purpose to grant. in such circumstances a per- 
manent basic increase in salary range of these groups. 

In the police and fire departments specifically, do 
I believe the maxima wages paid to members of the 
uniformed forces should be increased. 

Members of Boston’s police force receive but one 
day off in seven as compared with one day off in six 
or one day oif in five at higher compensation rates 
in nearby cities, and in other cities of similar size 
throughout the United States. Our fire-fighting force 
is required to be on duty 84 hours each week as com- 
pared with a prevailing average of 72 hours per week, 
often at higher wages, in surrounding communities. 
As a matter of common every-day patriotism, I do 
not believe, in view of the dwindling supply of avail- 
able man power, that the work week in either the 
Fire or Police departments should be reduced below 
that prevailing as of December 7th, 1941, and there 
is not contemplated, therefore, any reduction in the 
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hours of required service in these departments for 
the duration of the war. 

At the present time, the maximum salary for 
patrolmen in the Police Department and for privates 
in the Fire Department is $2,100 per annum. I 
propose that this maximum be increased to $2,300 
per annum on a step-rate basis of $100 per annum. 

In the Police Department, approximately 1,980 
patrolmen will be affected, and in the Fire Depart- 
ment, approximately 900 privates will be affected. 
Corresponding increases in maxima will be allowed 
in the Police Department to all officers below the 
rank of Captain and in the Fire Department below 
the rank of District Chief. Approximately 450 officers 
in both departments will be affected. 

The excellent work performed by members of 
both of these departments, especially during recent 
weeks, has served to focus attention on the inade- 
quacy of the salaries they receive. I think it to 
be the unanimous opinion of all our citizens that these 
well-trained city employees, whose dangerous assign- 
ments have grown more numerous since the beginning 
of the war, should be given this well-deserved con- 
sideration by our city government. 

It is my intention to establish these increases in 
the budget of 19438, to be effective after the adoption 
of the budget by your Honorable Body. 

Over and beyond this specific adjustment it 1s my 
intention to request the Manpower Commission to 
make a study of the salary structure of the City with 
a view to establishing equitable and uniform com- 
pensation standards throughout City departments. 
Such a study will involve a consideration of such 
related subjects as leaves of absence, sick-leave, and 
other matters affecting the personnel of the City. 
The recommendations resulting from this study will 
be put into effect as rapidly as the finances of the 
City will permit. 


CocoANut GROVE DISASTER. 


Coming so soon after the great disaster visited 
upon our city on the night of November 28th, this 
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address would seem incomplete unless some mention, 
within proper bounds, is made of that stark tragedy. 
I cannot let this opportunity pass, however, without 
once again expressing the deep and abiding gratitude 
of all the citizens of our city to those, who, on that 
fateful night, and the days and nights following, did 
such yeoman service. I hesitate to think how much 
greater the appalling loss of life might have been 
were it not for the timely and efficient efforts of the 
war-created civilian defense organizations. Within 
an hour, the emergency defense plans of the Boston » 
Committee on Public Safety were in full operation 
and the civilian defense workers at their posts. For 
many of these workers, there was no rest and no sleep 
for eighteen, twenty-four and even thirty-six hours. 

The many acts of heroism and sacrifice on that 
night and the days and nights succeeding, were so 
numerous that to recount them at this time would 
not permit full justice to be done. 

Out of the Cocoanut Grove disaster, we have 
learned lessons that have left, not dim and fleeting 
marks upon our consciousness, but deep and lasting 
furrows in our minds. Many lessons we have learned 
from this, the greatest tragedy ever to befall our city, 
but the chief lesson is that human life is the most 
precious gift in all God’s universe, and that no law 
is too stringent, no cost too great, and no supervision 
too severe, which guards and protects human life 
from sudden and terrifying death, and I have no 
doubt of the immediate and pressing necessity for 
such remedial legislation. 

Tragedy has been a cruel teacher in America’s 
past. The lessons have been costly and painful, 
but not to have learned them would be to court new 
disaster. 

In the aftermath of almost every major disaster 
in our country, there has been the enactment of laws 
to prevent the recurrence of such disaster. 

This was done in the case of passenger boats after 
the unfortunate capsizing of the General Slocum at ' 
its pier in 1904, when over one thousand people lost 
their lives. As a result of that disaster, no passenger 
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boat may now leave the dock until a United States 
Steamboat Inspector has ascertained that such boat 
is not loaded beyond its legal capacity. 

It was done also in the case of theaters after the 
loss of close to six hundred lives in the Iroquois 
Theatre fire in Chicago, in 1908. As a result of this 
disaster, sweeping changes were made in the laws 
affecting theaters, and new, protective laws were 
passed by almost every State in the Union. As a 
result. of this fire, the Massachusetts Legislature of 
1907 passed specific and rigid building laws for 
theaters and halls relative to structural condition, 
means of egress, apparatus, condition of sprinklers, 
condition of fire-resisting curtain, general conditions 
of appliances and apparatus, of the stage, and other 
conditions conducive to the safety of audiences in 
such places. 

To emphasize this point, I could quote many 
other instances in which safety laws were enacted 
immediately following some tragic disaster, but my 
chief purpose at this time is to call attention to the 
law just referred to regarding theaters and halls. 

Under the provisions of this law, the licensing 
official of the City of Boston, namely, the Mayor, is 
required to cause a complete inspection of all theaters 
to be made once in each month, and all halls at least 
once in every six months, in order that there shall 
be strict compliance with the provisions of this law. 

In contrast to the rigid provisions of law affecting 
theaters and halls, I also call attention to the absolute 
absence of any such provisions of law in the case of 
other structures which are used for entertainment 
purposes, and which serve liquors and food. Estab- 
lishments of this character, and the Cocoanut Grove 
comes within this category, are licensed by the State- 
appointed Licensing Board for the City of Boston 
to provide entertainment and to dispense food and 
liquors, but there are no mandatory requirements of 
law imposing upon the Licensing Board the duty to 
require the frequent and the rigid inspection of the 
structures occupied by the licensee, with the con- 
sequence that these establishments and premises 
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have not been subjected to the same regular, periodic 
and specific inspections as are made in the case of 
theaters and halls licensed through the Office of the 
Mayor. 

I make this comparison for the purpose of empha- 
sizing that while theaters and halls must, under 
existing law, be rigidly and regularly inspected, no 
such laws exist with respect to other establishments 
of a related nature; and this likewise applies to many 
varied places in which large numbers of people gather. 
This comparison is not to be taken, in any sense, as a 
criticism of the Boston Licensing Board. 

There is no doubt in my mind of the compelling 
necessity for the incoming Legislature to so change 
and extend the law which is now applicable to theaters 
and halls, so that similar provisions of law shall be 
applicable to so-called night clubs and all other places 
where the public, in excess of one hundred persons, 
gather for any purpose whatsoever. Only by the 
passage of such a law may the public be assured of 
the same measure of protection, no matter what the 
type of structure, and no matter for what purpose 
such structure is used. 

I recommend the immediate passage of such emer- 
gency legislation. 

The Suffolk County Grand Jury in its report of 
last Thursday stated —I quote — ‘‘We have found 
no complete coordination between building depart- 
ment, fire department, police department and licensing 
board with respect to various types of inspection 
intended to be made to insure public safety in addi- 
tion to protecting the public health, morals, ete. 

‘“We hope that by thus calling attention to condi- 
tions which have come within our knowledge, the 
more effective and immediate remedying of such 
conditions may be made possible,” end of quote. 

With this finding of the Grand Jury I heartily 
agree. By calling attention to this condition the 
Grand Jury has performed a valuable service to the 
citizens of Boston. 

If there is any lesson that should have been 
learned from this disaster, it is that there should 
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be a complete coordination of the efforts of all of 
the licensing and protective departments of the City 
of Boston. All our forces should be marshalled under 
one head and all agencies should be subject to a single, 
centralized control. 


Very few, if any, cities in the nation have the 
divided authority to be found in the City of Boston. 
The Police Department and Licensing Commission 
are State agencies, deriving their authority from and 
responsible to the State government, while rendering 
service to the citizens of Boston and being paid by 
the citizens of Boston. 


The Building and Fire Departments are under the 
direction of the City administration. 


There are two ways in which effective cooperation 
and coordination can be achieved. One is to place 
all four departments under the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. The other is to place these depart- 
ments under the City government of Boston. It is 
not logical to deny Boston her right to home rule. 
The reasonable solution would seem to be the plac- 
ing of the Police Department and the Licensing Board 
under the direction of the City government. 

I, therefore, propose to recommend to the Gen- 
eral Court the establishment of a Municipal Depart- 
ment of Public Protection, or as it is called in many 
communities, a Municipal Department of Public 
Safety, which would include the Police Department, 
the Licensing Board, the Fire Department and the 
Building Department, such Department to be headed 
by a Commissioner; the Police Division, the Fire 
Division, the Building Division, to be headed by 
Deputy Commissioners, and the Licensing Board, 
whose decisions are of such vast importance to the 
licensees and to the citizens as a whole, to continue 
to be a Board of three members; the Chairman of 
which will hold the title of Deputy Commissioner. 

Under such a department the City of Boston 
would be guaranteed the nearest to perfection pos- 
sible of achievement in the coordination and coopera- 
tion of these licensing and protective agencies.

This proposed legislation should be enacted as 
rapidly as possible in order that this department may 
proceed to function at the earliest possible date. 

In the changes in the safety and protective laws 
that inevitably will be enacted in the coming or some 
future session of the Legislature, I shall support a 
proposal to transfer the licensing powers now vested 
in the Mayor of Boston for theaters and public halls 
to the Boston Licensing Board, provided that such a 
department as I have recommended is created and 
established by the Legislature. 

Up to this point I have outlined in general terms 
legislative proposals which I intend to present to the 
incoming session of the Great and General Court. 

I should now like to re-read to the Honorable mem- 
bers of this body a statement that was made before 
you a few weeks ago by Clark Macomber, an out- 
standing construction expert, and a representative of 
the Building Code Committee. The statement reads: | 
I quote — 

‘“My study of the proposed code, my knowledge 
of the present code and existing building situation, the 
existing condition of divided and limited authority, 
uncoordinated inspections, limited safety enforcement 
provisions, multiplicity of partial permit authorities, 
etc., lead me to the following expression,— I believe a 
thorough study of the general public safety needs 
should be undertaken by action of the proper author- 
ity, and I believe that the results of such a study 
should be incorporated into law with the object of 
establishing clear, complete, and unified provisions 
for code, regulation, permit authority, inspection and 
enforcement for public safety.” 

With these expert opinions of Mr. Clark 
Macomber I heartily agree. These weaknesses in 
the safety and protective laws can be corrected in ~ 
only one place and that is in the Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts, because these weaknesses arise in and 
out of the laws now on the statute books of the 
Commonwealth. 

There is no mind, or combination of minds so 
great as to be able to study and recommend legis- 
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lation that will adequately correct this situation 
prior to the final legislative filing date, January 14th. 

Therefore, I propose to consult with His Excel- 
lency, the Governor, to determine how best. this 
problem can be met. 

As I stated in my opening’ remarks on this sub- 
ject, great disasters have resulted in drastic chame es 
in existing laws. 

Let us, therefore, here and now resolve that by 
our common efforts never again shall our City be 
visited by any form of disaster which plunges our 
whole Community into mourning and which brings 
such sorrow and anguish in its wake. 

It is the common responsibility of all of us to 
see to it that never again shall there be such a night 
as the night of November 28th of last year; a night 
of bitter memories, a night of tragedy and heroism, 
a night of suffering and tears —a night that, with 
God’s help, will never come again. 


FINANCIAL. 


This address would not be complete without 
some reference, however brief, to the financial aspects 
of the administration of the affairs of our city. 
- Though the entrance of our country into the world 
conflict has clearly disturbed and complicated all 
civilian pursuits and activities, I am pleased to re- 
port that definite accomplishments in improving and 
strengthening the financial structure of the city 
have been achieved during 1942. 

In the year just closed, the outstanding debt 
of the city was reduced by approximately five mil- 
lion dollars. As of December 31, 1942, the net funded 
debt of the city was at the lowest level since 1930. 
Approximately eighty-five per cent of the 1942 tax 
levy was collected during the year. This is the 
best collection record attained since 1928. Follow- 
ing seven years of deficits, the receipts of the Water 
Service, during my five years service as Mayor, 
have exceeded expenditures, and it is anticipated 
that the actual surplus when finally determined 
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will be the largest in the history of the department. 
Under existing law, this surplus will be utilized in 
the current year for the redemption of outstanding 
debt of the city, thus reducing the amount to be 
provided in the tax levy for this purpose. In this 
connection, while it is much too early to make any 
definite statement as to the 1943 tax rate, I feel 
reasonably certain, that barring unforeseen contin- — 
gencies,' the 19438 rate will be approximately the 
same as that of 1942. 

There is little margin of safety in making a pre- 
diction as to the new tax rate, because we all well 
realize that the revenues of state and local govern- 
ments will suffer severely as a result of the war. The 
loss of revenue from the gasoline tax is a striking 
example. Substantial losses in the revenue from 
income and corporation tax distribution; from 
automobile excises; from poll taxes; and from 
miscellaneous receipts, are all barriers to a reduction 
of the tax rate, and unless we operate our city gov- 
ernment with great care, these factors may well 
cause an increase in the tax rate for 1943. 

The city government is under a heavy obligation 
in war. It must continue to provide essential serv- 
ices. It must provide for civilian defense in case 
of emergency. The protection of life and property 
eannot be neglected. Health and welfare functions 
must be maintained, and at the same time, we must 
cope with man power shortages, material restrictions, 
and rising prices. 

The road ahead is lined with dangerous ruts and 
concealed by deceptive curves. We shall continue 
to move carefully along the safe part of the road. 
With the understanding and cooperation of all agen- 
cies and individuals, our municipal government should 
come through this year with safety, and without add- 
ing any further burdens to the heavy load now carried 
by our taxpayers. 


CONCLUSION. 


Our nation has now entered upon the second year 
of a great war, the immensity of which and the cost 
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of which, defies the imagination. The life we knew 
but a short time ago; the privileges we accepted so 
lightly; the hopes we had for the future, have all 
undergone a great change. No one can predict with 
assurance what tomorrow holds in store for any of 
us, but we do know this — that we are engaged in 
a war of life and death with enemies whose despera- 
tion and avarice knows no bounds. We do know 
that we shall be called upon, before this war is won, 
to make more and greater sacrifices than we have 
as yet been called upon to make. We do know that 
unless we do, we cannot win this war the way we 
want to win it, and the decisive way we must win it 
if there is ever to be peace in the world. 


From our homes, from our places of business, 
from every diverse calling or occupation, many old 
and familiar faces are missing. We know that they 
have gone to fight freedom’s battles, and that they 
will not return until victory is won and peace is guar- 
anteed to a harassed and suffering world. We know 
that whatever sacrifices we may be called upon to 
make will be insignificant compared to the sacrifices 
our armed forces will make before victory’s flag is 
unfurled. 


Let it be said with no fear of disagreement, and 
in no spirit of critical self-praise, that the City of 
Boston, and its people, are today, as they have been 
in every national crisis, prepared and willing to make 
any sacrifice to protect and promote the unity and 
well-being of our nation. Here in our city a new 
nation of free people was born. We love that nation. 
We will give our all, if necessary, that it shall 
never die. 


Let us all pray for Divine protection and Divine 
guidance, and an early termination of this terrible 
conflict which rocks the very foundations of the 
world. May our boys who have answered the call 
to the colors, soon be back home with us, and may 
your City Council, which has sent six of its members 
into the armed forces, soon hear their voices resound 
within this chamber. 
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Coren conclude this address by reciting one deeply- 
inspiring verse of ‘‘ America.”’

Sm,—The Board of Art Commissioners respectfully 
submits the following report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1942: 

CENSORSHIP Boarp. 

Mr. George H. Edgell has been designated as Art Com- 
mission member of the Board of Censors on Plays for 
1943. 

New Works or Art. 

The Boston Art Commission has completed the monu- 
ment to the first World War volunteers from the Hano- 
ville district, erected last year at Union square, Brighton, 
by adding a plinth and two bronze tablets with the eighty- 
seven names of the volunteers. The Commission has 
approved these additions as made, and the finished 
monument. This Commission has approved two dedi- 
eatory tablets, designed by James Lawrence, Jr., and paid 
for by the White Fund (1) for a site at Playground No. 
1, East Boston, and (2) for a site at Playground No.* 4 
in the South End. 
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PERMIT AND LOAN. 


The Art Commission has granted permission to the 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer to make large-scale reproductions 
from. two works of art belonging to the city: Stuart’s 
portrait of General Knox and Copley’s portraits of John 
Hancock and Samuel Adams. After consultation with 
the Director of the Boston Art Museum, where the Cop- 
ley portrait of Samuel Adams, belonging to the city, is 
on exhibition, this Commission lent this portrait to the 
“Parade of Patriots’ Exhibition at the Grand Central 
Gallery in New York, from May 20 through June 5, 1942. 
While in transit and on exhibition the portrait was in- 
sured for fifteen thousand dollars. 


City FLaa. 


The Art Commission having received criticisms of 
certain specimens of the City Flag (defined in the City 
Ordinances 1917, chapter 8), has inspected some of these 
flags, and has referred the matter to Mr. Brems, Director 
of Celebrations. 


CoPpLEY SQUARE. 


The committee appointed by his Honor the Mayor to 
make a study of Copley square has continued its work. 
The Chairman of the Art Commission has made a series 
of drawings for the committee, showing a rearrangement 
of the square which would solve certain traffic and park- 
ing problems, as well as improving the appearance of 
the square, at a moderate cost. The Art Commission has 
approved the scheme in principle, and has urged action. 


MAINTENANCE oF MunicrpAL Works oF ART. 


Though the Boston Art Commission is entrusted by 
law with the custody and care of all municipal works 
of art, the financial policy pursued by the Budget De- 
partment toward this Commission in the last few years 
has seriously hampered the Art Commission in fulfilling 
these duties. Injury to the Robert Gould Shaw Monu- 
ment on Boston Common, reported last year, remains 
unrepaired. The Soldiers’ Monument in Jamaica Plain 
requires cleaning this year. To citizens who complain, 
this Commission can only answer: “No Funds.” 


ART DEPARTMENT. 


Bupcet APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Art Commission trusts that the Budget Depart- 
ment will soon restore this Commission’s very moderate 
estimates for maintenance. Begging other departments, 
not equipped for the work, to repair, for instance, a hole 
in a painting does no good. Other departments, if they 
ean do our work for us at all, can do it at no saving 
to the city. This Commission’s financial record is one 
of extreme economy. It may properly, moreover, remind 
your Honor, that it donates to the city each year profes- 
sional services exceeding in cash value the small budget 


which it absolutely needs for its work.

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Motor VEenHIcLeE Excise Tax. 


The motor vehicle excise tax was originally created 
by the passage of chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, 
which law became effective as of January 1, 1929. 
This act provided that an excise tax should be assessed 
on all registered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax 
formerly assessed on this class of property. This law, 
which became chapter 60A of the General Laws, was 
amended April 23, 1930, by the passage of chapter 244 
of the Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 
1938, chapter 480. 

The tax is levied at an average State rate, and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all assessors 
of the various cities and towns throughout the Com- 
monwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform. 

The number of motor vehicles assessed in the 1942 
levy was 99,403. The total amount of the tax levied 
was $934,767.22, at the State rate of $36.46 per thousand, 
and divers warrants sent to the Collector of Taxes for 
same.

STATISTICAL DATA. 


During the year the Board retired 186 members from 
active service, at a probable annual cost to the Retire- 
ment System ofj $186,978; of this number 142 were 
for service, 338 were for accidental disability, 10 were 
for ordinary disability and 1 accidental death benefit. 

During the year there were admitted to membership 
766 new employees. The number of withdrawals from 
service was 899, of which 126 were due to death, 773 
were due to resignation or dismissal and 186 to re- 
tirement. The amount of cash refunded as a result of 
these withdrawals was $530,005.86. The cost of admin- 
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istering the System for 1942 which is borne by the city 
was $32,757.68, which is less than one half of 1 per cent 
of the payments for the year.

THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 


Organized October 2, 1871, to provide for the regula- 
tion and inspection of buildings, the more effective pre- 
vention of fire, and the better preservation of life and 
property. The department immediately became a vital 
force in providing public safety to the citizens of Boston. 


DIVISIONS OF DEPARTMENT. 


Annexed is a brief description of each division of the 
Building Department and also tables which by figures 
and statistics indicate the work performed during the 
year just passed. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE DIVISION. 


Requirements of building law as they pertain to the 
establishment and recording of permits, licenses, docu- 
ments, plans, surveys, reports, etc., naturally involve a 
considerable amount of clerical work. The functioning 
of the various divisions composing the Building Depart- 
ment is largely dependent upon the efficiency of the 
clerical personnel. Their constant interest in the prepa- 
ration and circulation of documents, drawings, forms 
and orders, is such that their services are invaluable. 


CONSTRUCTION DIVISION. 


Operates almost entirely in the field and is charged 
with the inspection of all buildings, except Federal and 
County buildings. The area of the city has been 
divided into districts and the Building Inspector in 
each district examines the materials and methods of 
construction now used in modern building and enforces, 
to the best of his ability, the requirements of statute 
_ law designed for the protection of life, limb and property.

EGREss DIVISION. 


Broadly speaking, the work of the Egress Division 
consists of the application of the rule of common sense 
to the problem of providing adequate means for remoy- 
Ing persons expeditiously from buildings or structures 
in case of emergency and of seeing that adequate egress 
is maintained. Included in the duties of this division 
is the inspection of theatres, moving picture houses, 
halls of public assembly, hospitals, lodging houses, fra- 
ternity houses, homes for the aged, hotels, etc. 
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This division also makes night inspections wherever 
large audiences are anticipated for the purpose of keep- 
ing available to the public unobstructed means of egress 
and fire protection.

PLAN DIVISION. 


Existing building law requires the submission of 
drawings indicating by architectural, engineering and 
mechanical design the type and class of construction, 
the occupancy, the materials which compose the struc- 
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ture proper, the dimensions designing areas, sizes of 
rooms and heights of building, width of stair halls and 
other egresses, percentages of area of lot occupied by 
the building, mechanical installations, locations of and 
sizes of exterior fire escapes, balconies, etc. 

Drawings are examined and approved or disapproved 
by the Zoning, Egress sand Plan Divisions, also the 
Plumbing, Gasfitting, Elevator and Sprinkler Divisions, 
and the Health Department and Park Department 
when the administration of regulations of these depart- 
ments are applicable. 

The citizens of the city have been so long accustomed 
to the results of the work of its Building Department 
that they take these results for granted. The houses in 
which they live; the offices, factories or stores in which 
they work; the theatres, moving picture houses, halls 
and places of public assembly in which they spend their 
hours of recreation; the schools and hospitals; the 
churches in which they worship — all are structures, 
the design and construction of which have been carefully 
checked and supervised.

ZONING DIVISION. 


- Analogous to the work of the Plan Division, which 
is wholly administered by the office personnel, is the 
work of the Zoning Division which varies from that of 
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the Plan Division in that drawings are analyzed and 
approved as being in compliance with the Zoning Law, 
a separate act of the Legislature, whereas the Plan 
Division analyze and approve the drawings as being in 
compliance with Building Law. 

The Zoning Regulations as enacted is an act regulat- 
ing and restricting the use of buildings and premises, 
the height and bulk of buildings, and the occupancy of 
lots in the City of Boston and for said purposes dividing 
the city into districts.

PLUMBING DIVISION. 


The art of plumbing means the incorporation into a 
structure of such pipes, fixtures and other apparatus 
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and appurtenances as are necessary to bring in the 
water supply and remove liquids and water-carried 
wastes. As public health is vitally dependent on prop- 
erly designed and constructed supply and waste sys- 
tems, the importance of the Plumbing Division and its 
inspection force can be readily realized.

SPRINKLER DIVISION. 


In the year 1914, laws were enacted requiring sprinkler 
and standpipe equipment in certain buildings other than 
theatres and a large number of such installations have » 
been made. 

As is well known, a fire may occur in a first-class 
building or in a wooden shed and it is to be regretted 
that the use of automatic fire protection is‘not more 
general, especially as such installation brings about 
monetary reward in reduced insurance, aside from pro- 
tection of life and property. The ultimate in auto- 
matic protection is reached when the system is so in- 
stalled that the devices are influenced by heat in the 
shortest space of time and when the fire causing that 
heat is extinguished with the least amount of water.

BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 
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ELEVATOR DIVISION. 


Undoubtedly every person inhabiting or frequenting 
the multi-storied buildings in our city realizes the con- 
venience provided them by the installation of elevators 
and dumb-waiters. However, very few are aware of 
the fact that each installation is made under the scru- 
tinizing eye of the Building Department, through the 
agency of the Elevator Inspection Division. 

There are in use within the city limits 6,303 passenger 
and freight elevators and escalators, and 2,087 dumb- 
waiters. In addition to the inspection of installation 
and maintenance of all elevators, these inspectors give 
an exacting and practical operation test to each passenger 
car operator.

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GASFITTING DIVISION. 


The Gasfitting Division inspects the installation of 
gasfitting and gas appliances, particularly as to proper 
combustion and the elimination of gases and fumes 
through proper types of flues; also as to the locations of 
appliances in the room and its enclosure, and insist upon 
having a proper supply of air maintained to prevent 
the accumulation of carbon monoxide gas. 

Accidental fatalities due to illuminating gas installa- 
tions have, by rigid inspection and administration of 
law, been reduced from 82 in 1918 to 1 in 1942. 

For some unaccountable reason, probably due to 
prohibiting the use of flexible connections and such in 
connection with gas installations, suicides have also 
been reduced from a maximum of 43 in 1917 to I1 
in 1942.

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BoarRpD oF APPEAL. 


The Board of Appeal established in accordance with 
sections 6 and 7, of chapter 550, Acts of 1907 as amended, 
in its functioning, may vary the provisions of the Act 
referred to in specific cases which appear to them not to 
have been contemplated by this Act although covered 
by it, or in cases where manifest injustice is done, 
provided that the decision of the Board in such a case 
shall be unanimous and shall not conflict with the 
spirit of any provision of the Act. 


Many of the appeals were in regard to technical ques- 
tions as to the meaning of the law; many cases were 
those not contemplated by the Act although covered 
by it. 

In every instance where the Board granted relief — 
about 50 per cent of which were with modifications — 
the Board was unanimously of the opinion that the 
varying of the provisions of the Act did not conflict 
with the spirit of any provision of same, and that it 
was a specific case wherein it was a manifest injustice 
to refuse the appellant a permit. | 


The Board of Appeal acts, not only on the Building 
Law, but also hears appeals under the Zoning Law,— 
section 19, chapter 488, Acts of 1924. Boston was 
many years old before the adoption of the Zoning Act, 
and because of technical violations of uses permitted 
in various zones, and problems arising in the advan- 
tageous development of vacant land in the City of 
Boston, proponents of business enterprises would have 
established their plans of industry in other cities where 
the zoning regulations are not so restrictive had not 
the Board varied the application of the Zoning Act in 
specific cases. In every instance where a variation 
was permitted, the Board was convinced unanimously 
that a strict enforcement of the Act involved practical 
difficulty and unnecessary hardship, and that desirable 
relief was granted without substantially derogating 
from the intent and purpose of the Act.

BoARD OF EXAMINERS. 


Established in the Building Department is the Board 
of Examiners, consisting of three members, who hold 
examinations, under reasonable rules and regulations, 
of persons desiring to be registered as qualified to have 
charge and control of the construction, alteration, re- 
moval or tearing down of buildings or structures. 

The method of examination of new applicants con- 
tinued as in the past, the Board making special efforts 
to aid men, yet enforcing rigidly the prevention-of- 
accident purpose of the law. Superintendents in charge 
of Federal projects made up a large number of this 
newer group.

AND COMMUNICATIONS OF CIVILIAN 
DEFENSE CORPS WITH INDUSTRIAL

GENTLEMEN,— I have not had the pleasure of listen- 
ing to the previous speakers or instructors during this 
course, nor will I be able to remain to hear those who 
will follow me, so that anything I say must be con- 
strued to be my personal opinion only. What I say I 
certainly hope will not conflict with or be contrary to 
the thoughts of others to the extent that the ultimate 
aims of the Civilian Protection School will be disrupted. 

Civilian protection is a relatively new subject, born of 
this frightful war in which we are participating, and 
during its short span of life its course has been changed 
many times by differences of opinion. However, I am 
certain that some good can be gained by an analysis of 
varying thoughts, if there be such. 

You gentlemen are specialists in your own respective 
professions of plant management and engineering, and 
this course which you are attending was not designed 
to give you further instruction in your business. ‘There 
is common reason for us all to be here, and that is 
to learn how to protect ourselves and our fellow man 
from the work and actions of our enemies. 

We all recognize the fact that a state of readiness in 
ease of hostile attack, preparedness if you wish to call 
it such, is an absolute necessity, and we are endeavoring 
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to institute workable programs that will attain per- 
fection. We cannot be perfect but we will be as near 
perfect as we can, and by clear thought and action 
outwit our enemy and reduce to the minimum the 
moral and physical destruction he will endeavor to 
inflict upon us. 

About two years ago, municipal departments of the 
City of Boston, under the direction of Mayor Maurice 
J. Tobin, started the work of organizing civilians for 
the purpose of defense, such as rescue and demolition 
squads, auxiliary firefighters, and policemen, same to 
augment the regularly employed personnel of the 
various municipal departments. This work started 
prior to the coining of the descriptive title, ‘‘ Civilian 
Defense,’ and ultimately all units were enrolled in a 
huge Civilian Defense organization which is national 
in scope, and affects, in some way or another, every 
man, woman and child throughout the length and 
breadth of our country. As your plant lies within the 
environs of some municipality you are vitally interested 
in the municipal government organizations of Civilian 
Defense. 

Mayor LaGuardia, appointed by President Roosevelt 
as the first director of National Civilian Defense, has 
been quoted many times as saying that the City of 
Boston led all large cities in defense efforts, so with 
your permission I will use the City of Boston organiza- 
tion as an example of municipal defense departments 
upon which we all are in whole or in part dependent. 

Principal departments of said organization in which 
you might be interested, and in some cases look to for 
protection, are the Public Works Department, com- 
posed of Highway, Sewer, Sanitary, Water, Street 
Lighting, Bridge and Ferry Divisions, ete. 

Building Department, composed of construction, 
engineering and plan, plumbing, illuminating gas, ele- 
vator, egress and fire protection divisions. 

Fire Department, composed of regular and auxiliary 
fire-fighting forces and a fire prevention bureau. 

Police Department, composed of regular and auxiliary 
patrolmen and _ identification and communication 
divisions. 

Health Department, composed of divisions con- 
trolling the inspection of foodstuffs, sanitation, public 
health, clinics, etc. 
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Associated with the above-mentioned municipal 
departments in the Civilian Defense organization are 
the following utilities: 


New England Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

Railroad Transportation Companies: Boston Elevated 
Railway; Boston & Albany Railroad; Boston & Maine 
Railroad; New York, New Haven «& Hartford Rail- 
road. 

Boston Edison Company.

Protective Fire Department. 

Western Union Telegraph Company. 

Postal Telegraph Company. 


I believe you recognize the fact that you need the 
cooperation of these defense agencies, and I am certain 
that they need your cooperation. 

Let us see, for example, why you are dependent on 
these agencies and why you need and should demand 
their cooperation. 


WatTER DIVISION. 


Take the Water Division of the Public Works De- 
partment. The location of your plant, as before stated, 
is within the corporate limits of some municipality and 
is serviced by the water mains of the city or town 
either directly or as an auxiliary service. Said mains 
may be so damaged by bombs that water supply to 
your plant may be discontinued for a considerable 
period of time, and the breaking.of a main may be 
the cause of flooding your boiler or engine room or 
working spaces in your plant. Only the shut-off and 
repair crews of the water division can help you. They 
are equipped to do so and are constantly on the job, 
twenty-four hours of each day, awaiting periods of 
emergency both in peace and in war times. 

This division is prepared to and could, by the aid of 
hose line, furnish temporary water supply pending the 
repair of breaks in the system so that production could 
continue uninterrupted. 

I presume that most municipal water systems are 
similar to that in existence in Boston, divided into 
three separate and distinct services, all under mechanical 
pressure maintained by the almost continuous operation 
of pumping equipment. Low service, of an average 
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pressure of 55 pounds per square inch, is used for 
domestic water supply, and high service of a pressure 
varying from 80 to 90 pounds per square inch is used 
principally for fire protection in buildings by the in- 
stallation of standpipe and sprinkler systems. In 
addition to these commonly used systems, there is 
what is known as a high pressure system which is under 
constant pressure of 50 pounds and so arranged that 
immediately upon the sounding of the first alarm of 
fire it is stepped up to 150 pounds pressure where it is 
maintained until an increase is requested by the Fire 
Department, when it can be stepped up to a maximum 
of 800 pounds per square inch. 

The number of industrial plants that can operate 
without water for processing, sanitation, or fire pro- 
tection is the answer as to whether or not you are 
dependent on and need the cooperation of the municipal 
water department as it is established under the Civilian 
Defense program. ) 

As is the supply of water an indispensable necessity, 
likewise is the disposal of water through the agency 
of sewer thoroughfares of various types of construction 
and materials. The flow of sewage must not be in- 
terrupted for any considerable period of time as the 
health and well-being of residents of a community are 
dependent greatly on proper disposal of sewage. Pumps 
must be kept in continuous operation and all screening 
apparatus, gates, etc., kept in working condition. 

In the Civilian Defense organization, of which I 
speak, there are now thirty-six (36) regularly employed 
water shut-off and-repair crews stationed at strategic 
locations throughout the city, each equipped with 
emergency repair tools and apparatus. Likewise there 
are at least twelve (12) sewer repair crews always 
available. Approximately eleven hundred (1,100) em- 
ployees work in the field forces of the Sewer and Water 
Divisions, and for Civilian Defense purposes regular 
employees of refuse collection contractors and water 
and sewer construction contractors have been made 
available as auxiliary forces. 


HicguHway DIvIsIon. 


Let us for a moment consider the importance of the 
Highway Division of the Public Works Department as 
it relates to the operations of your industrial plants. 
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We know that the finished products of manufacture 
are dependent on the delivery of material to your 
plant, and although much of it may be transported by 
rail or water, we still depend on highways to accomo- 
date conveyances for our employees. 

Now visualize the damage caused by a bombing raid. 
Can you see complete and partially-demolished buildings 
and unscathed streets? Of course you cannot. To 
believe that a city can be bombed without damaging 
its highways is ridiculous; consequently we have 
included in our Civilian Defense organization the munici- 
pal street and highway divisions. This organization of 
regularly employed city workmen, augmented by vol- 
unteers normally employed by road construction con- 
- tactors, constitutes a very large group of men who will 
be available in emergency to refill and resurface high- 
ways destroyed by bombs. They are willing and ready 
to cooperate and you should avail yourselves of their 
services as necessary. 

In addition to the Public Works Department, which 
I have mentioned, we have in our Civilian Defense 
organization the street lighting division, traffic tunnels, 
Paving, Sanitary, Bridge and Ferry Divisions, etc., 
each and every one of which is prepared to respond to 
an emergency call relating to its particular function. 
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Closely associated with the Public Works Department, 
however operated as a separate organization, is the 
Building Department composed of the divisions pre- 
viously named. With few exceptions, employees of the 
Building Department are technically educated men, 
engineers and inspectors, who devote their entire time 
to non-manual engineering and inspection work of a 
supervisory character. 

As technicians, schooled in the work of Civilian 
Defense by attendance in the aerial bombardment and 
bomb reconnaisance courses conducted by Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, Harvard. University, 
Northeastern University and the First Service Command 
of the United States Army, they form the nucleus of 
an especially trained group that could well be termed 
a Public Safety Corps capable of acting in an advisory 
capacity. 
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Engineers and inspectors of the Egress Division in 
their normal functions visit all places of public assembly, 
such as theatres, moving picture houses, amusement 
centres, arenas and stadiums, as well as_ hospitals, 
public and private schools, lodging houses, homes for 
aged persons, industrial plants, factories, department 
stores, etc., and regulate the inward and outward flow 
of traffic by requiring door openings of sufficient width, 
as related to the floor areas, to accommodate the persons 
who might assemble. They also see that doors swing 
in the direction of the line of travel to permit direct and 
unobstructed egress. 

No established rule will suffice to solve all problems of 
egress as the architectural plan and structural design of 
each building will so vary that the location of exits and 
paths of travel to same will be common only to a specific 
design. Generally speaking though, the number of 
persons to be served by an exit can be computed from 
floor areas, assuming the number of occupants, as 
follows: 


1. One person for every six square feet in auditoriums, 
assembly halls, dance halls, gymnasiums, armories, lodge rooms. 

2. One person for every fifteen square feet in court rooms, 
restaurants, class rooms 1n schools. 

3. One person for every twenty-five square feet in retail 
stores, lodging houses, reading rooms. 

4. One person for every thirty-five square feet in factories 
and work rooms. 

5. One person for every fifty square feet in offices and show 
rooms. 

6. One person for every one hundred square feet in hotels, 
apartments and other dwellings, police and fire stations. 

7. One person for every two hundred square feet in auto- 
mobile repair shops and service rooms, museums, libraries, 
wholesale stores and club houses, except in assembly halls 
thereof. 

8. One person for every thousand square feet in storage 
garages and warehouses. 


Related to the floor areas are the widths of corridors, 
door openings and other paths of egress, none of which 
should be less than thirty-six inches (36’’) in clear 
unobstructed width as accommodation for three hundred 
persons, with at least twelve inches (12’’) additional 
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width for each one hundred persons served over and 
above the provisions provided by the initial width of 
door. , 

As may be seen, this is an extremely important 
function of the Building Department, as invariably in 
emergencies a state of panic or semi-panic occurs, and 
where persons gathered within are unaccustomed to the 
location of emergency egresses, they, in their haste to 
gain access to the exterior, usually attempt to leave a 
place of assembly by the way in which they entered, 
thus forming congested areas at a location normally 
considered the main entrance. To teach people to 
use emergency exits presents a difficult problem unless 
the occupants to be served by such emergency exits 
are persons who are accustomed to being in the same 
building or location in buildings day after day. For 
this reason I believe it necessary that all plant engineers 
or managers should arrange to conduct drills that will 
permit, by prearrangement, certain numbers of em- 
ployees to utilize respective exits available, much in 
the same manner as exit drills are conducted in public 
schools. In this way, panic and congestion at a com- 

monly used entrance may be avoided in an emergency. 

As you may know, the Massachusetts Committee on 
Public Safety, as well as the City of Boston Committee 
on Public Safety, have conducted schools in which the 
subject of egress has been incorporated in the course, 
so that there are available for your assistance here in 
Massachusetts many persons qualified to assist you 
with your egress problems, and these committees on 
public safety are only too willing to assist in every way 
possible. | 

The entire personnel of the Plan, Engineering and 
Construction Divisions of the Building Department 
are closely associated with the Civilian Defense pro- 
gram, and as municipal officers they function as 
part of same. Normally, their duties as engineers and 
_ building inspectors are such that they are conversant 
with modern construction and engineering practices 
and the theories in the science of design and soil 
mechanics, as well as the manufacture of new materials 
and the new methods of construction, and their services 
are and should be made available to you in the solution 
of your problems. The tempo at which all manufactur- 
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ing plants are now operating does not permit of delay 
in solving the problems that arise, and there is no 
doubt in my mind that you gentlemen, on many oc- 
casions, have been confronted with the problem of 
whether or not an existing structure is suitably designed 
to accommodate new loads for added machinery, 
storage of materials, and such, and probably you are 
unaware of the fact that in your local defense organiza- 
tion there are men capable of passing judgment on such 
problems when they are closely related to Civilian 
Defense. Naturally, the engineers or inspectors of the 
Building Department would not usurp the business of 
the professional structural engineer, and it is not the 
intention of the Civilian Defense organization that they 
do so. However, there may be many instances where 
you would not know whether or not a particular floor 
might be properly designed to accommodate a con- 
centration of employees as a shelter area in an air raid. 
This question could be answered by the type of man of 
which I speak. 

Little do the occupants of any building realize the 
importance of the work of their municipal building 
department. The houses in which they live, the offices, 
factories, buildings of industrial plants and stores in 
which they work, the theatres, moving picture houses, 
halls and places of public assemblies in which they spend 
their hours of recreation, schools and hospitals, the 
churches in which they worship, are all structures 
the design and construction of which have been care- 
fully checked and supervised by Building Department 
engineers. 

Almost daily, for what is now a period of months, 
engineers of the Plan and Construction Divisions of the 
Building Department have been consulted by property 
owners and managers for advice relative to the estab- 
lishing of shelter areas within buildings — the necessity 
of evacuation of building in an emergency — erection 
of and type of barricades necessary to protect persons, 
properties and valuables, also to prevent shattered 
glass from flying — how to most economically blackout 
a building — how to install raid notification systems — 
also to assist in A. R. P. organization and inform persons 
as to proper conduct in an emergency. 

Likewise available in an advisory capacity, from the 
personnel of the plumbing, gasfitting, elevator and fire 
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protection divisions, are men who by education and 
practical experience are capable of assisting you in the 
solution of problems relating to their particular division 
as they might relate to the Civilian Defense program. 
When and what to do correctly in an emergency is what 
we are attempting to definitely decide upon, and it 
seems to me that those persons who have had actual 
experience in emergencies, closely approaching those 
that we are contemplating as the outcome of enemy 
action, are the men who have been called upon during 
periods of flood, hurricane, building collapse, etc., to 
assist you. Such men are the ones I say should be 
available in your local building departments. 

As previously stated, the entire personnel of the 
Building Department devote their occupational time 
to non-manual engineering and inspection work of a 
supervisory character. However, so that the Building 
Department could function in an emergency and 
perform manual work required of demolition and rescue 
squads, this department has, in Boston, recruited the 
services of some three thousand volunteers, mostly 
from the ranks of the building trades union. Actually 
there are now organized, and ready to act in an emer- 
gency, twenty rescue units composed of sixteen mén 
each, twelve wrecking units composed of sixteen men 
each, twelve shoring units composed of fourteen men 
each, six construction units composed of twenty-seven 
men each, twelve protective units composed of fourteen 
men each, twelve rigging units composed of eight men 
each, ten roof sign units composed of nine men each, 
twelve plumbing units composed of four men each, 
twelve gasfitting units composed of four men each, 
twelve steamfitting units composed of four men each, 
as well as twelve elevator construction units composed 
of five men each and twelve electrical units composed 
of four men each. 

As the names of the units imply, with the exception 
of rescue, shoring and construction units, the personnel 
of the respective units are licensed plumbers or electri- 
clans, sign erectors, steamfitters, gasfitters, etc., whereas 
the personnel of the construction units are carpenters 
and masons, and the personnel of the shoring and 
wrecking units are licensed wreckers and_ shorers, 
building movers and carpenters accustomed to heavy 
timber construction work. 
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Each unit has a specific function and is assigned to: 
a base station at a strategic location within the city 
where equipment, either city owned or assigned by 
contractors, is available for their use. The Civilian 
Defense organization is so established that the volun- 
teers mentioned are summonsed to their posts by 
audible alarm signals, messenger or telephone, and they 
will respond to the scenes of incidents as directed by the 
regularly employed members of the permanent divisions — 
of the Building Department who have been on twenty- 
four hour a day duty since the incorporation of the 
Building Department in Civilian Defense organization. 

On many occasions I have been asked why I have 
accepted, as volunteers in the work units heretofore 
mentioned, only the services of skilled craftsmen of the 
building industry, and in the administrative and super- 
visory group only the services of architects, engineers: 
and persons trained in the technique of building con- 
struction. 

Gentlemen, I will tell you why. 

Innumerable persons in many walks of life fail to. 
realize or visualize the terrific amount of damage there 
would be to buildings in the event we were bombed, 
and most persons of any community would, I believe, 
consider their municipal fire departments to be the 
most potent factor in Civilian Defense, but I can 
readily conceive of conditions which would limit and 
tax to capacity the facilities of a fire department. 

Presume that, due to the dropping of incendiary and 
explosive bombs from enemy planes, one hundred and 
fifty fires are started simultaneously, and fifty to one 
hundred buildings are destroyed, gas and water mains 
are blown out, and such destruction has caused many 
streets to become impassable to traffic. What then 
is the fire department going to do? Obviously they are 
going to concentrate on the extinguishing of fire to. 
prevent its spread and their entire facilities and man 
power would be so occupied. But as important as the 
quenching of fire is the saving of human life — particu- 
larly the lives of persons trapped in partially demolished 
buildings and underground structures requiring the 
services of demolition and rescue crews, as important a 
unit as there is in the Civilian Defense organization. 

Training of the character necessary to cope with the 
situation caused by bombing of buildings and structures. 
can be gained only by actual experience, as each par- 
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ticular building or structure that is bombed will pre- 
sent a specific problem as it relates to emergency work 
necessary to permit the rescue of persons confined and 
trapped therein. 

Skeleton steel structures will prove more indestruc- 
tible than wood and masonry buildings, and wood and 
masonry buildings less destructible than wood frame 
buildings. However, in no instance can the manner, 
extent and results of destruction or demolition be pre- 
determined, as collapse of a structure from internal com- 
bustion will vary from that caused by external com- 
bustion or concussion, and the disarrangement and dis- 
lodgement of structural materials of floors and walls, 
together with that of mechanical equipment and debris, 
will likewise vary. 

To destroy buildings for the mere purpose of training 
rescue and demolition crews is ridiculous, so therefore 
is it not logical to expect such crews to be organized 
among persons trained to design, assemble and build 
structures. 

Within the past week the newspapers have carried 
accounts to the effect that eight thousand (8,000) pound 
bombs have been dropped on German cities, and that 
as large an area as one square mile has been devastated 
by the explosive properties of one bomb. Now, if you 
can imagine such bombings here, you can appreciate 
the tremendous destruction to buildings and structures, 
and readily realize the importance of demolition, so for 
a few minutes I will speak on the subject of demolition. 

Demolition, the act or process of reducing a structure 
or building to ruin, appears to many persons to be a 
relatively simple work operation, but do not fail to 
appreciate that the problem of safely razing a building 
involves many of the most practical principles of 
engineering, and the work itself is of a most hazardous 
nature. 

Relatively few persons devote their full occupational 
time to the work of demolition, as can be substantiated 
by the fact that there are only sixty-five (65) persons 
licensed to perform such work in the City of Boston, 
whereas two thousand, three hundred and seventy-three 
(2,373) are licensed to supervise the work of constructing 
buildings. 

Unusual conditions will be encountered in our de- 
molished or partially demolished buildings, and some 
of those I can visualize are the following:

1. The undetermined and unapparent deterioration of 
structural value of materials resulting from the heat of fire — 
introduction of eccentric and redundant forces through blast, 
distortion, upheaval and impact — deposit of uncalculated 
loads caused by debris. 

2. Disposition of building occupants’ personal stock and 
properties. 

3. Danger to workmen — the unperceivable dislodgement 
of adhesive, cohesive, and bonding properties of materials 
caused by non-predeterminable and incalculable forces normally 
non-existent in structures. 

4, Termination of services — ammonia refrigeration feed 
lines — high pressure steam supplies — illuminating gas lines — 
water supplies — electric feed cables and live wires — sewage 
contamination. 

5. The possibility of invisible toxic gases lurking within 
the structure — close to damp and wet areas—and their 
effects on persons. 

6. Limited and restricted working areas — physical con- 
dition of services in adjoining streets, and the possibility of 
streets being open-cut, thereby preventing the trucking of 
materials from the site. | 

7. Re-establishment of vital services such as water, sanitary 
drainage and ventilation — electricity and gas— to permit 
functioning of habitable portions of partially demolished 
buildings. 

8. Emergency equipment, rigging and tools required to 
permit rescue of entrapped persons. 

9. Protection of public by installation of brows and aprons. 

10. Organization — competency of volunteer workmen — 
supervision of personnel. 

11. Inadequacy of party walls to support adjoining build- 
ings after lateral support has been removed — necessity of 
and type of shoring required. 

12. Extremely important necessity of storage space for 
materials — salvaging of same. 

13. Inquisitive public— necessity of posting guards or 
watchmen — fencing of area upon completion of demolition 
operations. 

14. The unmethodical procedure of emergency action as 
' compared with the methodical procedure of normal times. 

15. Structurally sound unoccupied buildings open to 
trespass, presenting to the fire saboteur an invitation to ply 
his insidious commissions. 


These and many more questions may confront us and 
the mere mention of them does not provide a remedy, 
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therefore I will endeavor briefly to establish a practical, 
workable program of procedure covering the highlights: 
of the preceding problems. | 


COMPETENCY OF WORKMEN. 


Utilization of the most capable engineering knowledge 
and talents, as related to actual work procedure, is 
worthless unless competent workmen are employed to 
perform manually the tasks assigned. We cannot per- 
mit persons unacquainted with building construction to 
operate in our work crews as their actions may be instru- 
mental in causing a building collapse and their presence 
may jeopardize the safety of others; therefore I believe, 
as previously stated, that the services of building trades- 
men only should be considered. 

Demolition work units must be well equipped, super- 
vised and directed, and must be available for emergency 
work. 


DISPOSITION OF BUILDING OCCUPANTS’ STOCK AND 
PROPERTIES. 


Let us for a few moments consider the difficult situa- 
tion imposed upon us in this problem. Normally build- 
ings are vacant when turned over to the wrecker but 
war emergency conditions may be such that we will 
have to raze a building which a few short hours before 
was completely tenanted. Presume that high explosive 
bombs have penetrated to the sixth floor of a ten-story, 
steel frame, first-class structure housing many jewelry 
and optical firms, now engaged in producing essential 
war equipment, and that the upper floors have been 
so completely demolished as to be uninhabitable. How- 
ever, there has been no fire, so the Fire Department, if it 
had responded to the scene of the disaster, has departed. 
We are in charge and our demolition crews are at work 
in the building. A rapid, superficial inspection of 
conditions indicates the structure to be so damaged that 
ingress of the proprietors of the various establishments 
must be prohibited as the protection and safety of per- 
sons is paramount and must be our first consideration. 
The occupants, in their desire to acquire for their posses- 
sion what remains of their valuables, may pry at some 
dislodged structural member sufficiently to cause entire 
collapse of all materials above. Now, how are we to 
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proceed? First, we must contact the police official of 
highest authority in the particular district and arrange 
for the transfer of valuables to a place of safety, same 
to become the charge of the Police Department. 
Secondly, we must start the work of razing the building 
in a manner as later described in the solution of other 
problems heretofore mentioned. 

I think that you gentlemen will concur that very little 
thought has been given to problems in the category 
just related; however, I am certain you can see the 
momentousness and scope of just such problems. As 
you know, many buildings house merchandise and 
equipment, the value of which is far in excess of the 
cost of the building, and such contents must be guarded 
and accounted for. | 


STORAGE SPACE FOR MATERIALS. 


Normal progress of building construction work re- 
quires a sequence of material deliveries which can be 
controlled. This precludes the probability of requiring 
excessive storage space in the buildable area, but a war 
emergency demolition project may provide the exact 
opposite by the deposit of excessive debris loads in the 
structure and these must be reduced immediately as a 
safety measure. Therefore we must always be alert to 
the necessity of providing dumping areas and material 
storage areas. Basement areas of buildings previously 
razed provide good dumping grounds and the filling of 
these areas eliminates a public hazard. Such areas and 
vacant lots should be catalogued for the availability of 
authorities. Street congestion must be alleviated and 
eliminated if possible during wartime emergencies. 

Actual photographs and verbal descriptive pictures 
of the utter ruin caused by bombing give us some appre- 
ciation of the problems that may confront us, but no 
photograph can show us how we can dispose of the tons 
and tons of unsalvageable building materials which 
must be removed from site of bombing, or how we can 
store the salvageable materials. This presents a tre- 
mendous problem. Vast acreage may have to be pro- 
vided for such storage and such areas must be located in 
isolated and remote sections so that they themselves, 
when fully stocked, will not present a war hazard. 
Vast acreage may sound absurd to you, but, gentlemen, 
it is not absurd as has already been proved in Boston. 
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During the past three years modern Federal Govern- 
ment Housing Projects have supplanted thousands of 
sub-standard dwelling units and these dwellings were 
obliterated by action of building wreckers who utilized 
acre after acre of vacant land for the purpose of sorting, 
salvaging and storing of building materials. 

Proper locations for the storage of salvaged lumber is 
itself a perplexing problem, particularly if stored within 
city limits. I am certain I would not want to be 
responsible or held accountable for the storage of quan- 
tities of incendiary bomb food in the nature of highly 
inflammable bundles of wood lath and such, which mate- 
rial by its combustion might ignite occupied areas. 

We must find the proper isolated storage areas and if 
these are not available and we are obliged to use vacant 
areas adjoining or within occupied areas then it is our 
obligation to provide proper protection from fire, sabo- 
tage and pilfering by installation of fire lines, posting 
of guards, and other safeguards. The transportation of 
materials to storage areas may also create a serious 
trucking problem, as I am informed that trucks are 
available only at a premium. 


PROTECTION OF PUBLIC. 


Mr. General Public is and always has been an inquisi- 
tive person, wont to appear in ‘“‘No Trespass”’ posted 
areas, and for his own protection we must provide 
guards and watchmen to prohibit his entrance on the 
site. Also we must protect Mr. Pedestrian from injury 
by falling materials by the erection of brows and aprons, 
or a series of same, as required. Sidewalk thorough- 
fares must be bridged and housed and heavy planked 
roofing erected. Hose lines must be made available for 
wetting down materials as dust blown by wind may 
cause eye injury to many persons. In addition, it may 
be found necessary to enclose openings with tarpaulins 
to prevent spread of dust. 


THE UNMETHODICAL PROCEDURE OF EMERGENCY ACTION 
AS COMPARED Wi1TH THE METHODICAL PROCEDURE 
oF NORMAL TIMES. 


Normally the building wrecker proceeds in a_ pre- 
determined manner to strip a building of all materials 
which have no structural value. Trim, lath and plaster, 
fireproofing and masonry veneer are removed, thereby 
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eliminating weight and exposing concealed connections, 
bearings, bracings, etc. The wrecker then proceeds to 
undo that which the constructor took such great pride 
in doing. This is normal methodical procedure. Now 
for unmethodical procedure. Presented to the wrecker 
is the gaping, grotesque and distorted structure, one 
which, by its distortion and internal disruption, etc., 
defies all principles of engineering theories by the fact 
that it is partially still intact. 

How do we approach this problem? It can easily be 
seen that methodical procedure as briefly described 
cannot be followed, as an entirely different problem is 
presented. We now must use our best engineering 
knowledge and make a very exacting inspection and 
decision. Have the foundations been disturbed by 
forces caused by blast, or weakened by flooding due 
to breaking of high pressure water main in the street? 
Have those columns concealed by fireproofing been 
fractured where cracks appear? Is that column now 
so eccentrically loaded that we dare not disturb a 
contributory supporting member? 

Obviously forces and stresses foreign to the normal 
structure have caused the damage we ‘see and the 
capacity of the remaining structure to absorb loads 
which we will impose on it in our razing operations is 
what we must determine.: 

Cautiously we tie off exposed structural members 
which when burned through by acetylene torch may fall 
to floors below, using great care to distribute properly 
the resulting impact load by the use of snub lines. 
Knowing now that by lashings and cable ties our build- 
ing has been reasonably secured we continue our in- 
vestigations and examination of the structure. This 
crippled building cannot be left standing sufficiently 
long enough for us to discuss theoretical opinions, 
so we institute the practical method of hammer sounding 
the materials for lack of bond and cohesion and we 
satisfy ourselves that bonds have been broken and 
further collapse of unbonded materials is inevitable. 
Our floors cannot withstand additional debris loads, so 
we must invoke the unmethodical procedure of rebuilding 
or resupporting from the footings and foundation up 
by means of shoring and cribbing a building which 
normally we would raze from the top down without 
such aids. 
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Masonry of all kinds is usually erected individually, 
piece by piece, but seldom is it razed in such manner. 
Its assembled bulk and weight must not be permitted 
to be such that it will overtax the capacity of our razing 
equipment. Heavy coping and cornice stones, dis- 
lodged by explosion, will be found very difficult to 
handle. The Lewis holes provided for handling and 
construction purposes will not be available and slings 
must be used. Cast stone veneers will be found difficult 
to handle also, but we will find that our old friend, the 
common brick, will give us the least concern in demoli- 
tion work as it does in construction work. 


UNoccuPIED BUILDINGS OPEN TO TRESPASS. 


Over the years public safety officials have been con- 
fronted with the problem of vacant buildings open to 
trespass, those that present fire hazards, moral and 
health nuisances, and the like. Now, more than ever, 
they should be of greater concern to us and to military 
authorities. Certainly they present to the saboteur 
the maximum of concealment where detection would be 
difficult. 

Buildings of this charater often are located in such 
close proximity to successfully operating business estab- 
lishments that they could very definitely be the means 
or instrument by which the saboteur could accomplish 
their destruction. Civilian Defense and your own 
protection warrant the demolition of such structures, 
and as the constituted authority to raze unsafe, 
dangerous and dilapidated buildings is the building 
commissioner or inspector you should solicit his aid. 
Make a survey of the neighborhood in which your plant 
is located, and if you find unused, vacant buildings 
nearby report them to your local civilian defense 
organization. 

As can be seen from what has been previously said the 
work occasioned by demolition is so distinctly different 
from that of our normal pursuits that I must have in 
my Civilian Defense organization qualified workmen, 
and to this extent I describe the functions of the various 
work units. 

I particularly wish to call to your attention, in 
describing the functions of the various work units, that 
in each instance the work of the unit will be devoted 
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entirely to emergency work as it pertains to public 
protection and rescue work. It is not the intention 
of the Civilian Defense authorities or municipal 
officers to usurp the work of private contractors. 


Rescue Units. 

It is the function of a Rescue Unit to respond to scene 
of an incident where persons are reported trapped in a 
building or where a building is partially destroyed by 
bomb, explosion or otherwise, and there is the possibility 
of persons being trapped therein. | 

The work performed by the Rescue Unit would be 
the removal of any structural or mechanical materials 
causing the trapping of persons so that actual rescue of 
the persons could be performed by Fire Department or 
other rescue agencies. 


Wrecking Units. 

The work of the wrecking units will consist of razing 
partially destroyed buildings or structures to avoid 
total collapse. 


Shoring Units. 

Shoring units will follow up the work of rescue units 
and perform the work of shoring and securing buildings: 
not sufficiently damaged to cause same to be razed, 
thereby permitting reoccupancy of certain portions of 
same. 


Construction Units. 

Construction units normally would not operate as 
emergency units as pertains to the destruction of build- 
ings, structures, etc., and would not be despatched to: 
the scene of an incident. However, they might possibly 
be pressed into service directly after bombing incidents, 
particularly if evacuation of persons from the scene of 
an incident were necessary, their work being to con- 
struct barrack type buildings of metal or wood expedi- 
tiously to provide reasonably habitable temporary 
structures, or said units could be used to install 
temporary bunks in public halls, clubs, ete. 


Protective Units. 
That pillaging, ransacking and vandalism might be 
reduced, and possibly avoided, it would be necessary 
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to have available work units and materials to close up 
hastily all windows and door openings which would be 
blown out by explosions. 


Rigging Units. 

Special units composed of experienced riggers really 
form an indispensable unit whose services could be 
employed very effectively in rescue work in preparing 
slings, slip ropes and other emergency apparatus for 
lowering injured people to the street from elevated 
portions of a building, as well as performing the work 
of erecting temporary lifting apparatus to permit 
rescue work and enable other units herein classified to 
perform their work without delay. 


Roof Sign Units. 

As the erection and dismantling of all exterior signs 
is separate and apart from building construction and 
requires employment of licensed sign hangers, it is 
feasible to organize special units of men to perform 
the work of securing, dismantling or removing signs 
or parts thereof destroyed by enemy action, and such 
units would be despatched to the scene of an incident 
when it is presumed that their services would be re- 
quired, they to work independently of the other units 
herein classified. 


Plumbing Units. 

It is quite conceivable that sanitary systems incor- 
porated in buildings may be partially destroyed, requir- 
ing emergency work of plumbers to be performed to 
permit continued occupancy of the buildings. There- 
fore these special units would perform emergency work 
only of such character as to temporarily permit of the 
functioning of a system. 


Gas Fitting Units. 

It is believed that by explosion or otherwise many 
buildings, into which illuminating gas piping systems 
have been incorporated, might be so wrecked as to 
break joints in the piping system, or if hit by bomb 
might have pipes punctured or perforated, resulting in 
leaks, which would necessitate repair or correction as 
an emergency measure before the re-entrance of 
illuminating gas into the system. 
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As illuminating gas is one of the most dangerous 
commodities in daily use we must assure ourselves of 
the competency of persons permitted to work on the 
systems, so for this reason we have accepted the applica- 
tions of licensed gas fitters only in our civilian defense 
units. } 


Steam Fitting Units. 

Boilers and their appurtenances supplying heat or 
energy are very susceptible to damage by bombing, 
wrecking of structure through concussion, and other 
causes, and for this reason live steam would form a 
very dangerous element to contend with and would 
require immediate action on the part of members com- 
prising special steam fitting units. ‘Therefore the 
members of the units would respond to the scenes of 
incidents to do emergency work in shutting off steam 
and oil, and in effecting other corrective measures in 
the heating systems. 


Elevator Construction Units. 

Elevator construction in all its phases is highly 
technical and requires the services of trained licensed 
craftsmen, and therefore it is logical to assume that 
other tradesmen would not be permitted in any way 
to attempt to move elevator cars or equipment damaged 
by enemy action. These special units would respond 
to the scene of an incident to perform any emergency 
work necessary in connection with elevator installations 
and construction. 


Electrical Units. 

Light and power wiring providing conveyance of the 
absolutely essential and necessary commodity — elec- 
tricity —_may be so affected by enemy action as to 
cause interruption of service. Immediate emergency 
repairs for restoring service, the killing of wires, etc., 
would have to be made and the members of units would 
respond to the scenes of incidents to effect war emergency 
repairs. 


I am reasonably certain there are some persons in 
this audience who have no realization at all that such 
organizations as I have described exist within the 
Civilian Defense Corps; however, I can readily see 
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how they would be of assistance to you in an emergency 
and therefore I believe it to be your obligation to call 
for their assistance if necessary. 


Puspuic UTILITIES. 


Cooperating and closely allied with the state and city 
Civilian Defense Public Safety Committee, and repre- 
sented in practically each phase of the Civilian Defense 
program, are such public utilities and communication 
companies as those previously named — telephone, tele-. 
graph, railroad, illuminating gas, electric light and 
power, etc. 

Let us think how dependent we are on these com- 
panies and their service for the progress and efficiency 
of our business. 

Perhaps I can best demonstrate the manner in which 
an electric utility is cooperating, both in civilian defense 
and in war production, by examining the Boston Edison 
Company, which is the largest electric utility in New 
England, serving practically all of Metropolitan Boston. 

Months and even years before Pearl Harbor the 
responsible officials of Boston Edison Company had - 
anticipated some of the demands of war conditions. As 
long ago as 1938 the company began to enlarge its ca- 
pacity, anticipating that the troubled conditions around 
the world would stimulate the armament industry in this: 
country. When the second World War actually began 
in 1939, this plant expansion was accelerated and a new 
power station is now rapidly nearing completion on the 
Mystic river. Also in the days before Pearl Harbor the 
engineers and sales forces of Boston Edison Company 
were busy almost every day supplying additional elec-. 
tricity to the many defense plants which were springing 
up in the territory. The company even organized a 
group which advised many small manufacturing plants 
in changing from civilian to war production. 

But the story becomes really dramatic when the bombs 
actually dropped on Pearl Harbor on that fateful Sunday 
afternoon. Within an hour after the first radio bulletin, 
every key point in this big public utility system was: 
under heavy guard and this has continued night and day 
ever since. 

Most public utility systems maintain at all times 
emergency organizations. They must anticipate inter- 
ruptions of service due to cable failures, wind storms, 
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sleet storms, and things of that nature. But it was 
apparent to the management of Boston Edison Com- 
pany that the emergency organization of peacetime 
might not be adequate for the many problems of actual 
wartime. Early on the morning of December 8, the 
president of Edison created a wartime emergency or- 
ganization. He named one vice president as Emergency 
Administrator and another as Chief Coordinator of all 
war time activities. Within a day or two a new organ- — 
ization had been superimposed on the company’s regular 
operating organization. Eight of the company’s prin- 
cipal executives were named Coordinators of such func- 
tions as Air Raid Protection, Communications, Finance 
and Records, Personnel, Public Relations, Reports and 
Regulations, Restoration and Planning, Supplies and 
Transportation. 

A director was appointed to take care of each of the 
following special wartime functions. 

Blackout Procedure, Distribution Restoration, Edu- 
cation, First Aid and Medical, Gas Protection, General 
Property Protection, Generating Restoration, Line and 
Manhole Protection, Mobile Squads, Operations Train- 
ing, Radio Communications, Repairs and Demolition, 
Salvage of Materials, Station Protection, Telephone 
Communications, Transportation. 

Liaison officers were appointed, in addition, to keep in 
touch with all public agencies having to do with the war, 
such as: Adjutant-General’s Office, Boston Com- 
mittee on Public Safety, Boston Police, F. B. I., Press 
and Radio, Massachusetts Committee on Public Safety, 
Red Cross and Social Agencies, State Police, U. S. Army 
and U. 8. Navy. 

The net result of this organization was that the 30 or 
35 leading executives in the Edison system each had an 
individual responsibility for one or more functions, and 
to avoid duplication and confusion all reports cleared 
through the Chief Coordinator and the Emergency 
Administrator. Schools were set up within the com- 
pany and have continued ever since, until today prac- 
tically all of the 3,000 employees have been instructed 
in special functions which would be of tremendous value 
in the event of such an emergency as an actual air bom- 
bardment of Metropolitan Boston. 

The principal executives of the company hold regular 
meetings at which problems occasioned by the war are 
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thoroughly discussed and company policies are shaped 
to meet them. Normal business activities have been 
entirely subordinated to meet every request of military 
and other public authorities in assisting the war effort. 

In common with other industries, the electric utilities 
have had to change their methods of operation because 
of the shortages of vital materials. Ordinary extensions 
of service are out for the duration, and priorities are 
sought only where the proposed extension is vital to war 
activity. The company’s power sales force has been 
transformed into an advisory service for war production 
plants to keep abreast of growing needs for electricity 
in the production of armament, etc. 

I have gone into details on the methods employed by 
the Boston Edison Company, because it happens to be 
the electric utility with which I am most familiar, as it 
serves my own city. But I have also had in my official 
position a great many contacts with other electric utili- 
ties, and I know that they are proceeding along similar 
lines. We are in an electric age, and without the great 
quantities of electricity which are being turned out every 
day at steam plants and at water power plants industry 
could not continue. From my personal observation, I 
am confident that if we should have a major calamity in 
this region, which God forbid, the electric companies are 
prepared to meet it in a highly efficient manner. 

Again I speak of the hurricane of 1938, which was 
perhaps a more severe blow to electric service than 
anything which a single air raid could accomplish. 
And we recall the manner in which the electric utilities 
met that emergency. 

Likewise consider the telephone, an instrument ac- 
knowledged as being indispensable, which provides the 
basic medium of all communication for civilian and 
military. We accept its availability and use as common- 
place and seldom do we give thought to the fact that 
somewhere — all the time — some one is in constant 
attendance to keep the system in operation for our 
convenience. The telephone companies know of the 
importance of continuous and uninterrupted service 
and they are equipped and prepared to cope with any 
emergency that might arise. In the same way as 
electric, gas and power companies, their lessons have 
been learned the hard way by actual experience in 
floods, hurricanes, earthquakes, blizzards and _ sleet 
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storms, underground gas and sewer explosions, water 
breaks, etc. Little wonder is it that they have organized 
emergency crews and predetermined plans for alternate 
and secondary routes. 

Generally speaking, telephone service can be con- 
sidered to be in three categories: 


First, the outside toll plant handling long distance and 
out-of -town communications. 

Second, the central office housing equipment; and 

Third, the local outside plant. 


As stated before, those companies have perfected 
alternate plans for service, all of which are confidential, 
for the express purpose of coping with war emergencies 
such as disruption of service by bombing, sabotage, 
or other enemy action. What is meant by these 
confidential plans might be further explained by giving 
an example. For a moment let us consider the trunk 
line between Boston, Massachusetts, Portland, Maine, 
and beyond. This particular line, servicing many 
industrial plants and government organizations such 
as Portsmouth Navy Yard, various forts along the 
coast, shipyards in Portland, Bath Iron Works, and 
such, is located parallel with the main vehicle artery to 
Portland, namely, the Newburyport Turnpike. Its 
close proximity to the coast will probably make it more 
subject to danger than some of the other lines that 
could be used as an example. Having in mind the 
vulnerability of this particular line, the company is 
now installing an alternate cable further inland as a 
safety measure. However, at this moment the net- 
work of overhead and underground telephone com- 
munication service is so arranged that if the trunk 
line mentioned was damaged to such an extent as to 
preclude the possibility of correcting the breaks within 
a short period of time, messages could be rerouted 
through existing lines and offices so that without any 
noticeable delay a particular office such as Portland, 
Maine, could be reached from Boston by the secondary 
route or by the way of the back door, so to speak. 

As we all know, the central offices of any telephone 
company are the nerve centers of the system where 
most of the equipment is housed. The destruction 
of a central office by bombing would, no doubt, create 
a very serious problem for the company, but through 
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foresight such an occurrence has been visualized, and 
locations, which would serve as alternates for disrupted 
primary services, at least until temporary restoration 
of service by emergency repair crews, have been desig- 
nated. 

That the telephone company has considered the 
interruption of service by enemy action is well explained | 
by the fact that they are in agreement with the military 
and civilian defense authorities as to whom service, 
either permanent or temporary, will be restored if a 
break does come. As you undoubtedly presume, the 
armed forces would be the first to have their service 
restored and in connection with the armed service 
would be the private phones of high ranking army and 
navy officials; second would be the service to civilian 
defense organizations and offices and personnel in the 
importance of their duties; third, institutions, municipal, 
police and fire departments, hospitals, and likewise the 
persons connected with such organizations, as doctors 
and nurses, whose services would be in demand; fourth, 
war industries as it relates to their importance. 

Although the telephone companies will at all times 
make every effort to keep all services in operation, 
those just mentioned would be the first to have service 
restored, and while there are no alternate planned 
services for the individual subscriber for home use 
they can be assured that they would not be without 
telephonic communication for any considerable period 
of time, even if it were found necessary to string wires 
from tree to tree, as was done at the time of the hurri- 
cane. 

As you know, most of the personnel of the field and 
technical groups of a telephone company are specialists 
in their respective vocations, and they are privileged 
to use the finest of equipment and apparatus for their 
work. Their rolling stock, comprising four hundred 
and twelve motor vehicles in Metropolitan Boston, 
manned by eighteen hundred men in heavy construc- 
tion, cable, repair and line crews, commands attention. 
They are there to assist you, either as a subscriber or 
through the agency of your local civilian defense com- 
mittee if a war emergancy arises. 


ILLUMINATING GAS. 


Illuminating gas, now seldom used for the purpose of 
illumination, but used in huge quantities as fuel for 
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heat and power, is a commodity which cannot be 
dispensed in the same manner as electricity. Its. 
conveyance from source of manufacture to place of 
storage or consumer must be a pipe line, invariably 
installed below grade, and so arranged, assembled and 
protected as to preclude the possibility of leaks and 
common damage. 

Experts must be employed by gas companies to 
install its services, as the explosive qualities of gas 
are such that the average individual is not qualified 
to handle it, hence the necessity for the statute laws. 
governing its installation. As this fact is recognized 
by the gas companies they have encumbered them- 
selves with the necessary work of organizing their 
own employees into what appears to me to be the 
personification of efficiency in Civilian Defense Corps 
work. 

Officials of the Boston Consolidated Gas Company 
and its associated companies in Greater Boston know 
that an aerial bombardment attack on a city will 
damage the mains of their system and they know 
also that they, and they alone, can effect repairs. No 
other agency is equipped to perform their work and 
at best could only lend assistance. Hence the neces- 
sity for the splendid organization they have established 
in Metropolitan Boston. 

Their organization is very similar to that previously 
described as related to the Edison Company, particu- 
larly the administrative divisions. Most of the com- 
pany employees have attended A. R. P. schools, as well 
as the schools instituted within their own company. 
Their established emergency procedure for mobilization 
of men and equipment is so thoroughly worked out, 
understandable and practical, that only slight delay 
in action, in an emergency, is contemplated. 

Predicated on the use of a two-way radio system, 
energized by Edison Electric Company power, or in 
the event of break-down in the public utility company’s 
service by auxiliary portable generators, a series of 
stations, stationary and mobile, have been established, 
providing not only continuous and uninterrupted inter- 
departmental communication service but complete 
coverage throughout the entire metropolitan area, by. 
the agency of radio equipped passenger automobiles 
and special service trucks. 
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Movement of rolling stock composed of such vehicles 
as drip, governor, hoist and panel trucks, vans, 
trailers, and compressors carrying leak kits, miscel- 
laneous, large, heavy and extra heavy gate keys and 
other emergency field tools and equipment, is con- 
trolled from a centrally located, radio equipped service 
station headquarters. Said headquarters is, in turn, 
connected with twenty-three outlying sub-stations hous- 
ing some of the two hundred and fifteen or more vehicles 
of the type mentioned above, making, in effect, a mesh 
system of area coverage which can be alerted almost 
instantly. The equipment described, the headquarters, 
outlying offices and sub-stations, are manned by approxi- 
mately eight hundred persons, each and every one of 
whom has a definite prearranged assignment location 
and duty to perform, regardless of the time of day or 
night they might be called upon. They know where 
and when to go into action, are properly identified, 
trained and equipped, and they await only the occasion 
of an actual emergency to demonstrate their efficiency. 


Gentlemen, I have described for you the organiza- 
tions and functions of important municipal public works 
and building department divisions, and also public 
utilities, as they are related to the Civilian Defense 
Corps. Each division and company is represented in 
the report centres and the coordination of activities or 
liaison is such that they will be available at all times. 
Please call upon them as necessary.

DeaR Sir,— The City Planning Board submits 
herewith, in accordance with the provisions of section 24, 
chapter 5, Revised Ordinances of 1925, its Twenty- 
Ninth Annual Report, containing a statement of its 
acts and doings and receipts and expenditures for the 
year ending December 31, 1942. 

The Board at its meeting on May 12, acting under 
the provisions of section 9, chapter 3, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1925, re-elected William Stanley Parker 
chairman for the ensuing year. Ernest A. Johnson 
was re-elected vice-chairman, Frederic H. Fay was 
reappointed Honorary Consultant, Frank H. Malley 
was reappointed Executive Director and Miss Mary 
T. Downey was reappointed Secretary. 

No change has taken place in the membership of the 
Board during the past year. Joseph A. Mitchell having 
been appointed for the term ending April 30, 1947, 
appeared before the City Clerk on November 25, 1942, 
and was duly sworn as a member of the Board. 

The Chairman has served as a member of the Board 
for over sixteen years. The total service of the present 
members of the Board amounts to a total of 72 years. 
The Executive Director and the Secretary have served 
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as staff members for thirteen and nineteen years re- 
spectively. This continuity of service is advantageous 
in that it makes possible the development of a permanent 
program of activity, while the continued cooperation 
of organized local groups in each section of the city has 
served to bring about a better understanding of com- 
munity problems and of the opportunities for their 
solution in relation to the city as a whole. 

During the year twenty formal meetings of the 
Board were held, together with numerous informal 
meetings and conferences. In these latter the Board 
was frequently assisted in its deliberations by repre- 
sentative individuals who gave generously of their 
time to aid in the development of a program of improve- 
ments for the city.

gave a very large amount of time to the development 
of a Redevelopment Corporation Bill which was ap- 
proved by the Board. This Bill was also adopted by 
the State Board of Housing and filed by that Board 
with the Legislature as H 56 of 1948. The Bill in full 
will be published early in the coming year as an ap- 
pendix in a Special Report, Rehabilitation in Boston 
— Vol. II, now in process. 


REHABILITATION STUDY. 


The Rehabilitation Study started in October, 1940, 
has continued as a major activity of the Board. The 
Advisory Committee on Community Rehabilitation 
has cooperated in rendering assistance and advice in 
connection with this development. The staff, with the 
assistance of Charles G. Loring as architectural con- 
sultant, analyzed statistical material and prepared 
procedures for the redevelopment of an area in the 
South End. At the end of 1941 the Board published 
a progress report — Building a Better Boston — in- 
cluding a general statement on rehabilitation and an 
analysis of conditions in the South End. 
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As a result of several proposals coming before the 
Legislature, the Governor approved, on August 4, 1941, 
a Resolve (chapter 71) providing for a Recess Com- 
mission to study and investigate necessary legislation 
to further the rehabilitation program. 

On January 22 the members of the Recess Commis- 
sion attended a meeting of the Board and the Advisory 
Committee held at the Boston Architectural Club 
at which Edward Weinfeldt, New York State Com- 
missioner on Housing, discussed in general and specific 
terms the problems of housing. Throughout the year 
the Board made every effort to cooperate with the 
Recess Commission. 

Following the development ie the first progress 
report — Building a Better Boston — the staff, operat- 
ing with Henry V. Hubbard as consultant, commenced 
work on a second report on a sample area in the South 
End. This ‘‘New York Streets’’ study involves the 
cost of acquiring and redeveloping an area so badly 
blighted that only complete redevelopment will offer 
a cure; the cost of operation and annual income to the 
redeveloping agency; and the impact of such a project 
on the fiscal structure of the city. At the end of the 
year this study was approaching completion and its 
publication is expected early in the coming year. 


CAPITAL BUDGET. 


During the year the background information in 
support of a Capital Budget was again brought up to 
date. This material includes a tabulation of City 
Income, Debt Service, Operating Expenses and Capital 
Expenditures, as affecting the tax levy for the period 
since 1919. It was found impossible to complete the 
long range program under the present condition of 
welfare borrowing. This borrowing has been estab- 
lished for nearly ten years under special acts of the 
Legislature and was for the purpose of spreading some 
abnormal current welfare expenditures over a period 
of future years by bond issues. It now appears that 
welfare expenditures are at or near a minimum. The ~ 
debt service for interest and retirement of recent welfare 
borrowings now amounts to substantially the full 
amount of the new borrowings permitted by the Legisla- 
ture, there being nothing left over to carry current 
welfare expenses. For these reasons welfare borrowing 
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as heretofore understood seems unreasonable and as 
such should be stopped. An immediate stoppage of 
such borrowing, however, would cause a serious impact 
on the tax levy. Without some long term policy re- 
garding this feature of the debt, it was impossible to 
forecast a long term estimate of funds available for 
capital outlay. It seemed undesirable, therefore, to 
attempt to lay out some program for the gradual re- 
duction and extinction of the tax supported elements 
of city debt. Such a program was tentatively developed 
by the Board and is now being considered jointly with 
the Auditor and Corporation Counsel with a view to 
determining a basis for a long term Capital Budget for 
submission to your Honor. 

Meanwhile the President, in an executive letter re- 
garding the present emergency, set up through the 
Public Works Agency and the National Resources Plan- 
ning Board the Public Work Reserve to create a reservoir 
of working drawings and specifications for as many 
projects as possible for construction during the post-war 
period. 

This program was called to your Honor’s attention, 
and a committee to prepare a public works program was 
established by your directive of February 24, 1942. 
This committee (Public Works Programing Committee) 
consists of:

During this year the committee endeavored to de- 
velop a public works program which should go far toward 
establishing an orderly procedure for creating post-war 
employment and for a rational development of capital 
improvements. 
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COMPREHENSIVE SURVEYS. 


GEODETIC SURVEY. 
Formerly Oficial Map Survey. 


In October of this year the Board published a ‘‘ Report 
on a Geodetic Survey for Boston,’’ which was the seventh 
and last report published as the result of activities made 
possible through the allocation of Federal relief funds. 
The report is actually a complete report on the results 
of the triangulation phase of the survey, which was the 
only completed phase of the work. It was, however, 
submitted as a final report on the closing of the work as 
a W. P. A. project on June 30, 1941, and contained a 
short historical sketch of the entire project, describing 
the status of the unfinished material. 


The report contained detailed descriptions and 
sketches of all the main and auxiliary stations and the 
five first-order base lines in the sixty-five station net- 
work. ‘Tables were set up listing final geographic posi- 
tions and the Massachusetts Lambert coordinates. The 
work was coordinated with the Federal control net and 
the geographic positions have been listed and issued on 
the data sheets of the United States Coast and Geodetic 
Survey. 


It is hoped that as conditions permit, some of the 
nearly complete work on the control traverse network 
can be completed and that the State Lambert coor- 
dinates of some sections of the city can be published 
from time to time in the Annual Reports. It is recog- 
nized also that because there is very definite need of a 
comprehensive mapping survey for Boston, conforming 
with the latest accepted technical methods, the work 
of the Geodetic Survey should be resumed as soon as 
conditions allow. 


ZONING PROJECT. 


As a result of joint consideration of the City Planning 
Board and the Board of Zoning Adjustment a tabulation 
of land use and zoning was made through a W. P. A. 
project in 1940 and 1941. ~ 

The material at hand lists the area, use, and zone for 
about 200,000 lots for the years 1924 and 1935; a re-

capitulation of use by tracts and districts for the two 
years showing areas of conforming and non-conforming 
uses in zones; front feet used, not used, and zoned for 
business areas; vacant areas, areas used for parking, 
recreation, water, and streets. 

The material assembled by this project will be essen- 
tial in the rezoning study contemplated by the Board 
and the Board of Zoning Adjustment, and for the 
development of a Master Plan for Land Use listed on 
the work program of the Board. 


WAR ACTIVITIES. 


COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC SAFETY. 


Following certain preliminary studies, in July, 1941, 
when the Committee on Public Safety was formally 
organized, the Chairman of the Board was appointed 
Chairman of the Planning Division of the Committee. 
The Chairman appointed the Executive Director of the 
Board as Director of the Planning Division to assist 
him in the duties devolving upon the Planning Division. 

Following the attack on Pearl Harbor the establish- 
ment of the remaining eleven Report Centers was con- 
sidered immediately imperative. Locations in the safest 
possible schools were therefore chosen and the several 
Report Centers were established by the Planning Divi- 
sion with the cooperation of the School Buildings De- 
partment. 

The staff of the department prepared operational 
maps for each of the Report Centers, and cooperated in 
preparing the Civilian Defense exhibit, that attracted 
thousands of people and served as an effective vehicle 
for public education. 

The Executive Director, serving as a member of the 
Evacuation Division, gave considerable assistance in 
the preparation of a manual for evacuation. 

Throughout the year the Board kept the department 
at the disposal of the Committee on Public Safety and 
has given first priority to Public Safety matters, putting 
to one side, when necessary, all other activities of the 
department. This the Board considered imperative in 
order to further the war effort to the greatest degree. 
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Wark HOvsING. 


Since the Executive Director of the Housing Authority 
is a member of this Board, the matter of defense housing 
has been left largely in the hands of the Authority. 

The Board did, however, file with the Federal Housing 
Authority objections to certain accomplished and pro- 
posed developments of cheaply built housing particularly 
in Hyde Park and West Roxbury. A development in 
the latter district was prevented partly, at least, because 
of the objections raised by the Board to the proposed 
infiltration of cheap housing into a well-established 
neighborhood of very good character. 


LOCAL JOINT PLANNING COMMITTEES. 


The Joint Planning Committees, of which there are 
seventeen, have been active in Public Safety matters, 
serving as air raid wardens and manning Report Centers. 
The Committees also cooperated with the Technical 
Services Committee of the Committee on Public 
Safety in assisting in compiling a list of local engineers 
and architects to help in the mapping program of the 
Planning Division. 


MASTER PLAN. 


Every effort is being made by the department to 
prosecute a comprehensive program toward completion 
of a Master Plan for the city. Routine work of the 
office in handling day to day problems makes large 
demands on staff time. 

However, during the year the staff developed an 
‘Outline of a Master Plan for Boston’? which is a 
typical agenda for the development of a comprehensive 
program of public improvements. The Outline consists 
of four parts: I, Existing conditions; II, Analysis; 
III, Metropolitan Factors; and IV, Proposals. After 
discussion by the Board which resulted in some desirable 
amendments of a minor nature the Board at a meeting 
on December 4 voted to approve the Outline of the 
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Program. ‘This Outline is included herein as Appendix 
I, page 18. The Board strongly believes that a 
practical and tangible advantage derives from having 
such a program officially adopted so that it may be used 
as a guide to present and future activities by both the 
Board and the Staff. | 


RECREATION. 


During the year the studies for a Master Plan for 
Recreation were advanced as rapidly as time would 
permit. These studies concern themselves principally 
with a survey of existing outdoor active play spaces, 
their analysis as to adequacy in relation to existing 
population and to the probable population pattern of 
the future. A large amount of statistical work is 
involved in this procedure, and, consequently, a sub- 
stantial volume of work remained to be done at the 
end of the year. In the interest of the health and 
welfare of the people of Boston the Board believes that 
the development of a sound program for the develop- 
ment of recreational facilities for the entire city is of 
utmost necessity, and that the recreation studies should 
be carried forward as rapidly as possible. 


SoutH DORCHESTER PLAYGROUND. 


As a result of interest evidenced by a group of 
interested citizens in the South Dorchester area a study 
for a playground near the intersection of Dorchester 
avenue and Gallivan Boulevard was developed by the 
staff. An area of over five acres of tax-foreclosed 
property is available for this development. The Board 
approved the results of the study and directed that a 
report recommending the establishment of such a 
playground be submitted to your Honor. This report 
is contained in full in Appendix II, page 23. 


STREETS AND TRANSPORTATION. 


During the year the Board has cooperated with the 
Legislative Recess Commission on Highways established 
under Chapter 75 of the Resolves of 1941. Bills pre- 
pared by the Mayor’s Conference on Traffic and filed 
with the 1941 Legislature on the Central Traffic Artery 
(S-592) and on Off-Street Parking (H—1636) were at 
least in part responsible for the creation of the Recess 
Commission, which in turn took over the activities of 
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the Mayor’s Conference on Traffic, placing its studies 
and recommendations in the hands of an official Legis- 
lative agency. The Board was represented at all hear- 
ings held by the Commission and gave it every possible 
assistance. . 

At the end of the year the Commission’s work was 
not completed and it was hoped that the life of the 
Commission will be extended for at least two more 
years. . 


Tax—FORECLOSED PROPERTIES. 


The Board has maintained a close liaison with the 
office of the Board of Real Estate Commissioners 
handling tax-forcelosed properties, in an effort to ad- 
vise the Board relative to holding properties that will 
be needed for street widenings, recreation or other 
public uses.

This makes available a most 
valuable map which had not been printed since 1926.

ANALYSIS OF PROPOSED PLAYGROUND. 


DORCHESTER — SOUTHWEST CORNER. OF INTERSECTION OF 
GALLIVAN BOULEVARD AND WASHINGTON STREET. 


Summary 

The proposed development of a playground on tax foreclosed 
city property will satisfy the requirements of a neighborhood 
now inadequately served by existing recreation facilities. 
Consideration of child population, present recreation facilities 
and recent residential trends indicates an inadequacy of active 
recreation space in the neighborhood that would benefit from 
the playground. Because of existing topographical reasons, it 
is recommended that the property the city already owns at the 
proposed site, be enlarged by approximately 2.2 acres. This 
land-taking will supply the additional level area required for play 
purposes. It will also provide for a future street to encour- 
age residential development of the now vacant land between 
the proposed playground and Gallivan Boulevard. The 
topographical irregularities, in the form of a ledge and a wooded 
slope, which diminish the level area of present city property 
are actually an asset. These will lend themselves to attractive 
park treatment thus making possible a combined park and 
playground development. In addition it is recommended that 
land to the east, mostly unbuilt upon, be acquired for the 
purpose of providing a park strip connection with Dorchester 
Park, approximately one-half mile away. 


Adequacy of Area as a Whole 

The neighborhood that will benefit from the proposed 
playground lies within the Health and Welfare area known as 
Dorchester South. As a whole this Dorchester South is one 
of the better served sections of Boston in regard to active 
recreation facilities, 7. e., playgrounds and playfields. Using 
National Recreation Association Standards of age group 
requirements and ‘‘People of Boston” population statistics of 
1935, it has been determined that Dorchester South possesses 
approximately 76 per cent of the area that it should have for 
active recreation service, 143 acres existing as against 190 
required. Nevertheless, there is a recreation need even now 
in the neighborhood which surrounds the site of the proposed

playground, a need emphasized in that this neighborhood has 
experienced a surprising amount of recent residential construc- 
tion. The opportunity now exists for providing, at small 
expense, a well-located playground. ‘This opportunity will be 
lost and the need further increased if the area now available is 
developed for residential use. 


Neighborhood Characteristics 


From available statistics the following child populations have 
been determined for the neighborhood concerned: 


Age group. ; ; (1-7) (8-16) 
Within + mile travel distance . 225 300 
Within 4 mile travel distance . ’ 670 930 


These figures are necessarily approximate. They have been 
obtained from 1935 population statistics inasmuch as 1940 
figures by age groups are not yet available. However, they 
should be considered low since the census tracts which encom- 
pass the areas concerned have experienced an increase in total 
population, according to 1930 and 1940 Census figures. 


In the analysis of a play space such as that being considered - 
it is the 8-16 (school age) group that is more pertinent. On the 
basis of 250 square feet per child, this age group as of 1935 and 
living within one-quarter mile travel distance, requires about 
2 acres of active recreation space. The same age group within 
one-half mile requires over 5 acres. 


As can be seen from the accompanying photographs and Map 
No. 2, there has been considerable new residential construction 
on the land adjacent to and south of the proposed site. In 
addition, to the west, southwest and northeast, there has been 
residential construction of a recent nature. The neighborhood 
is a desirable place within which to live. Several major arteries 
pass nearby, Gallivan Boulevard, Washington street and 
Dorchester avenue. To the north, three-quarter to one mile 
away, is the Ashmont Terminal of the rapid transit system. A 
conveniently located park and playground will provide needed 
recreation service for the children and adults of the neighbor- 
hood, will furnish all the more incentive for the residential 
development of the remaining vacant land which lies to the 
north between the proposed site and Gallivan Boulevard; to 
the east, south of Valley road; and to the southwest, south of 
Morton street. 

About one-half mile to the east is Dorchester Park, 31.5 acres 
in size, 5.4 acres of this being in the form of a playground. This 
recreation area is the one most accessible to the children of the 
neighborhood being studied. However, most of the new resi- 
dential construction mentioned above has occurred at a dis- 
- tance of over one-half mile from the playground located in 
Dorchester Park. Likewise, most of the children of this

neighborhood are forced to cross both Washington street and 
Dorchester avenue to reach the above playground. The 
National Recreation Association recommends that, ‘“‘in densely 
built-up sections, no child should be obliged to walk more than 
a quarter mile to reach a playground, whereas under the most 
favorable neighborhood conditions there should be an adequate 
playground within a half-mile of every home.’’* 

To the north of the proposed site is the Roberts Playground, 
10.4 acres in extent but over three-quarter mile distant. To 
the west are the Walker and the Almont Street Playgrounds, 
6.2 and 17.8 acres, respectively. These playgrounds are 
approximately one and one-quarter and one and one-half 
miles away, and together with the Roberts Playground are 
thus too distant to be of use to the children of this particular 
neighborhood. 


Present City Property 


The proposed playground site lies at the foot of a fairly 
steep hill (average grade about 18 per cent) sloping south 
from Gallivan Boulevard. Although most of the land avail- 
able was originally below street level, it is gradually being 
filled and levelled as can be seen from the accompanying 
photographs. 

The city already possesses through tax foreclosure 4.9 
acres of vacant land at the site. This in itself would con- 
stitute a playground sufficiently large to meet the needs of 
present child population. However, an attractive ledge on the 
southeast section of the city property cuts down the level 
area needed for such games as baseball and football; the 
Washington street frontage of city property, minus that of 
the ledge, amounts to only about 150 feet. 

The present condition of the southwest portion of the city 
property is poor, the land being low-lying with a considerable 
out-cropping of rocks. These defects can easily be remedied 
by filling. Approximately one acre of city property forms 
part of the hill that slopes down from Gallivan Boulevard. 
This land is now covered with a growth of young birches and 
together with the ledge on the opposite corner of the property 
offers the possibility of attractive park treatment. 


Proposed Taking 


The area of present city property suitable for playground 
use amounts to only about three to three and one-half acres. In 
addition it can be seen from the accompanying photographs 
and Map No. 2 that the land the city now possesses does not 
include all the level area at the foot of the hill sloping down 
from Gallivan Boulevard. Consequently it is recommended 
that land be acquired as is shown on Map No. 2 to furnish

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additional level area for games such as baseball and football. 
This taking will provide for a future street running between 
Pleasant Hill avenue and Washington street, and so encourage 
the residential use of the now vacant land between the proposed 
playground and Gallivan Boulevard. 

The present assessed valuation of the suggested taking 
is 0.8 cents per foot. On this basis the 96,400 square feet 
will cost about $7,700. Allowing $7,500 per acre * for develop- 
ment costs, the completed project of 7.1 acres will cost the 
city approximately $62,000. 


Development of Proposed Site 


Of the total 7.1 acres about 2 acres is best suited for park 
use, the remaining 5 acres supplying sufficient area for a 
playground and a play lot for pre-school age children. On 
Map No. 4 is shown a feasible park and playground develop- 
ment of the whole 7.1 acres. The playground includes base- 
ball and softball diamonds, a football field and two tennis 
courts, with a flag pole mounted on the ledge overlooking 
the playground; the play lot will contain a wading pool, see- 
saws, sand-boxes, etc. This 5-acre playground will adequately 
serve the needs of children within one-quarter to one-half mile 
travel distance; will also provide for future increase in 
population. 


Proposed Park Strip 


The suggested park strip connection with Dorchester 
Park, varying from 40 to 100 feet in width, will lie on land 
which is mainly unbuilt upon. The easterly end will run 
along the edge of the old Churchill estate which is now city 
property, although there is a possibility of its development 
as a residential sub-division. 

The assessed valuation of the privately owned property 
included in the proposal amounts to $39,000. Of this, the 
vacant land which forms about 75 per cent of the privately 
owned area is assessed at $7,200; the existing dwellings at 
$28,000; and the land on which they are built at $3,900. While 
it may be undesirable to remove the existing dwellings at 
this time, because of the demand for defense housing, at least 
the vacant property should be acquired. 

With the existence of this park strip it will be possible to 
the residents of the neighborhood, mothers and babies and 
others, to walk for over a mile through pleasant park sur- 
roundings, undisturbed by the noise and danger of vehicles. 

Decentralization is one of the problems that Boston is now 
facing. Along with other large cities, Boston offers to present 
and prospective residents the inducement of convenience, of 
easy access to sources of employment, to well-developed

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and extensive shopping areas, to many and varied cultural 
opportunities. However, something lacking in most of Bos- 
ton’s residential areas but which is the inducement of suburban 
cities and towns, is a natural attractiveness of environment. 
This implies a sufficiency of parks and playgrounds, of green 
grass and trees, a pleasing balance of built-up area and open 
space. With the complete residential development of what- 
ever open space now exists in the neighborhood of the pro- 
posed park and playground, there will be lost the opportunity 
to approach that inducement presented by out-lying cities 
and towns. In this neighborhood there already exists a 
proximity to Boston’s multiplicity of amenities. With the 
conversion of now vacant land to a park and playground of 
pleasant character there will be combined with the attractive- 
ness of a suburban community the unquestioned, inherent 
convenience of the large city.

Srr,— In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


Registration was held at the central office January 5, 
12, 19 and 26, and from May 18 to August 26, inclusive, 
and from September 16 to October 14, inclusive, and on 
December 7, 14, 21 and 28. Registration in wards 
was held on August 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 24, 25 and 26, 
from 6 p. m. to 10 p. m., for the state primary; and 
September 30, October 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9,10, 18 and 14, 
from 6 p. m. to 10 p. m., for the state election. This 
registration was held in two places in different sections 
of each ward, ten nights in each place. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election held November 5, 1941, the 
number of voters on the list was 370,777. The number 
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of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
August 13, 1942, was 330,750. From that time to the 
close of registration for the state election there were 
added the names of 33,440 voters. The number of 
voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day of 
the state election, held November 3, 1942, was 364,190, 
a decrease of 6,587 from the number on the list at the 
preceding city election. The number of voters on final 
list December 31, 1942, was 364,206. 


NomMINATION PAPERS AND REFERENDUM PETITIONS. 


The Board received 1,335 nomination papers for the 
state primary on which 20,649 names were certified ; 
69 independent nomination papers for the state election 
on which 2,378 names were certified; 370 initiative 
petitions on which 7,277 names were certified; and 63 
petitions for recount of ballots cast on which 3,242 
names were certified. This makes a total of 1,837 
papers on which the names of 33,546 voters were 
certified. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST. 


The names of 3,952 voters were stricken from the — 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. | 

JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1942 contained 
the names of 10,461 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report, 2,551 were drawn for jury 
service. 


ABSENT VOTING. 


The Board received 3,127 requests for applications 
for absent voters’ ballots. From this number 2,808 
applications were received. From the number of appli- 
cations properly filed, 2,355 were found to be voters 
qualified to receive a State ballot, and ballots were 
mailed to said applicants, and in addition 393 War 
ballots were sent to persons in the armed service, 
making a total of 2,748 ballots mailed (of which 2,030 
were mailed to persons in the armed service). One 
thousand five hundred and eighty-two (State, 1,413, 
war, 169) ballots were received in this office in time 
to be distributed to the various precincts before the 
close of the polls. One hundred and thirty-two ballots 
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were returned too late to cast and thirty-four were 
returned by the Post Office officials as unclaimed. 


VotTiInac MACHINES. 


On October 1, 1942, His Honor Mayor Tobin and the 
Board of Election Commissioners met as a commission 
to consider the use of voting machines. It was voted 
to lease eight machines and to order their use at the 
State Election, November 3, 1942, four machines to be 
used in Ward 3, Precinct 18, the Brandeis Vocational 
High School, Common and Warrenton streets, and four 
in Ward 5, Precinct 4, the B. U. School of Theology, 
29 Chestnut street. 3 

A representative of the manufacturer instructed the 
election officers of these precincts in the use of the 
machines. Two assistant registrars were also given 
instructions, and they were assigned to demonstrate 
the machines to the voters of the precincts affected. 
The voters were notified by postal of the opportunity 
to become familiar with the new procedure, and many of 
them attended the demonstrations held in the polling 
places from 12 noon until 8 p. m., on nine days of the 
two weeks preceding the election. 

The machines were used at the State Election with 
the result that the voters and election officers reported 
great satisfaction with the speed with which the ballot- 
ing proceeded. The time required to cast a ballot was 
noticeably reduced, and the actual count of the votes 
cast on the machines was completed in less than an hour. 
At a subsequent recount in the Tenth Congressional 
District, both candidates waived the recount of Ward 5, 
Precinct 4, where machines had been used. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


William A. Motley, Jr., was reappointed Election 
Commissioner for the term ending March 31, 1946. Mr. 
Motley was also designated by the Mayor to be Chair- 
man of the Board. 

Francis B. McKinney was reappointed Election 
Commissioner for the term ending March 31, 1944. 

Everett R. Prout was appointed Election Commis- 
sioner for the term ending March 31, 1945. He assumed 
the duties of his office on November 20, 1942. 
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Upon organization of the Board, Commissioner 
Frederic E. Dowling was elected Secretary. 


EXPENSES OF THE ELECTION DEPARTMENT. 


The expenses of the Election Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1942, amounted to $253,776.81.

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SECTION I.— SPECIAL COMMENTS. 


The various features of Fire Department activities are 
summarized on the following pages. A few “high lights” 
are here summarized. 


PERSONNEL AND APPARATUS. 


During the year an acute shortage of manpower 
appeared in the Fire Departments of all the large cities 
of the country. Boston was no exception to this ex- 
perience. Like New York, Chicago, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Philadelphia and other large cities, our companies were 
obliged to operate with one officer and four men at 
times, and one officer and five men at other times. 

During the depression years all the local civic agencies 
demanded that appropriations for apparatus and for 
expansion of personnel be postponed or eliminated and 
that strict retrenchment be enforced. The financial 
condition of the city apparently required this, with the 
result that when the war period commenced we found 
ourselves with old apparatus and reduced personnel. 
The draft of men into the military service further re- 
duced our personnel. It was found that men were not 
available for replacement of those who entered the 
military service. 

There were more promotions to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant, Captain and District Chief during the past two 
years than at any time in the history of the Fire De- 
partment. This, in turn, left additional vacancies in 
the rank of private. 

It is expected that in the latter part of 1943 this 
condition will be remedied through the appointment of 
provisional employees and it is likewise expected that 
the War Production Board will permit this department 
to purchase a certain quota of new apparatus each year 
from 1943 on. 

Meanwhile, our men have carried on in a manner 
which reflects great credit on their integrity, industry 
and devotion to their work. I am sure that there is no 
branch of the public service which has demonstrated 
more dramatically a superior ability to accomplish ob- 
jectives, in the face of discouraging obstacles, than has 
the Fire Department during the past year. 
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SALARY INCREASES. 


During the year the approval of the Mayor made 
possible a permanent increase in salary of $200 a year 
for each member of the fire-fighting force below the 
grade of District Chief, indicating the appreciation of 
the administration and that of the citizens of this com- 
munity for the work done by the men of our depart- 
ment who have remained at their posts of duty. 


ORGANIZATION OF UNION. 


During the past year there came into our department 
a new organization affiliated with the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. This organization was welcomed and 
in conjunction with other existing organizations and has 
been promised equitable and fair consideration by the 
Fire Commissioner. Frequent meetings of officers of 
the Union, the Russell Club, and other organizations 
within the department will do much to work out a 
practical solution to our wartime problems. 


APPOINTMENT OF CHAPLAIN. 


In the latter part of 1942 we had the benefit of a 
privilege extended to us by His Eminence William 
Cardinal O’Connell, through the appointment of a 
Catholic Chaplain for our department. The Reverend 
Henry O’Connell, well-known to firemen throughout the 
city and beloved by all because of his unselfish interest 
and constant concern for the welfare of our members, is 
now serving as our Chaplain, and we are all grateful for 
the spirit and enthusiasm with which he has assumed 
his work and for the value of his presence on many 
occasions when spiritual counsel was needed by mem- 
bers of our organization. 


SHORTER HOURS OF WORK. 


Approval by the Mayor of legislation permitting the 
installation of a seventy-hour week in Boston, made 
possible more desirable working conditions long sought 
by members of our department. Realizing that this 
shorter hour work week will take effect within six 
months after the completion of the Armistice, our men 
who are now in the armed forces will come back to their 
regular places in the department and those who have 
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substituted for them in their absence will remain with 
us, giving us a sufficient personnel to make easy a full 
conformity with this legislation. - 


OIL BURNERS. 


In cooperation with the desires of the Federal Goy- 
ernment during 1942, it was necessary to convert all oil 
burners in the department to coal burners. This work 
was accomplished. 


FIREBOAT PIERS. 


All of the fireboat piers were repaired at a cost of 
approximately $30,000. This work could not be ac- 
complished in the immediate future, so that we are for- 
tunate in having been able to do our part in bringing 
about an improvement in conditions of piers and 
wharves of our city as recommended by the Army, 
Navy and Coast Guard officials. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM. 


The Fire Alarm System has béen decentralized in 
various sections of the city so that in case of a break- 
down between the main Fire Alarm Headquarters and 
certain districts each of the sections affected will have a 
self-contained fire alarm system. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE EQUIPMENT. 


For the continuation of our civilian defense activi- 
ties acknowledgment is made of the receipt of more 
than 100 stationary auxiliary 500-gallon pumps and 
hose connections, ladders and other utensils necessary 
for their operation. This equipment is being placed 
in various parts of the city where it will be of most value 
in case of an emergency. Likewise, rubber coats and 
helmets have been distributed to members of the Auxili- 
ary Force and are available for new members of our 
Auxiliary Force. 


CIVILIAN AUXILIARY ORGANIZATION. 


Membership in our Auxiliary Fire Force has dropped 
considerably because of the enlistments of young men 
in the military service, appointment of many members 
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of the Auxiliary Department to permanent membership 
in the Fire Department, and the invitation to become 
members of organizations more active in actual work 
than is possible in the Fire Department Auxiliary. 

The Coast Guard has issued a call for auxiliaries, 
with the incentive that credit will be given for the 
military service involved in case men go into the regular 
service. Various other civilian defense activities func- 
tioning daily have proven to be more attractive to 
citizens than membership in the Civilian Auxiliary 
Fire Department, which obviously must remain inactive 
until an emergency arises. All the large cities of the 
country have had the same experience. Their one- 
time large civilian forces have dwindled so that now it is 
practically a necessity that each year a new auxiliary 
force be made up utilizing the services of citizens under 
eighteen years of age and over forty. 

A complete manual, listing members and rules, was 
printed for our Auxiliary organization. 


EAST BOSTON FIRE. 


The East Boston fire tragedy which occurred in 1942, 
in which six firemen of our department sacrificed their 
lives, was the first incident of its kind that had occurred 
during the administration of your Honor. Accidental 
circumstances of this kind heightened the realization 
that a fireman’s oceupation is a hazardous one. We 
had gone along for five years without any incidents 
of this kind (which are not uncommon in fire department 
service) and it took the East Boston incident to re- 
emphasize the danger of the activities of fire fighting 
in this city. Collapse of a roof of a building over 
100 years old which had become weakened apparently 
by being subjected to flame, occurred without warning 
and for a period of twenty-four hours thereafter mem- 
bers of our department worked without relief or time 
off, searching for and removing the bodies of their 
injured and dead fellow workers. 

The entire city was in mourning at the severity of 
this loss of men in the public service. Your Honor 
organized a committee to raise a fund for the assistance 
of those dependent upon those who were killed or in- 
jured at this fire and a sum approximating $25,000 is in 
sight to be administered by a group of private citizens 
of unimpeachable integrity. 
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COCOANUT GROVE FIRE. 


It was not long after the East Boston fire incident 
when another even more spectacular fire tragedy took 
place in our city. It occurred on November 28, at the 
Cocoanut Grove, 17 Piedmont street. In this instance 
the Fire Department was on the scene at the time the 
fire broke out and the fire itself was quickly extinguished. 
However, through a combination of circumstances 
which would probably not occur once in a lifetime, and 
would not naturally be expected to occur at all, it was 
found that in a first-class, one story structure, occupied 
and operated under a restaurant license, 500 persons 
lost their lives almost instantaneously and another 
500 received burns of varying extent. Similar occu- 
pancies through the country for a period of years, 
had been in existence for years without the occurrence 
of any serious outbreak of fire. Immediately follow- 
ing this incident public indignation rose to a high 
point and criticism was leveled at practically all public 
officials; first one, then the other, in an effort to place 
the responsibility for the disaster where it belonged. 
Witnesses gave conflicting testimony concerning the 
circumstances of the outbreak. ; 

The immediate reaction to the fire was one of horror. 
Newspapers and the public alike overlooked the fact 
that panic created by the fire must have been largely 
responsible for the great loss of life. The blame that 
the newspapers and the public placed on various per- 
sons involved in the fire was disproportionate to their 
responsibility. One ordinarily conservative newspaper 
declared in two and one-half inch headlines, ‘‘Bus Boy 
Blamed.’ Later, sharing the spotlight of press blame, 
though to a lesser degree, was a prankster who had 
removed a light bulb which the bus boy had sought to 
replace. Soon afterwards the Fire Department bore the 
brunt of the blame, followed later by blame placed on 
others, department by department, and official by offi- 
cial. Press indictments were strongly phrased and in 
some instances inflammatory. Subsequently the press 
and public shifted the blame to the Police Department | 
and surging onward and upward the wave of censure 
inundated even the ultimate governing agencies of the 
city; namely, the City Council and the Mayor. Then 
appeared a wholesale denunciation of the owners of the 
premises as well as the city officials, with the seemingly 
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disproportionate amount of space alloted to the revela- 
tion that the reserve supply of liquor stored in the fire- 
proof vault remained intact, giving the implication 
that the owners of the Grove had protected its liquor 
but not its patrons. One paper conducted a serial 
feature in which the Club was described as having been 
historically a base for racketeers and bootleggers. The 
total effect of this development was to result in a general 
feeling that the owners were a class of profiteers with 
their hands in the pockets of the poor and that there 
was a definite tie-up between public officials and the 
owners. 

These incidents are understandable as the result of the 
frustrations and fears aroused by the tragedy. During 
the initial period of shock and confusion there was a 
need for the relief of emotional tension created by the 
fluctuating situation. Some of the letters printed in 
the newspapers from various citizens pointed out that 
‘The public was responsible,’’ indicating that over- 
crowding of the premises resulted from the insistence 
of patrons in gaining admittance in spite of the crowded 
cond.tions. 

Ten indictments were returned on December 31 and 
according to Attorney-General Bushnell more were to 
come. 

During the coming year no doubt the courts will pass 
upon the various phases of these accusations. 

Meanwhile, the Fire Commissioner in accordance 
with the requirements of law conducted an investiga- 
tion as to the cause and the circumstances of this fire. 

Charges were made at once that the Fire Commis- 
sioner was trying to whitewash the incident, although 
it should have been apparent immediately to the press 
and the public that all possible witnesses were sum- 
monsed to give testimony and everyone who volunteered 
testimony was heard in public without any prehearings 
or confidential conferences. 

Throughout the entire period of agitation immediately 
following the Cocoanut Grove fire, the Fire Commis- 
sioner fulfilled all of his obligations required by law 
and, without regard for the effect on persons or groups 
favorably or unfavorably disposed towards the inves- 
tigation, continued his activity and he served to 
provide the only avenue of public information that 
was available at any time for the public to obtain all 
of the facts that could be discovered about the cause 
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and circumstances of the Cocoanut Grove. The State 
Fire Marshal’s investigation was conducted in private. 
The Grand Jury investigation was necessarily in private. 
The public had no means of obtaining any information 
regarding the Cocoanut Grove fire except from the 
proceedings inaugurated and conducted by the Fire 
Commissioner. As far as could be seen there appeared 
to be no appreciation of this fact or recognition of the 
open-minded and above-board attitude of the depart- 
ment in conducting its investigation in public even 
though it was conceivable that the results of the pro- 
ceedings might affect members of the department. 

As time goes on, when calmer judgments are possible, 
there will be improved legislation and procedures as a 
result of the Cocoanut Grove fire disaster. The fact 
that the Licensing Board called for no inspection by 
city officials before the license was granted already 
has brought forth the general opinion that this policy 
should be discontinued and that the city departments 
charged with public safety responsibility should be 
consulted before licenses are granted to buildings in 
the city which are to be occupied by large numbers of 
people. 

A clearer definition of ‘‘a place of public assembly” 
is necessary. A definition as to what constitutes a 
decoration and what is a part of the building structure 
ornamentation itself is desirable. Whether curtains 
and drapes are ornamental or utilitarian, whether ceil- 
ings and walls are decorations or part of the structure, 
are but a few of the technicalities that must be assigned 
to one inspecting authority. 

The indictments issued by the Grand Jury indicated 
that the Fire Department responsibility was restricted 
to that of one inspector who had last visited the 
premises. All other indictments involved either the 
Building Department, the Police Department, the 
contractors and the owners. 

Our objective and that of every other public servant 
is to strive to prevent the possibility of a recurrence 
of such a tragedy at any time at any place. History 
reveals that it is always a great tragedy like this which 
brings about improved legislation. It took the Iroquois 
Theatre fire in Chicago to bring about the existing 
safety regulations applicable to theatres at the present 
time. The Pickwick Club disaster in Boston in 1925 
likewise brought improvements in building codes 
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throughout the nation. It took the Great Boston 
Fire to bring about the organization of a permanent 
fire department in the City of Boston. 

Apart from the legislative benefits which may result 
from this fire the memory of the horrifying experience 
of Saturday night, November 28, 1942, at the Cocoanut 
Grove fire in Boston, will last throughout our genera- 
tion. The terrible consequences in suffering and sad- 
ness in the homes and families affected will ever merit 
the sympathy of all people everywhere whenever this 
unfortunate incident is recalled. 

Whatever may be the outcome of pending court 
proceedings it appears now that the Fire Department 
at least was not to blame for the elements which con- 
tributed to the cause and circumstances of this tragedy, 
but merited credit for the rescue work performed 
promptly at the scene. 
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SECTION II.— NORMAL DEPARTMENTAL 
ACTIVITIES. 


A. FIRE LOSS. 


The fire loss during 1942 totalled $3,433,694.92, a 
reduction of $1,061,012.60 from the loss in 1941. It is 
worthy of note that over one-third of the entire loss 
for the year, 7. e., $1,201,255.67, was confined to six 
fires. 

B. FINANCES. 


Expenditures during 1942 totalled $4,066,291.98, a 
decrease of $3,089.13 from the year 1941. 

Revenues for 1942 in the Fire Department, exclusive 
of the Wire Division, totalled $60,845.80, a decrease of 
$1,559.56 from the year 1941. This decrease is due to 
the fact that no permits were issued for the sale of 
fireworks during the year; less old condemned material 
was sold and there was less revenue collected for damage 
to apparatus and motor vehicles, this latter item, of 
course, being dependent upon the number of accidents 
occurring to such vehicles during the year. 


C. ALARMS. 


The total number of fire alarms this year was 10,627, 
which includes approximately 140 alarms for “‘air raid” 
incidents in connection with the Civilian Defense 
Program. This figure shows a decrease of 1,811 alarms 
from the previous year. 


D. STORAGE OF INFLAMMABLE FLUIDS. 


While there were 2,460 more new permits for storage 
of inflammable fluids in the city issued than in 1941, 
there was an increase of 37,625 gallons in storage. 
Revenues from permit renewals, certificates of registra- 
tion, etc., amounted to $58,368.50 in 1942, as compared 
to $58,703.50 in 1941 — a net loss of $335. A campaign 
to collect delinquencies in payment of fees, will be 
reflected in next year’s income figures. 


E. ARSON CASES. 


_ The Arson Squad investigated 879 fires during 1942, 
interviewing 160 people. As the result of hearings 
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held, ten cases were presented to the District Attorney 
for prosecution. Fifteen cases were arraigned in the 
Municipal Court, one case held for the Grand Jury and 
two cases dismissed. No indictments were returned by 
the Grand Jury. One trial was held and no persons 
were convicted and two persons are still under indict- 
ment awaiting trial.

G. FEDERAL PROJECTS. 


In the Fire Alarm Division, the W. P. A. defense 
project, detailing locations of emergency water supplies, 
such as artesian wells, ponds, etc., was continued. 

Work was continued during 1942 on the W. P. A. 
project for replacing overhead fire alarm circuits by 
installing circuits underground throughout the city. 
The project started September 22, 1939, and the work 
accomplished to December 31, 1942, is given in the 
table below.

H. NEW EQUIPMENT. 


17,066 feet of hose, two trucks for the Fire Alarm 
Division and four service cars, one for Fire Alarm 
Division, two for Headquarters and one for Superin- 
tendent of Maintenance, were procured during the 
year. 
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The work of equipping the Fire Department with a | 
two-way radio communication system was continued 
during the year. Fourteen additional portable-mobile 
transmitters were licensed to the department by the 
Federal Communications Commission. The cars used 
by the Commissioner, Chief of Department, Superin- 
tendent of Fire Alarm Division and all Deputy and 
District Chiefs are now equipped with two-way radio. 


I. PERSONNEL. 


During 1942 war conditions required special atten- 
tion to the problem of maintaining adequate strength 
in the various divisions of this department, particularly 
as affecting the fire-fighting force, approximately 158 of 
whom had entered the armed forces of the United 
States as of December 31, 1942. Also, in addition, there 
were 14 deaths of active members, 33 resignations and 
45 retirements.

The work of installing fire alarm system underground 
will remove the hazard of open circuits caused by over- 
head wires in case of high winds or storms. Many of 
the streets listed as prescribed for removal of overhead 
wires have been included in the project which has saved 
the City the expense of hiring contractors for the work. 
Due to the war it has been impossible to purchase cable 
so that the work of installing the circuits underground 
must be postponed until after the war. Work on the 
project was stopped in December, 1942.

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WIRE DIVISION. 


The underground district for year 1942 was prescribed 
in accordance with chapter 110 of the Acts of 1941, 
and compliance with the law in removing poles and 
wires from overhead is being carried on by the various 
companies when and where conditions will permit. 

Legislative aid is being sought by this department 
toward the enactment of law which will exempt the 
prescription of the 1948 underground district and 
future underground districts for the duration of the 
war, owing to the shortage of materials and labor. 


REINSPECTION OF OLD INSTALLATIONS. 


One whole day each week throughout the year is 
devoted exclusively by the inspectors to reinspecting 
existing installations in every district of the city, and 
in cases where defective and dangerous conditions were 
found, owners and occupants were immediately notified 
to make corrections to bring installations up to a 
standard satisfactory to this department. 


THEATRE INSPECTIONS. 


In accordance with the law, regular inspections were 
made of electrical installations in theatres, places of 
amusement and public halls during the year, and reports 
of the same were submitted to the Mayor’s office, also 
recorded in the records of this department. 


FIRE AND ACCIDENT INSPECTIONS. 


Investigations of all fires and accidents attributed to 
electrical causes were made, and reports of the same are 
on file in the Wire Division.

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HEALTH PROGRESS 


Progress in public health is one of the outstanding 
characteristics of the 20th century. Pure water, safe 
milk, effective control of the more virulent communicable 
diseases, low infant mortality and adequate environ- 
mental sanitation are now expected by our citizens but 
these conditions are recent developments. 

Statistical records for Boston during earlier years 
paint a consistent picture of disastrous epidemics, soaring 
infant mortality, a constant threat of typhoid fever and a 
general helplessness in the correction of conditions. The 
annual report of the Boston Health Department for 1876 
says: ‘“‘Scrofula, Syphilis, and Tuberculosis — all of 
these causes (of death) are to a greater or less extent heredi- 
tary, and, therefore, but little can be done in the way of 
preventing their fatal influence over the lives of those 
whose parents have fallen victims to the same causes.” 
It is difficult and horrible to realize what such miscon- 
ceptions must have meant to the thousands of persons in 
our city who had contracted, or whose parents had con- 
tracted, these diseases. 

The advancement of public health science has removed 
much of man’s fear of the preventable diseases. No 
longer are graphs compiled with daily temperature and 
humidity readings plotted on them, as was done year 
after year in an attempt to find out why a certain 
disease was more prevalent in one season than in another. 
No person need fear tuberculosis or syphilis because his 
parents had it. If adequate treatment is secured, the 
victims of these diseases may be confident of recovery. 

Seventy years have elapsed since the first official annual 
report was published by the Boston Health Department. 
Some disease records in Boston go back over two hundred 
years. This report of public health activities, progress, 
and problems in 1942 includes brief views of the public 
health in Boston in other years, sometimes nostalgically 
and mistakenly referred to as ‘‘the good old days.” 
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In spite of overcrowding in industry and in living 
conditions, during the first full year of World War II 
the communicable disease rate of Boston remains 
reasonably low. Many of the preventable diseases 
continue to show decreased mortality. The morbidity 
from chickenpox and rubella increased but only two 
deaths occurred from chickenpox and none from rubella. 

In 1942, a new type of conjunctivitis, which first 
appeared in California, became prevalent on the Atlantic 
coast. This disease, which was epidemic in some 
industrial areas, caused loss of time and some permanent 
impairment of sight. Early symptoms of the disease 
are sensations like those resulting from foreign bodies 
in the eye. These are followed by inflammation and 
watering but with little pus formation. Small opacities 
may appear in the cornea in the later stages. A letter 
was sent to physicians, industries and other groups by 
the State Department of Health in January, 1942, 
describing the syndrome and asking for a report on any 
unusual prevalence which might indicate an epidemic 
so that control measures might be instituted. 


SMALLPOX ) 

No case of smallpox was reported in Boston or in 
Massachusetts in 1942, marking the tenth consecutive 
year that the state has been free from this disease. 
This is the result of a long program of compulsory 
vaccination begun in 1855. Bostonians of today do 
not realize what took place in earlier years. In 1752, 
half of the population of Boston contracted smallpox 
and 569 died. Epidemic followed epidemic, leaving 
death and disfigurement behind. 

Vaccination must not be relaxed. City after city 
has learned that, when a sizable proportion of its

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inhabitants are unprotected, the disease returns with 
devastating results. Smallpox occurs in every state 
where compulsory vaccination is not enforced. Even 
in our own State 223 cases occurred in one city in 1929 
and 60 cases occurred in 1932 in another Massachusetts 
community which had relaxed its enforcement. 


ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS 

Boston was relatively free from this disease with only 
four resident cases occurring. One of the resident cases 
was fatal, however, marking the first Boston resident 
to die from poliomyelitis in five years. 


Anterior poliomyelitis records are not of long duration. 
The most serious epidemics of recent years occurred in 
1916, 1920, 1927, 1931 and 1935. It is interesting to 
note that in 1916, 650 cases were reported with 168 
deaths, whereas in 1935, 712 cases occurred with only 
37 fatalities. 


DIPHTHERIA 

This disease has a long and terrible history. The 
term ‘‘diphtheria’”’ was first used in Boston in 1859. 
Each year that followed saw hundreds of deaths attrib- 
uted to this cause, most of them among children. 
Extraordinarily severe epidemics occurred in 1872 with 
738 deaths, 1876 with 720 deaths, 1883 with 608 deaths, 
1889 with 683 deaths and in 1894 with 878 deaths. 
Diphtheria continued this record, mitigated somewhat 
after 1900 by the therapeutic use of antitoxin, until 
recent years when immunization of children was intro- 
duced as a routine procedure. 


The continued presence of diphtheria is an indication 
that there must be no relaxation in immunization. 
Although there was but one resident death during the 
year there were 24 cases. During the ’90s Boston 
averaged 482 deaths a year from diphtheria. Today 
no city can be really satisfied with its record until it is 
free from both diphtheria deaths and diphtheria cases. 
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LOBAR PNEUMONIA 

In spite of a rise in morbidity to well above the five- 
year average, the fatality rate continues to decrease. 
Satisfactory control of this important cause of death 
seems to be at hand due to improved therapeutic 
methods. During 1942, a pneumonia termed “virus 
pneumonia” had high incidence. The sulfonamides 
had little or no effect on this disease. 


Pneumonia was not classed as an infectious disease 
until after 1915, but it has long been recognized as a 
leading cause of death. The most severe epidemic of 
recent years occurred in conjunction with the influenza 
pandemic of 1918. At that time, 2,268 cases were re- 
ported with 1,539 deaths. Although the death rate 
exhibited a sharp decline from this peak rate of 205.9, 
it was not until 1937 that the decline in the death rate 
eave promise that the mortality from this disease might 
be reduced appreciably. 
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MEASLES 

Although there was a considerable decrease in the 
number of cases of measles reported as compared with 
the epidemic year of 1941, the incidence was well above 
the five-year average. Two resident and five non-resi- 
dent deaths were recorded for this disease which is the 
highest fatality reported for five years. 

The average person regards measles as inevitable and 
only a little more serious than a cold. The history of 
the disease is far from bearing out this attitude. When 
introduced among groups never before exposed to it, 
measles has decimated whole populations. In earlier 
years, Boston had its share of deaths from this disease. 
The classic report of Lemuel Shattuck on vital statistics 
in Boston says, ‘‘Measles prevailed in 17138, 1729, 1759, 
and 1772 and was the cause of many deaths.’ In 1835 
188 deaths occurred, in 1846 150 deaths, in 1883 152 
deaths, and even as recently as 1925, measles was the 
cause of 113 deaths. 


MENINGITIS 

Reporting of this disease is now made as “‘Meningo- 
coccus meningitis” and ‘‘Meningitis-other forms.’ Of 
the 55 cases reported in 1942, 41 were of meningococcal 
origin. Cases and deaths from this disease show a 
decided increase over the five-year average. 


SCARLET FEVER 

This disease showed a 50 per cent rise in morbidity 
during 1942. Four resident deaths occurred. The 
disease seems to have been of a moderately mild type 
during the past years and the mortality has been satis- 
factorily low. 

Lemuel Shattuck’s early reports state, “The scarlet 
fever was first introduced into Boston in 1735, and 
during that and the next year was very prevalent. . 
About 4,000 persons were sick with it, of whom one in 
35 died. At this time it spread generally through the 
New England towns, carrying off in some instances 
whole families.” It then abated for almost a century, 
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and no epidemic of importance occurred until 1832 
when 200 deaths were recorded. From that time until 
recent years, scarlet fever has been one of the most fatal 
diseases causing hundreds of deaths and leaving many 
of its victims with crippling after-effects. The annual 
average death rate per 100,000 of the population from 
1850 to 1875 was 105.9; from 1876 to 1900 it was 31.6; 
from 1901 to 1925 it was 10.4; from 1926 to1940 it was 
3.3. In 1942, the death rate was 0.5 with only one case 
in 833 being fatal compared with one fatal case in 20 
in the last quarter of the nineteenth century. The re- 
duction in fatality of this disease is one of the forward 
steps in the control of the preventable diseases. 


TYPHOID FEVER 

Eleven resident cases and one death from typhoid 
fever occurred in 1942. The usual source of infection at 
the present time is, of course, carriers. The prevention 
of the spread of the disease by carriers is very difficult

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since the carrier is often unaware of the fact that he can 
cause the disease. Seven of the eleven resident cases 
were traced to the source of infection all of which proved 
to be carriers. 

Epidemiological studies of cases revealed several 
interesting histories. The first carrier reported for 1942 
was a fifty-year-old woman who had no history of 
having had typhoid, but investigation revealed her as 
the cause of infection in a thirteen-year-old boy who had 
gone to live in her household about a month previous 
to becoming ill. 

Study of a fatal case of typhoid revealed that a 
sixty-year-old mother-in-law, who had had the disease 
sixteen years before, was the source of infection. As 
far as could be determined, the only other case caused 
by this carrier was her son, who became infected within 
a few months after his mother had come down with the 
disease. | 

The term ‘‘typhoid fever” first appears on the death 
certificates, or bills of mortality as they were then called, 
in 1837. Although some carrier infection certainly did 
occur, the largest outbreaks of typhoid fever — and 
they were many — were usually caused by contamin- 
ation of the food and water supplies. Severe epidemics 
occurred throughout the nineteenth century and during 
the first decade of the twentieth century. Improve- 
ments in public water supplies, elimination of private 
wells, good sewerage systems, pasteurization of milk, 
shellfish control, and the control of carriers have com- 
bined to all but eradicate this disease. Since the carrier 
state is so difficult to eliminate, a small number of cases 
may well be found each year in spite of all control efforts. 


WHOOPING COUGH 

The year 1942 shows six deaths from whooping cough 
compared with an average of eight deaths annually over 
the last five years. The morbidity for 1942, however, 
was somewhat above the five-year average. It is to 
be hoped that the effect of the immunization program 
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which is now entering upon its second year will soon 
become apparent in the statistics for this disease. 

The last epidemic having a high mortality was in 
1918 when 182 deaths occurred, but this disease has 
resisted all efforts to eradicate it. The new immuniza- 
tion agents give promise of real progress in its 
elimination. 


RABIES CONTROL PROGRAM 

During 1942, 2,930 animals were examined to de- 
termine the presence of rabies as follows: 2,818 dogs, 
91 cats, 14 rats, 3 horses, 2 monkeys, 1 kangaroo and 
1 rabbit. Only one dog, a non-resident case, was found 
to be positive. No case of human rabies has occurred 
in Boston since 1935 when two cases occurred. 

2,818 dog bites were reported for residents. Of these, 
262 received anti-rabic treatment with a total of 2,290 
injections.

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SUBDIVISION OF VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL 


The Division of Communicable Diseases in the 
Boston Health Department has long given serious 
attention to the control of syphilis and gonorrhea, and 
Boston enjoys a commendably low morbidity rate 
among the great cities of the country. In 1942, the 
Department carried forward the intensified activities, 
initiated in 1941 with the establishment of the Venereal 
Disease Subdivision under the directorship of Dr. John 
Hosier of the U. 8. Public Health Service. The federal 
grant in aid was continued. In June 1942, Dr. Hosier 
undertook the direction of the state program and 
Dr. John T. Foley, after completing specialized graduate 
study in this field, became the Director for Boston, 
continuing and adding to the educational and case- 
finding activities. 


MORBIDITY AND MORBIDITY RATES FOR THE VENEREAL

VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL PROGRAM 

The venereal disease program is based on _ the 
realization that the control and eventual eradication 
of these diseases is dependent upon the integration of 
medical skill, law enforcement, social services and 
education. The Boston program has four main em- 
phases which embody this principal: — education, case- 
finding, treatment and control. 
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EDUCATION 


In the past, educational programs in communicable 
disease control generally avoided the venereal diseases. 
This situation existed in spite of the fact that the 
discovery of the causative organism for syphilis resulted 
in the Wassermann test for diagnosis and the introduction 
of salvarsan for treatment by 1910. For thirty-three 
years the weapons have existed for an effective battle 
against syphilis, a disease which was reported as a 
cause of death in Boston as early as 1811, the first year 
for which complete mortality statistics are available. 

Public consciousness, in the last few years, has been 
aroused to the need for concerted action and old barriers 
which prevented discussion of venereal diseases, either 
orally or editorially, are being gradually removed. 
The eagerness with which the general public receives 
information on this subject has been illustrated by 
the success of the educational activities of the program.

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A civilian committee of the social, professional, 
religious, educational and labor leaders of one section 
of Boston helped plan and carry out a program of 
education involving 100,000 people. A series of ten 
articles were published weekly in the local paper and 
editorial comment was made. Many labor, church 
and social organizations invited the Health Depart- 
ment to meet with their members. <A typical meeting 
included a lecture by the director of the Venereal 
Disease Division, motion pictures, question period 
and the distribution of literature for future reference. 
Thirty-two lectures were given with an attendance 
of about 5,000. Motion pictures were shown to 18 
other groups including nurses, schools and medical 
societies with an attendance of 15,000.

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Many publicity techniques, including poster displays, 
distribution of literature and special exhibits in windows 
and drugstores have been used to present various 
phases of the problem to the public. Leaflets, keyed 
to the audience, were published by the Division to be 
used in the various educational activities. 


CASE-FINDING 

53,174 blood tests were performed in the bacteri- 
ological laboratory during 1942. Such a test is com- 
pulsory before marriage and during pregnancy in 
Massachusetts. The educational program emphasized 
the need for a blood test as a part of the periodic health 
examination. : 


TREATMENT 

Drugs for the treatment of the venereal diseases 
are provided by the State Department of Public Health. 
Hospital clinics supply ample facilities for the treat- 
ment of cases not cared for by private physicians. 
Consultation service, however, is available through 
the director of the Division to all physicians in the city. 
This service includes the interpretation of all diagnos- 
tic phases including clinical, laboratory and control 
procedures. 


CONTROL 

One of the most important duties of the Division is 
to cooperate with the Armed Forces, private physicians, 
hospitals and social agencies in providing adequate 
service for finding new cases and their management 
while in an infectious stage. The services of three 
nurses and one male investigator are employed to 
trace contacts. One nurse aided private physicians 
in the district where the educational program was 
operating for the purpose of returning lapsed patients 
to their supervision. Fifty-one physicians were con- 
tacted and 13 accepted the service.

A record of each death reported as due to syphilis 
was returned to the venereal disease division by the 
Department of Vital Statistics so that new cases might 
be traced from contacts. Similarly, Navy cases were 
referred for follow-up by Commander Frederick J. 
Bailey, Venereal Disease Control Officer for the First 
Naval District who is on military leave from the 
Health Department. Cases from Selective Service 
and the Army were referred to the Division by the 
State Department of Public Health. 2,907 visits were 
made with the following results:

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The reduction in tuberculosis is one of the outstanding 
contributions of the present century. Two generations 
ago, almost every family suffered from this disease, 
which had a death rate of over 300 per 100,000 of the 
population for pulmonary tuberculosis alone. It still 
is a serious problem, however, and ranks as the fourth 
leading cause of death in Boston for 1942 with an 
allocated death rate for all forms of 64.2. The allocated 
death rate for pulmonary tuberculosis is 61.3. War- 
time 1942 showed an increase in tuberculosis deaths. 

Early annual reports of the Health Department 
reveal the widespread prevalence of the disease and the 
helplessness attending it. In the years preceding 
the turn of the century, pulmonary tuberculosis or 
‘‘consumption’’ was regarded as hereditary and un-

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avoidable. It was not recognized as being communicable 
but was classed as a constitutional malady. No harm 
was seen in thousands of active cases living in close 
contact with healthy individuals. Fifty years ago 
in a much smaller Boston, more than 1,500 people 
died each year from pulmonary tuberculosis which was 
the leading cause of death. In 1942 less than one third 
that number died.

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The South End of the city continues to show the 
highest death rate from tuberculosis although a reduc- 
tion from the 1941 rate has been made. As noted in 
the Annual Report for 1941, this district is a congested 
area combining the factors of overcrowding, racial pre- 
disposition and low economic level that are associated 
with tuberculosis. 

It is evident that an expanded case-finding program 
must be undertaken in order to find active cases before 
they spread the disease to their contacts. Although 
improvement has been made over 1941, 30.93 per cent 
of the pulmonary tuberculosis deaths were reported 
after death or less than one month preceding death.

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It is increasingly important to find the minimal case. 
X-ray of employees and of applicants for positions, par- 
ticularly in war plants and large industries, permits the 
discovery of many cases previously unknown. The 
army induction examination has revealed a number of 
cases which were turned over to the Health Department 
for follow-up. The data on these cases are as follows: 


508 cases reported (405 pulmonary cases, 103 suspects). 


90 of the 405 pulmonary tuberculosis cases were previously 
listed with the Department. 


125 of the cases are under investigation. 


76 could not be found at the addresses given. 


Of the total number of pulmonary cases reported for 
the year, 32.33 per cent were reported in the minimal 
stage. Of the known suspects and contacts to these 
new cases, 63.7 per cent were X-rayed at Health 
Department clinics. 


RECLASSIFICATION OF CASES 

This year the division has continued its work in the 
reclassification of cases. It has now reached the point 
where progress will be more rapid. 


CLINICS 

A second night clinic has been established at the South 
End Unit and an X-ray has been made available at the 
West End evening clinic and at the South End after- 
noon and evening clinics, A third evening clinic is 
planned for East Boston to open early in 1943. 


These additional clinics are necessary to accomodate 
those individuals who are unable to attend day clinics 
due to the hours of employment in defense industries.

HEALTH UNITS 


In 1916, as an experiment in the decentralization of 
health department activities, the first health center 
was started in an old municipal building on Blossom 
Street. The buildings which now constitute the eight 
health units were constructed between 1924 and 1932. 
The cost of approximately three million dollars was 
derived from the income of the George Robert White 
Fund which was willed to the city of Boston for the 
creation of works of beauty and utility for the use and 
enjoyment of the people. 

The original purpose of the health unit system was to 
bring the facilities and services of the Health Depart- 
ment closer to the people whom it was designed to 
serve. It was also believed that benefits to the people 
would result if all the official and voluntary agencies 
devoted to public health and social welfare were brought 
together under one roof in a central location in each 
district of the city. 

Each health unit is under the direction of a District 
Health Officer. Other Health Department personnel, 
including nurses, sanitary and food inspectors, and 
health educators who are assigned to the district, have 
their headquarters in the health unit. Through them 
the program of each unit in prenatal care, preventive 
work for infants, preschool and school children, dental 
service, diagnostic and clinical activities for tubercu- 
losis, health education and supervision of environ- 
mental sanitation is carried on. The Health Depart- 
ment provides space in each unit for voluntary health 
agencies, such as the Visiting Nurse Association and 
organizations for social service and relief, including the

Catholic, Protestant, Jewish and non-sectarian relief 
agencies as well as the Overseers of the Public Welfare. 

The health units are located in Charlestown, East 
Boston, North End, Savin Street in Roxbury, Whittier 
Street in Roxbury, South Boston, the South End and 
the West End. Additional space in 10 other sections 
of the city has been taken over by the Health Depart- 
ment to provide facilities for child health conferences 
and, in some cases, tuberculosis and dental clinics. 
These stations are located at Codman Square, Jamaica 
Plain, Hancock Street, Gibson Street, Roslindale, 
Brighton, Allston, Tyler Street, the Children’s Hospital, 
and Hyde Park.

MATERNAL HEALTH 

The medical and nursing services in the health units 
devote their efforts to preventive medicine. No obstetri- 
eal service is maintained by the Health Department, 
but the Department cooperates with the Boston Lying-In 
Hospital. By means of weekly clinics held at the health 
units, the hospital examines and advises expectant 
mothers’ who are registered for the hospital’s delivery 
service. Other groups of expectant mothers attend 
mothers’ clubs conducted by the Visiting Nurse 
Association in the health units. 

Such health services aid in the continued gradual 
improvement in maternal health in Boston. The mater- 
nal mortality rate has dropped from a high in 1917 of 
8.4 deaths of mothers for every 1,000 live births and 
stillbirths to a rate in 1942 of 2.1. Thisisa very gratify- 
ing reduction. 


INFANT MORTALITY 

The great strides made in the saving of infant lives 
are evident by a comparison of the present rates with 
those of the last century. The Fifth Annual Report of 
the Health Department in 1876 states that more than 25 
per cent of all deaths were those of infants under a year 
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old and that more than 43 per cent were deaths of young 
children under five. An investigation conducted at 
that time showed that more than one half of the deaths 
were attributable to preventable causes such as ‘‘de- 
bility, exhaustion, inanition and marasmus, and diseases 
of the respiratory and digestive systems.” 

When the conditions under which many children lived 
in those days are considered, the mortality is not sur- 
prising. Poisoning of the atmosphere was then con- 
sidered to be a cause of disease. The report states that, 
‘The poisonous emanations from defective sewerage, 
the escape of sewer gases into dwelling houses owing to 
imperfect traps; the too close proximity of a filthy 
vault or privy; the tolerance of human excrement 
within occupied rooms; the keeping of animal and 
vegetable refuse matter in unsuitable receptacles within 
dwelling houses; are all sources of contamination, by 
which the air surrounding the child is more or less 
poisoned.”

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The dietary requirements of a child were also mis- 
understood. Even when the mother was physically 
able to nurse her own offspring, its chances of retaining 
life were precarious. ‘‘Nursed whenever it cries, no 
matter whether that cry proceeds from hunger, colic, 
the discomfort produced by a wet diaper or a displaced 
pin; receiving, even at the earliest age, all sorts of 
additional articles of food wherever the family are 
eating; allowed to feed at odd intervals all night, is 
it any wonder that the digestive system breaks down?’’, 
continued the report. When the baby, as was often 
the case, was left all day in the care of neighbors or an 
older child, its chances for life were further lessened. 
“Rarely is the nursing bottle properly cleaned; the 
milk, poor in quality when received from the local 
grocery, is frequently kept in a vessel from which the 
sour milk of the day previous has not been thoroughly 
washed, and here, as before, the food is given at all 
hours of the day or night.’’ 
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In 1942 only about 5 per cent of total deaths were 
those of infants as compared with the 25 per cent in 
1876. It is pleasing to call attention to the constant 
reduction in infant deaths over this period. The 
unallocated rate of infant mortality of 40.2 for 1942 
is the lowest in the history of the city. A truer and 
even more encouraging picture of infant mortality is 
obtained from the allocated rate. Because Boston is a 
great medical center, its obstetrical and children’s hos- 
pitals serve, not only metropolitan Boston, but also 
many portions of New England. Deaths of non- 
resident infants increase the unallocated rate for Boston. 
The corrected rate, for residents only, in 1942 was 34.0. 


CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCES 

The lowering of infant mortality by the education of 
mothers in the proper care, feeding and immunization 
of their babies and preschool children has been the goal 
of the child health conferences maintained by the 
Health Department. ‘Twenty-nine weekly conferences 
held in the eight health units and ten stations are 
staffed by pediatric personnel from the Harvard, Tufts 
and Boston University Schools of Medicine as well as by 
the district medical inspectors of the Health Department. 

There were registered in the clinics in 1942 a total of 
6,746 newborns; 359 new children between the ages of 
one and two; and 179 children between the age of two 
and five years. 59,868 visits were made to these 
clinics during the year. These figures represent a slight 
increase over the attendance during the previous twelve 
months. It is important to point out that many 
children in Boston are receiving this type of service 
from the family physician. 

Since the objective in these clinics is ‘‘to keep well 
children well,’’ the work begins with the new born baby. 
Nurses of the Health Department visit the infant shortly 
after birth and advise mothers or guardians to place the 
child under the preventive care of their family physician 
whenever possible, or to bring him to a Health De- 
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partment clinic. At the baby clinic, after the child is 
weighed and examined, the mother is advised as to the 
importance of breast feeding the infant if this is possible. 
Otherwise, instruction in the proper preparation of 
formulas is given. 

Immunization against childhood diseases is an 1m- 
portant part of the clinic work. In 1942, 5,764 children 
were immunized against diphtheria at the health units. 
The twenty-year campaign for the prevention of diph- 
theria of which immunization is the fundamental part, 
is now bearing fruit. As a result there has been a tre- 
mendous reduction of deaths from a total of over 200 
per year twenty years ago to a total of 2 in 1942, one 
of which was non-resident. 

Vaccination against smallpox was continued as usual, 
a total of 10,971 infants being inoculated at the health 
units. In addition, a campaign for immunization 
against whooping cough was carried on for infants of 
between 6 months and one year of age. By the end of 
1942, 1,406 infants had received all three injections 
while 1,689 had received their second, and 1,911 had 
received their first. 


SCHOOL HYGIENE SUPERVISION IN THE PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 

The protection of the health of the child in the paro- 
chial schools is the responsibility of the Health De- 
partment and is carried out by the medical and nursing 
services. The splendid cooperation of the Diocesan 
Director and the Sisters of the parochial schools with 
the personnel of the Health Department has greatly 
aided efforts to solve the health problems of these 
children. 

The program includes the routine inspection of all 
children at the beginning of the school year, daily 
inspections of children sent out of classes because of 
possible infections, routine physical examinations of all 
children in the first, second, and eighth grades and 
immunization against diphtheria. In order to stimulate 
the correction of remedial defects in the children, every 
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effort is made to obtain the parents’ presence at the 
examination to talk with the doctor.

SUPERVISION OF DAY NURSERIES 

In the past year, the medical inspectors of the Divi- 
sion of Child Hygiene made 138 visits to day nurseries 
in Boston. The facilities of the Health Department for 
physical examination, vaccination against smallpox and 
immunization against diphtheria as well as control of 
communicable diseases are made available to those in 
charge of the nurseries. With increasing employment. 
of mothers in war industry and therefore, an increase in 
attendance at day nurseries, the work of the medical 
inspectors in this field can also be expected to increase. 
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DENTAL SERVICE 


The dental service for preschool and school children, 
conducted under the auspices of the Forsyth Dental 
Infirmary and under the direction of Dr. William H. 
Griffin, is carried on in the health units and two munici- 
pal buildings. The following volume of work was 
carried on by fifteen full-time dentists, one part-time 
dentist and ten hygienists augmented by the services 
of two dentists under the Works Projects Adminis- 
tration. Military leave for the duration has been given 
to two full-time dentists.

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HEALTH EDUCATION SERVICE 


The past year has seen further expansion in health 
activities directed toward both peacetime and wartime 
problems. 


COMMUNITY HEALTH EDUCATION 

District organization for health education in the 
North End, reported last year, was continued in 1942. A 
request from the residents to the Housing and Sanita- 
tion Division of the Health Department resulted in a 
rat survey and advice on rat control. The continuing 
public health education program on this topic utilized a 
variety of educational media and involved the coopera- 
tion of professional, lay and school groups. 

A report of the Health Commissioner on “District 
Organization for Health Education’ was presented 
before the American Public Health Association. Rep- 
resentatives of other city health departments have 
visited the Boston health education program with a 
view to establishing this sort of health education pro- 
cedure. In order to extend this type of health education 
to other sections of Boston a federal grant was secured 
for the training of three additional health educators at 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Young 
women whose educational qualifications meet the stand- 
ards set up by the American Public Health Association 
are being carefully trained. 

In the Whittier Street district the Venereal Disease 
Division and the Health Education Service carried 
forward an intensive educational program in venereal 
disease control, and the amount of venereal disease 
education in other parts of the City was increased. 
The Nursing Service contributed materially to the 
success of these activities. 


CITY-WIDE HEALTH EDUCATION 

The Health Education Service has cooperated with 
the Food Division in an expanding program of health 
education connected with the excellent program being 
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developed by that Division for the improvement of 
restaurant sanitation. 

With continued harmony of aims between the Health 
Education Service and the Archdiocesan Supervisor of 
Boston, work is going forward in the development of a 
health curriculum for the first eight grades of the 
parochial schools. It is expected that supervision of 
health instruction in the parochial schools by the Health 
Education Service will be resumed in the fall of 1943 
with the aid of this new manual. 

Many other educational activities have been carried 
out which are particularly related to health and effici- 
ency in wartime. Radio activities have been extended 
through the use of spot announcements and special 
broadcasts. An exhibit on adequate care of the health 
of preschool children was used in one of Boston’s largest 
department stores. The Annual Report of the Health 
Department was edited by the Health Education Service. 


STATISTICAL REPORT 

Since an estimate of the results of health education 
in terms of disease prevention and the saving of life 
is almost impossible to obtain, statistics of the number 
of people influenced by health educational activities 
offer the best method of evaluation. Attendance at 
health education talks at health units, clubs, and 
settlement houses increased more than 100 per cent in 
1942 over 1941. Four thousand more children received 
health instruction in dental clinic waiting rooms than 
during 1941, and about 15,000 more people viewed 
health exhibits.

EDUCATIONAL ACTIVITIES OF OTHER DIVISIONS 

Many divisions in the Health Department are carrying 
on projects for the in-service training of personnel. All 
members of the staff are alert to make use of educational 
opportunities. Nurses and inspectors, of course, are 
continually concerned with the education of the in- 
dividual. By combined effort and through the media 
of personal contact, publicity and community organiza- 
tion, health education goes forward. 


COOPERATION WITH GOVERNMENT RELIEF 
SERVICES 


CONSERVATION OF VISION 

Federal funds have been provided for a number of 
years, under the Works Projects Administration, for the 
conduct of sight conservation clinics. Refractions 
have been carried on for both public and parochial 
school children. This work consisted of eye examina- 
tions and, when children with defective vision were 
discovered, the prescription of lenses and provision of 
glasses. The following table presents a picture of the 
children served and the services rendered at the clinics:

Of 22,639 school children examined in 48 schools, 
3,829 were found to have defective vision. 196 pairs of 
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glasses were supplied to indigent children by Monsignor 
Richard J. Quinlan and 25 pairs of glasses were supplied 
to indigent children by the Department of Public 
Welfare. Three children were referred to the Division 
of the Blind. 


PROJECT FOR PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS OF RECIPIENTS OF 
PUBLIC WELFARE 


Federal funds made possible the continuance of the 
project for the physical examination of those receiving 
relief. Five physicians with the assistance of nine 
nurses carried on physical examinations at the health 
units, public welfare stations, and the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge. Other periods of the available time of the 
nurses are devoted to health instruction of children 
while the latter are waiting in the dental rooms for 
treatment. This has made possible an important 
health educational activity.

THE WAR EFFORT 

It is pleasing to call attention to the very important 
part which the Health Units have played in the war 
effort. They are serving actively as medical depots 
and assembly stations for the emergency medical 
services of the Boston Committee on Public Safety. 
Here our physicians, nurses, Red Cross workers and the 
public — all members of the Civilian Defense Program 
— are working together for the protection of the men, 
women and children of the City of Boston in the event 
of enemy action. 





With the appointment in January, 1910, of its first 
two nurses, the Health Department showed its realiza- 
tion of the need of educative nursing service in the 
maintenance of the public health. These two nurses 
together with several more added in the next two years 
were assigned to the control of communicable diseases 
through ‘Instruction concerning contagious patients 
and the disinfection of clothing.’’ 


An expansion of the educational duties of the nursing 
service took place in 1912 when several nurses were 
assigned to the newly created Bureau of Child Hygiene 
for the purpose of pre-natal and post-natal home visiting 
together with the ‘‘examination of licensed minors.”’ 
Under this specialized type of nursing service, the 
division expanded until, in 1919, two supervising and 
20 staff nurses were employed. The reorganization of 
the Child Hygiene Division to take over the work of the 
Visiting Nurse Association resulted in the doubling of 
the nursing staff in 1924. 


By 1925, after the first health units had been con- 
structed, the work of the nursing division was decen- 
tralized and generalized. Eighteen stations were estab- 
lished in various parts of the city, both municipal 
buildings and private buildings being utilized for this 
purpose, as well as the health units. The Division 
became a unit with its own director. Public health 
nursing and educational activities in connection with 
tuberculosis patients were added in 1927 and a year 
later the health supervision of the first parochial school 
was taken over. Gradually this service was extended 
until in 1929 all except one of the parochial schools of 
the Diocese were being visited by the nurses. 
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Under its present organization for generalized nursing, 
the Division works closely with the Tuberculosis, Child 
Hygiene and Communicable Disease Divisions. Addi- 
‘tional duties necessitated by wartime conditions char- 
acterized 1942. Three new tuberculosis clinics and 
one new child health conference were established and 
nursing service was extended to another new parochial 
school. In addition, there was a continuation of the 
work with the dental clinics and day nurseries. As 
always, clinic and school nursing service necessitates 
follow-up by which the nurse exercises her special 
function in teaching good health practices to the family 
of the patient in the home. 


CHILD HYGIENE 

Nurses assist in the thirty weekly child hygiene con- 
ferences at the health units and at baby stations in all 
sections of the city. These conferences were held for 
well babies and preschool children, for the purpose of 
keeping them well. The nurse directs her efforts 
toward this goal by teaching mothers the proper care 
and feeding of the infant and preschool child and the 
necessity of immunization against childhood diseases. 
Every mother is urged to continue proper health super- 
vision of her child either through her own family physi- 
cian or at the clinic. 

All newborn babies are also visited by a nurse who 
urges parents to obtain adequate health supervision 
of the child. In 1942, this follow-up work was extended 
to the Boston Lying-In Hospital’s premature infants. 


SCHOOL HYGIENE 

Part of the nurse’s time is devoted to visits to nurseries 
and parochial schools. A total of 1,577 visits were 
made to the 31 day nurseries of the city including those 
supervised by the Works Projects Administration. Any 
health problem or any physical defect can be brought 
to the attention of the nurse by the teacher. 

Inspection of the children in the parochial schools 
of Boston has long been a routine part of the duties of

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the Nursing Service. To 49 parochial schools of the 
Archdiocese, 6,255 visits were made. In the schools, 
the nurse inspects the children for infectious diseases 
and also devotes part of her time to the selection, 
transportation and supervision of children to be treated 
in the dental clinics of the Health Department. The 
utilization of the advice and assistance of the Nursing 
Service in a cooperative nutrition program instituted 
by the parochial schools was a new feature this year. 


COMMUNICABLE DISEASE 

In this field as in child hygiene, the nurse’s work is 
divided between work at the health unit and the mak- 
ing of home visits. Nurses assist the District Medical 
"Inspector at the health unit in inoculations for small- 
pox, diphtheria and whooping cough. Home visits to 
cases of communicable disease reported to the Health 
Department insure the institution of isolation and 
quarantine when required. Here again the nurse ex- 
ercises her proper function as an educator in teaching 
the family the proper care of the patient in order to 
minimize the effects of the disease and to control its 
spread. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

As a communicable disease of major importance, 
tuberculosis requires for its control a large part of the 
nurse’s time, both in the clinics and in home visits. 
Twenty-seven weekly clinics in the health units are 
devoted to the examination and X-ray of diagnosed and 
suspected cases found by the nurses, or sent in by private. 
physicians or other health or social organizations. 
The nursing service also staffs new afternoon and even- 
ing clinics opened by the Tuberculosis Division to 
accommodate war workers or others unable to attend 
- the morning clinics. 

All tuberculosis patients receive follow-up visits at 
their homes at which time the nurse explains the doctor’s 
recommendations and urges that proper care or hos-

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pitalization be instituted and that family contacts be 
examined. She teaches the family good hygienic prac- 
tices and how to prevent the patient from infecting 
others. A great deal of additional work has been re- 
quired of the Nursing Service in connection with the 
follow-up of men rejected by Selective Service because 
of tuberculosis. 


IN-SERVICE TRAINING 

Refresher courses and lectures on First Aid and new 
techniques for the care of war casualties have made 
every nurse conscious of her responsible position under 
wartime conditions. A series of conferences and lec- 
tures by the director of the Thom Habit Clinic have 
further equipped the nurses for service in alleviating 
the effect of war on the behavior of children. A pro- 
eram to further utilize the nurse in meeting nutritional 
problems due to war has been carried out by the Nutri- 
tionist of the Nursing Service. 

This year two more nurses completed the course in 
Public Health Nursing at Simmons College. Further 
activities of the Nursing Service include the inaugura- 
tion in September of a monthly bulletin made up of 
material of mutual interest and helpfulness contributed 
by nurses from their various districts. 


ACTIVITIES IN WAR PROGRAMS 

Every nurse has been assigned to a Medical Aid 
Depot operated by the Committee on Public Safety. 
Training in the care of war casualties was unexpectedly 
useful in November, 1942 when the Red Cross Nursing 
Service accepted 25 volunteers from the Health De- 
partment staff to assist in the immediate care of the 
fire disaster victims. 

In addition to increasing their own preparation for the 
demands of war, many nurses have assumed responsi- 
bility in teaching laymen in Red Cross Home Nursing 
and First Aid Classes. Three nurses have been given 
military leave for the duration.

Since its inception in 1894, the Bacteriological Labora- 
tory has not had as busy a year as 1942. It performed 
the largest total number of cultural, serological and 
microscopic examinations in its history. Furthermore, 
without any cessation of its normal functions, the 
Laboratory moved from the City Hall to new quarters 
in the Health Department building at Haymarket 
square. 

Installed on the third floor of this building, the Labora- 
tory now has the additional space it needed for each 
of its several activities. With funds provided by the 
United States Public Health Service Venereal Disease 
Fund grant, the Laboratory was able to equip its new 
rooms with a new autoclave, two gas hot-air sterilizers, 
a centrifuge, fluorescent lights to facilitate the reading 
of flocculation tests, ultra-violet lights for the sterile 
transfer room, and an electric incubator. Thus, although 
wartime priorities prevented the delivery of other 
desirable equipment, the Laboratory is now complete 
and modern. 

Through excellent personnel cooperation, the daily 
routine was little hampered by the process of moving 
and the lack of some equipment, and the Laboratory 
succeeded in maintaining its usual excellent standards 
of technique. Again the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health issued certification to the Laboratory as 
conforming to its strict standards of equipment, per- 
sonnel and performance. 


TESTS FOR VENEREAL DISEASE 

The Wassermann test for syphilis was first done in the 
Laboratory in 1916. In two years, it ranked next to 
diphtheria in the number of tests performed and in 1925, 
it outranked all other tests. It maintained this position 
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until replaced by the Hinton test which was adopted 
as the routine serologic test for syphilis in April, 1941. 

For 1942, the total number of tests performed for the 
diagnosis of venereal disease was 63,047, an increase 
of 4,557 over 1941. This increase reflects the result of 
the pre-natal blood test law, the city, state and federal 
educational campaigns for venereal disease control and 
the first full year of operation of the pre-marital blood 
test law. The tests performed for the diagnosis of 
genito-infectious diseases include dark field illumination 
examinations, Microscopic examination of specimens for 
gonorrheal ophthalmia and urethritis, Hinton and Kahn 
flocculation tests, the Wassermann and Schwartz-McNeil 
complement fixation tests, and the culture service for 
gonorrhea. As a free service to patients through their 
physicians, hospitals, or clinics, this diagnostic service 
of the Laboratory is fundamental to the program for the 
control of venereal disease.

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OTHER LABORATORY TESTS 


As shown in the table, a total of 86,684 examinations 
were made in 1942. The heading, ‘‘Miscellaneous”’, 
includes tests for typhoid, meningococcus, strepto- 
coccus and whooping cough, as well as examination 
and guinea pig inoculation of gastric contents and all 
other body fluids. Not appearing in the figures are 
the precipitation tests performed in questions of identi- 
fying horse meat and the dark field illumination exami- 
nations made on heart or kidney blood of rats for 
Leptospira icterohemorrhagiae (infectious jaundice). 


WAR EFFORT 


At the present time, the Laboratory is associated with 
the Federal laboratories in an active volunteer capacity 
under the scientific program directed by President 
James B. Conant of Harvard University. 


EDUCATIONAL ACTIVITIES 


Through the active interest of Dr. John W. Williams 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, consultant 
for the laboratory divisions, occasional speakers from 
the hospitals and laboratories of Boston have presented 
talks of great value to the personnel. In addition, 
frequent conferences have been held for the discussion 
of advances in laboratory work. 


In connection with the State certification require- 
ments, the continued evaluation tests which are sub- 
mitted tothe Laboratory have proved to be most stim- 
ulating to the maintenance of individual fulfillment of 
a high standard of technique. 

When time permits, the Laboratory carries on research 
problems. An improved method for collecting samples 
in the sanitary evaluation of restaurants has been 
devised. Also, a culture medium for the improved 
cultivation of the gonococcus is being developed incor- 
porating a substance which will inhibit contaminants. 

As in previous years, numerous students and others 
interested in laboratories have been shown through the 
Laboratory and its workings explained to them. In 
1942, students from Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, Boston University Medical School, Tufts Med- 
ical School, Wellesley College, and the Teachers College 
of the City of Boston studied the operation of the 
Laboratory. 
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The Milk Inspection Service, organized in 1941 to 
combine milk and dairy inspection, has functioned 
smoothly and efficiently receiving many enthusiastic 
comments from the industry. The Service, under a 
single director and modernized with respect to inspection 
procedure, has the objective of providing a continuous 
inspection by laboratory examination of the country 
creameries and the milk delivered to these creameries 
and to consumers. 


WARTIME PROBLEMS 


New demands for milk in camps, barracks and ships, 
in addition to the normal demands of Boston consumers, 
placed a tremendous burden on the local milk industry 
which was already affected by wartime labor problems. 
This additional demand reduced the normal surplus of 
the inspected milk supply from about 40 per cent to the 
danger line of about 10 per cent in the month of 
November. 

The frequent shifting of government contracts from 
one dealer to another resulted in a corresponding shift- 
ing of the inspection load from one point of supply to 
another, with a corresponding dislocation of supplies 
and demand. This has added to the difficulty of main- 
taining -an uninterrupted supply of milk for Boston 
consumers. ‘The modernized system of control, for- 
tunately, was able to stand this new burden, and no 
appreciable depreciation in the quality of the milk 
supply was observed. 


MILESTONES 


Milk inspection was initiated in Boston in 1856 and 
bacteriological examination of milk in 1904 but it was 
not until 1914 that a dairy division was established to 
control the quality of milk at the source. Pasteur- 
ization of milk began commercially as early as 1896, 
but the method was uncertain. In 1917, a definite 
time and temperature for the pasteurization of milk 
was established by law to assure proper pasteurization. 
Successive rulings in 1924 and 1928 excluded all raw milk 
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except certified from the Boston market. In 1942, a 
ruling went into effect barring the sale of all certified 
raw milk except on a physician’s prescription which was 
renewable every ninety days. A final ruling to go into 
effect after October 1, 1948, prohibits the sale of any 
raw milk whatever in Boston. 
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To safeguard the milk supply further, a regulation 
was adopted in 1941 requiring operators of pasteuriza- 
tion equipment to pass written examinations. 285 
permits were issued in 1942 to applicants who had 
fulfilled these conditions. To demonstrate the efficiency 
with which pasteurization is now conducted, of 8,623 
samples of milk examined by the phosphatase test, 
none showed incompletely pasteurized milk. 


Although milk has long been recognized as a vehicle 
for the transmission of many diseases, Boston has not 
had an epidemic of any disease traceable to the milk 
supply since 1926. At that time, 12 cases of typhoid 
fever with one death resulted from contamination of 
pasteurized milk by a carrier after pasteurization. 


QUALITY OF MILK AND CREAM 

Nine hundred and forty-nine samples of raw Grade A 
milk as received for pasteurization were examined, of 
which 94.4 per cent had a bacterial count of below 
100,000 bacteria in one cubic centimeter, and 84 per 
cent had a bacterial count of below 50,000 bacteria in 
one cubic centimeter. Similar tests of raw milk as 
received for pasteurization showed that 88 per cent of 
the 10,480 samples tested had counts below 400,000 
bacteria in one cubic centimeter. 


The high quality of Grade A milk after pasteurization 
is indicated by the fact that 96 per cent of all samples 
had less than 5,000 bacteria in one cubic centimeter. 
The average count of Grade A milk pasteurized for the 
year was 1,400 bacteria in one cubic centimeter. 


Grade B milk was also up to high standard with 
97.1 per cent of all samples in compliance with the 
standard of not more than 20,000 colonies of bacteria’ 
in one cubic centimeter after pasteurization as compared 
with only 95 per cent of all samples in 1941.

Only 52 per cent of all cream samples were found to 
have less than 40,000 colonies of bacteria in one cubic 
centimeter, as compared with 54.1 per cent in 1941. 
It was again noted, as in 1941, that the cause of a very 
high bacterial population in cream samples was the 
pseudomonad group bacteria, which grow at low 
temperatures. The presence of this type of bacteria in 
cream is due to the seeding of the pasteurized cream by 
contact with unsterile cream handling equipment after 
pasteurization. 

The above 52 per cent would seem to indicate no 
progress in 1942 in reducing the amount of contamina- 
tion in cream after pasteurization. However, quite 
the contrary is the fact, and real progress was made. 
The reason for this apparent contradiction is that 1942 
was a seller’s market for cream. The supply of cream 
was short throughout the entire year, and at times 
desperately so. Licensed shippers could not find enough 
cream of Boston quality, and said so. Therefore cream 
of manufacturing quality for ice cream and cream cheese, 
having a bacterial population of greater than 40,000 
and not more than 100,000 colonies of bacteria in one 
cubic centimeter, was temporarily permitted to be 
shipped as such. Also under such circumstances it 
became necessary to use for bottling, cream which was 
barely below 40,000 colonies of bacteria, although 
under normal circumstances such cream would have 
been used for manufacturing ice cream mix. In the 
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store the bacterial content of this border-line cream 
became greater than 40,000 colonies of bacteria in one 
cubic centimeter.

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One milk license was revoked and three milk licenses 
were refused. 452 warnings were sent to milk dealers 
in cases where milk exceeded the standard of 20,000 
colonies of bacteria in one cubic centimeter. Sixteen 
prosecutions were initiated and sixteen convictions were 
obtained. 


REVOCATION OF DAIRY PERMITS 


The permits of 945 dairies were revoked because the 
bacterial content of the milk produced far exceeded the 
established bacterial standards. In 917 of these revo- 
cations the cause was dirty utensils and apparently 
dirty milking machines. The permits of 822 of these 
dairies were restored when corrections had been made 
and an examination of the milk showed that it now 
complied with bacterial standards. The existence of 
dirty-utensil bacteria in the milk supply was disclosed 
by microscopical examination and by the making of a 
standard plate count incubated at 32 degrees C. upon 
a laboratory-pasteurized sample of the milk. Under 
this system of laboratory control it is possible to detect 
the existence of a dirty dairy and to exclude it from the 
milk supply until such time as an examination of the 
milk shows that it complies with bacterial standards.

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Seventeen inspectors were employed in this Division 
in 1942 for the purpose of insuring the safety of the food 
supply of Boston. Supervision is maintained over all 
food manufacturing establishments, terminals, ware- 
houses, markets, restaurants, canneries, egg breaking 
establishments, manufacturers of hamburg, sausage and 
ice cream, carbonated beverages, bakeries, poultry 
slaughtering houses, rendering establishments, and 
handlers of methyl alcohol. 

Such supervision has been in effect in Boston for 
many years. As early as 1874, a Board of Health 
regulation prohibited persons from selling or offering 
for sale any ‘‘unwholesome, decayed or stale fruit or 
vegetables’’; and in 1876, an Act of the Legislature pro- 
vided for the appointment by the Board of one or more 
Inspectors of Provisions. The 1874 report of the Board 
presents a statement on the ‘‘Chemical Analyses of 
Articles Liable to Adulteration.”’ It is interesting to 
note that examination of various candy samples re- 
vealed that the coloring was due to the inclusion of 
poisonous metallic pigments.

RESTAURANT SANITATION 

Current wartime conditions have increased the num- 
ber of inspections required of this Division. In areas 
where defense workers are employed on a 24-hour basis, 
food is often dispensed from trucks. It became neces- 
sary, therefore, to investigate the conditions under 
which this food was prepared, and this called for assign- 
ment of inspectors to these areas during all hours of the 
day and night. 


Safeguarding the public health through the inspection 
of all public eating places was a problem studied late in 
1941 and continued into this year. A special inspection 
form was developed for use in inspecting every food 
establishment in Boston. Inspectors from the Division 
of Housing and Sanitation aided in this survey, and all 
inspectors working on the project were made familiar 
with the use and interpretation of the inspection form. 
It has been necessary for the Food Division to carry on 
a considerable amount of educational work as part of 
this program, for it was found that education of mana- 
gers and owners facilitated the work. When they 
understood the basic reasons for changes in equipment 
and methods, food establishments were most cooperative. 


Along with this survey, a special study was conducted 
to determine the bacterial contamination of eating and 
drinking utensils, the methods used in cleaning and 
sterilizing and possible improvements. All sanitary 
defects were carefully noted and followed up. These 
activities should result in a marked improvement in the 
general sanitary condition of Boston restaurants, and in 
the methods of cleaning and sterilizing all dishes and 
eating utensils. 
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SUPERVISION OF FOOD AND FOOD DEALERS 

In addition to the regular inspection of food supplies 
and food establishments, considerable time was devoted 
to the problem of sanitating the poultry houses of the 
city. All owners and operators of poultry slaughtering 
houses were invited to a special hearing in the Com- 
missioner’s office and the requirements for proper sani- 
tation were outlined. ‘Those present were instructed 
to follow these sanitary practices in the daily conduct 
of their work. Three months later these persons 
were circularized to remind them of the regulations 
and the impending survey, which later began in Octo- 
ber. An inspection form was prepared for this survey. 
The report on each survey included an itemized list 
of recommendations for improvement. These were 
carefully considered with the owner of each estab-

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lishment until he understood all the requirements. 
This educational procedure supported by adequate 
follow-up work has resulted in more acceptable sanitary 
conditions in the poultry slaughtering houses of Boston. 
The change in some cases eliminated poor sanitary 
conditions and replaced them with acceptable modern 
sanitary facilities and practices. Associated with this 
survey, an effort was also made to improve the sanitary 
conditions under which meat is processed and fat is 
rendered in those establishments. All of these activi- 
ties have an effect in combating rodents in Boston. 


A survey was also made of the crabmeat and lobster 
meat breaking-out establishments, and was associated 
with detailed recommendations for improvement and 
much educational work. As a result, new sanitary 
regulations have been prepared, which, it is expected, will 
take effect after the war is over. In order to safeguard 
fresh crabmeat and lobster meat, it will be necessary to 
pasteurize these foods. 


Activities of the so-called ‘‘Black Market’’ required 
the attention of the Division late in the year. To over- 
come the health hazard associated with such markets, 
twenty-four hour supervision was necessary and _ all 
meat deliveries were inspected carefully for the proper 
stamp. 


With the exception of meats, foodstuffs condemned 
were fewer than in previous years. An educational 
campaign carried on by the inspectors was effective in 
reducing the prevalence of unwholesome foods. The 
managers of food terminals notify this Division when 
food is not up to standard. A special inspection is then 
made and any food dangerous to the public health is 
condemned.

SUPERVISION OF PEDLERS 

The Superintendent of Pedlers maintains a careful 
check of all pedlers and is assisted in this work by the 
constables. Constant watch is kept for unlicensed 
fruit and vegetable pedlers. During 1942, approxi- 
mately 1,000 licenses were issued.

In Boston, all slaughtering of animals and dressing 
of meat must be conducted at the Brighton Abattoir. 
This establishment, known officially as the Butchers’ 
Slaughtering and Melting Association, was founded in 
1870 by an act of the General Court in order to prevent 
the existence of numerous slaughterhouses within the 
city limits. Private individuals, if living within six 
miles of Faneuil Hall, were required to bring their 
animals to Brighton for slaughter. This step was taken 
since the very nature of the business frequently gives 
rise to public health problems, chief of which are noxious 
odors and rodent control. 

In 1876 an inspector of the Board of Health was first 
stationed at the Abattoir to supervise slaughtering op- 
erations and to prevent the use of diseased or underage 
animals for food purposes. At that time, the Abattoir 
was the main source of meat supply for the entire city, 
since transportation facilities did not yet permit the 
shipment of dressed meat for any distance. During 
1876 approximately 74,000 cattle, 274,000 sheep and 
8,000 calves were slaughtered. In 1942 the Brighton 
Abattoir handled a total of 149,948 animals.

The work of the Division of Housing and Sanitation 
is concerned with the control of the environment, a 
function which has received attention in every annual 
report issued by the Health Department. As part of 
this work, in 1942 the Division conducted investiga- 
tions of 12,500 complaints received, and also held rou- 
tine inspections and supervision of buildings, industrial 
plants and adjoining lands. Problems arising from war 
activities in this area increased the work to be handled 
by the Division. 


ELIMINATION OF AIR POLLUTION 

Many complaints arising from smoke, noise and odors 
were received during 1942. A large number of these 
were from plants engaged in war work. All were in- 
vestigated carefully, the nuisances being overcome or 
removed. 


During the summer a great deal of time was spent 
on a study to find the source of offensive odors arising 
in the vicinity of Dorchester Bay. Collection and ex- 
amination of samples revealed that the source of the 
odor was the decaying organic matter in a large dump. 
The odor was eliminated when the dump was filled 
completely and covered with sanitary fill. 


An increasing number of inspections were required 
as a result of complaints relating to illuminating gas. 
In many of these cases, there was close cooperation 
between this Division and the Police Department. With 
the influx of wartime workers, a number of lodging 
houses and other premises required visits for the inves- 
tigation of temporary cooking arrangements which in- 
volved the use of gas plates and flexible hose attachments.

SUPERVISION OF HOUSING 


Fuel shortages and sub-zero weather created diffi- 
culties for many persons during the winter months. 
Freeze-ups which resulted in a shut-off of water supplies 
and a breakdown of drain pipes created problems, and 
a shortage of plumbers added to the seriousness of the 
situation. In one period of five days over four hundred 
complaints of this type were received. 


Many tenement house occupants complained of in- 
sufficient heat during cold weather. In cooperation with 
the State Division of Necessities of Life, action was 
taken in these cases, especially if illness was involved. 


With the increase in the number of plants doing war 
work, many of which are employing women workers, 
numerous applications for permission to employ me- 
chanical ventilation in water-closet compartments were 
filed with this Division by these plants. Each petition 
Was investigated and in almost every instance the 
recommendations and requirements of this Division have 
been met. 


SUPERVISION OF WATER SUPPLY AND BATHING BEACHES 


In addition to the usual control of bathing beaches 
and swimming pools, certain special studies were con- 
ducted during the year. In June a study of the brooks

and

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and ponds of the West Street section of Hyde Park 
and West Roxbury was undertaken, and bacteriological 
examination of these waters revealed pollution. As a 
result, notices were served on 122 abutters, prohibiting 
the use of this water for drinking, culinary and bathing 
purposes. The Park Department cooperated in this 
case by posting signs along one of the brooks which 
coursed through some of its property. 


A sanitary survey was made during May of the piers 
in East Boston, Charlestown and South Boston to de- 
termine the adequacy and sanitary quality of the 
drinking water and toilet facilities. Much valuable 
information was obtained which will be used when con- 
ditions will permit favorable follow-up activity. 


‘During the year, the West Roxbury Oaks Develop- 
ment was surveyed to determine its suitability for cess- 
pools. The Division followed the policy of not allowing 
multiple installation of cesspools. 


In all cases where intestinal disturbances were re- 
ported, samples were taken from water supply lines. 
These were then submitted to laboratory examination 
and the results reported to the persons filing the com- 
plaint. 


Advice was given to the George Robert White Fund 
in connection with its proposal for the future construc- 
tion of a bathhouse and pool on Charlesbank road‘in the 
West End. 


RODENT AND VERMIN CONTROL 


Two full-time rat investigators are assigned to the 
waterfront area where they inspect vessels, wharves and 
storehouses, advising owners and operators in the 
methods of rodent control. In addition, these men 
are often called to various sections of the city to sug- 
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gest the best methods for ridding premises of rodents. | 
A large number of rats from the waterfront and other 
areas were trapped and submitted to the Laboratory 
Division for study. 

In cooperation with the Health Education Service, a 
survey form was devised for use in a North End rat 
control project. This form was used by the rat in- 
vestigators to determine the extent of rat infestation 
in the entire North End, and the information thus 
obtained was used in planning an educational program. 


An infestation of cockroaches at one of the dumps was 
also studied by the Division, following which, the op- 
erators of the dump were advised as to the best methods 
of extermination.

CO-OPERATIVE AND MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES 


During late November and December, the Licensing 
Board asked for the cooperation of this Division in 
making a survey of restaurants, hotels and elubs li- 
censed in Boston. It was decided to make a sanitary 
survey of every public eating and drinking establish- 
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ment in Boston. The work was done with the coopera- 
tion of the Food Division. Several thousand places 
were visited during this survey. Many inspectors of 
this Division also aided in a special survey conducted 
by the Food Division. 


The possibility of an increase in the use of horse- 
drawn vehicles due to the shortage of gasoline, led to 
the investigation of all premises holding stable rights 
within the city. As a result there is on file now a 
statement of the premises used and also those available 
for use as stables. In addition, a new set of sanitary 
regulations and an inspection form pertaining to stables 
and the disposal of manure were prepared and are 
almost ready for adoption. 


A new set of regulations was adopted for trailer camps.

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In 1942 a system of allocating birth and death sta- 
tistics was adopted and this will be the policy followed 
for reporting in the future. These allocated figures 
omit births and deaths of non-residents occurring in 
Boston but include all births and deaths of Boston 
residents occurring in the State of Massachusetts. 


Statistics by ward populations have been discon- 
tinued since ward boundaries are not permanent. 
Census tract data are provided instead for birth and 
death statistics, and for cases of tuberculosis. 


Since only the 1942 statistical data are allocated, 
comparison with statistics for previous years must 
recognize this difference. When data for a sufficient 
number of years are available, these allocated rates will 
give a much more comprehensive and reliable picture 
of Boston’s health. 


An analysis of the statistics for 1942 reveals certain 
points of interest: 


1. Over 2,000 more babies were born to Boston residents 
in 1942 than in 1941. 


2. Judged by the general and infant death rates, Boston 
was just as healthy a city to live in during 1942 as in 1941 in 
spite of the fact that it was a war year with those problems of 
overcrowding, shifting populations and rationing which are 
characteristic of a country at war. The infant death rate for 
1942 is the lowest in the history of the city. 


3. Deaths in the reportable disease group remained low 
with no serious epidemics occurring during the year. <A con- 
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tinued downward trend is noted in the number of deaths due 
to lobar pneumonia. 


4. Heart disease continues to account for the largest number 
of deaths for any given cause with cancer deaths in second 
position. 


5. A large number of Boston residents die from tuberculosis 
in sanatoria outside of the city limits and in the process of 
allocation these must be added to Boston’s tuberculosis deaths. 
This has been an important factor in producing the higher 
reported (allocated) death rates for pulmonary and other forms 
of tuberculosis. 


6. Deaths due to premature birth, congenital malforma- 
tions, injuries at birth and atelectasis, were responsible for the 
majority of infant deaths.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Boston, January 2, 1943.

Srr,— In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees 
of The Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending December 31, 1942. 

This is the seventy-ninth annual report of the Hos- 
pital Department, which consists of the Main Hospital, 
the South Department for contagious diseases, the 
Sanatorium Division, the East Boston Relief Station. 
The Convalescent Home, which was operated from 1890 
to 1932, is at present closed. The Haymarket Square 
Relief Station has been in custody of the Public Works 
Department since May, 1938. The West Department 
was transferred to the Public Works Department, 
February, 1939. 

The Board of Trustees was organized on May 4, 1942, 
by election of Mr. Carl Dreyfus as President, and 
Dr. Martin J. English as Secretary. 

Dr. Martin J. English was reappointed to the Board 
of Trustees for the term ending April 30, 1947. 
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EXPENDITURES. 


The total expenditures for all departments of the 
Hospital, excepting Sanatorium Division, during the 
fiscal year were $3,498,032.07. Of the total operating 
expenses, $2,905,708.12 was expended on the hospital 
proper and its subdivisions; $276,851.18 on account of 
the Out-Patient Department; $283,011.16 on account 
of the South Department; $25,913.12 on account of 
the East Boston Relief Station, and $5,948.49 was 
spent by the Works Progress Administration for pur- 
chase of supplies and materials for hospital building 
renovation, and $600 for Civilian Defense. 

Of the amount spent on the Pathological Laboratory, 
$75,221.21, $72,212.36 is included in the hospital proper 
expenditures, $1,504.42 in the Out-Patient Department, 
and $1,504.48 in the South Department expenditures. 
The entire amount spent on the Thorndike Memorial 
Laboratory, $71,889.28, is included in the hospital 
proper expenditures. Of the $94,277.78, total amount 
spent on the X-Ray and Photographic Department, 
$42,425 is charged to the hospital proper and $51,852.78 
to the Out-Patient Department. Of the total amount 
spent on the Department of Physical Therapeutics, 
$21,068.61, $4,213.72 is charged to the hospital proper, 
$16,644.20 to the Out-Patient Department and $210.69 
to the South Department. Of the amount spent on 
the Department of Immunology, $5,600.17, $56 is 
charged to the hospital proper, $4,984.15 to the Out- 
Patient Department and $560.02 to the South Depart- 
ment. Of the amount spent on the Clinical Laboratory, 
$31,250.50, $29,375.47 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $1,875.03 to the Out-Patient Department. Of 
the amount spent on the Department of Surgical 
Research, $12,822.91, $6,411.45 is charged to the 
hospital proper and $6,411.46 to the Out-Patient 
Department. Of the amount spent on the Department 
of Oral Surgery, $8,486.55, $1,265.48 is charged to 
the hospital proper and $7,171.07 to the Out-Patient 
Department. Of the amount spent on the Depart- 
ment of Social Work, $60,457.01, $30,228.50 is charged 
to the hospital proper, $29,623.93 to the Out-Patient 
Department and $604.58 to the South Department. 
Of the amount spent in ascertaining the settlement of 
patients, $5,010.85, $4,760.31 was spent on the hospital 
proper and $250.54 on the South Department. 
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In Table No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital 
proper and the South Department are combined under 
the title ‘‘ Main Hospital.” 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the past year there has been collected for 
the care and treatment of patients of all classes, except- 
ing those at the Sanatorium Division, the sum of 
$358,281.26. 
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CONTRACTS. 


The contract of the Otis Elevator Company for fur- 
nishing Otis Elevator Service to elevators was renewed 
for the year 1942, in the sum of $11,460. 

The contract of Benjamin B. Hatch for monthly 
inspection of auxiliary Fire Alarm System was also 
renewed for 1942 in the sum of $50 per month. | 

A contract for modernization of the Electric Dis- 
tribution System in Power Plant was awarded on Febru- 
ary 13, 1942, to the M. B. Foster Electric Company in 
the sum of $29,115.95. 

This contract was to have been completed on July 8, 
1942, but because of priorities the contractor has been 
obliged to have his time extended to April 1, 1943. | 

During the year 1942, the sum of $17,088.25 was paid 
to the contractor on account of this contract. 

In addition to the above payment to contractor, the 
sum of $1,627.48 was paid to James H. Ritchie and 
Associates for Architectural and Engineering Services 
rendered in connection with this contract. 

On February 20, 1942, a contract in the sum of 
$6,325 was awarded to the Patterson-Kelley Company 
for installation of hot water heating equipment in 
Laundry Building. 

This contract was completed and accepted on May 6, 
1942, and final payment made to the contractor. 

Plans are now under way for the installation of an 
Edison Stand-by Service at the Hospital. It is hoped 
that this work will be started early in the year 1948. 


GATE LoDGE BUILDING. 


The contract of the Viking Automatic Sprinkler 
Company for installation of sprinklers in Old Gate 
Lodge Building (Nurses’ Dormitory) was completed 
and accepted March 1, 1942, at a total cost of $2,625. 
This was paid from Work Relief Program Funds. 

During the year 1942, James H. Ritchie and Asso- 
ciates was paid the sum of $2,500 for architectural and 
engineering services rendered in connection with the 
conversion of old Gate Lodge Building into a Nurses’ 
Dormitory. The total amount paid to date for these 
services is $5,000, this amount having been paid from 
Work Relief Program Funds. 
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Works PRoJEcTs RELIEF ADMINISTRATION. 


During the past year there has been added to the 
Hospital budget the amount of $5,948.49 for the 
purchase of supplies and materials for emergency 
relief projects, the Works Projects Relief Administra- 
tion paying the salaries of the workers. 


A. SHuMAN MeErmMoriaL FunD FOR CARE OF MEN 
PATIENTS AT THE Boston Ciry HOSPITAL. 


To the $100,000 bequeathed by the late Abraham 
Shuman, $49,948.22 has been added to January 1, 1943, 
making the total amount available on that date, 

$149,948.22. 


CHARLES H. TyLer FunpD. 


The $1,000,000 bequest of the late Charles H. Tyler 
is being received in bonds and cash. Up to January 1, 
1943, $1,244,101.17 has been delivered to the City 
Treasurer. This fund will be used for the erection and 
maintenance of a surgical research building to be named 
in honor of the late Dr. George G. Sears.

DEAR Sir,—I submit herewith the report of the 
Law Department for the calendar year 1942. 

Mr. Robert Cutler (now a Colonel in the Army of 
the United States) resigned as Corporation Counsel 
on July 28, 1942, and I was sworn in on the same day. 
Accordingly, this report covers a period during more 
than half of which Mr. Cutler was Corporation Counsel. 

The detailed analysis of the department’s work 
appears on the following pages and speaks for itself. 


I. LEGISLATION. 


There was no regular session of the Legislature in 
1942. At a special session in 1942 the following Acts, 
in which the Law Department was interested on behalf 
of the City, were enacted: 


C. 4. Authorizing investments by cities and towns in United 
States defense or other bonds, regulating the making of certain 
municipal emergency loans, the expenditure of certain municipal 
emergency funds, and the transfer of certain appropriations in the 
City of Boston, authorizing certain emergency appropriations by 
districts, providing for the filling of vacancies in certain elective 
offices in districts, and authorizing cities and towns to contract with 
the United States for the use and occupation of certain municipal 


property. 
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C. 7. Authorizing the withholding from the compensation pay- 
able to employees of the Commonwealth or any of its political sub- 
divisions of amounts designated by such employees for the purchase 
for them of United States defense bonds. 


C. 10. Granting the consent of the Commonwealth to the acquisi- 
tion by the United States of America of certain lands for the pur- 
poses of the Veterans’ Administration facility in the City of Boston. 


C. 13. To provide for the safety of the Commonwealth during 
the existing state of war. Establishing war powers of the Governor. 


C. 14. Granting the consent of the Commonwealth to the acqui- 
sition by the United States of America of certain lands in that part 
of Boston known as South Boston. 


II. LITIGATION. 


A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


The following cases, involving the City, were decided 
by the Supreme Judicial Court in 1942: 


Brackett v. Board of Appeal, 311 Mass. 52, decided 
February 25, 1942. In this case it was held that the 
Board of Appeal exceeded its authority in granting a 
variance in the application of the zoning law by permit- 
ting the proprietor of a hotel to use a nearby lot owned 
by him and located in a general residence district for 
parking automobiles. 


Assessors of Boston v. Neal, 311 Mass. 192, decided 
March 30, 1942. In this case, it was held that an 
application for abatement, on an approved form, was 
not defective although it lacked any signature in hand- 
writing, if the typewritten words naming certain trus- 
tees as owners were placed there by the authority of the 
trustees. 


Assessors of Boston v. Boston Pilots’ Relief Society, 
311 Mass. 232, decided March 31, 1942. In this case 
it was held that a Massachusetts corporation organized 
for the stated purpose of furnishing aid and relief to 
the pilots of Boston and their families, but which re- 
quired substantial admission and annual dues and also 
a large initial assessment repayable to a member or 
his estate upon his retirement or death, and substantial 
monthly payments while incapacitated from work, 
was not a benevolent or charitable institution and that 
its personal property was not exempt from taxation. 


Howe v. Boston, 311 Mass. 278, decided March 31, 
1942. This was an action of tort arising out of an alleged 
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defect in the sidewalk in South Boston. The case was 
tried before a jury and a verdict was returned for City. 
The presiding judge reported the case to the Supreme 
Judicial Court which held that there was no evidence 
which could be a proper basis for lability, and that 
the defect, if any, was not the proximate cause of the 
plaintiff’s injury. 


Boston Five Cents Savings Bank v. Assessors of Boston, 
311 Mass. 415, decided April 15, 1942. In this case, 
which was an appeal from a decision of the Appellate 
Tax Board, it was held that a person who purchased 
land after the assessment of a tax thereon was not en- 
titled to file an application for abatement of the tax 
in his own name nor to prosecute an appeal from a 
refusal of an abatement, unless before such filing he had 
paid the tax, a payment of the tax after the filing but 
before the expiration of the time within which an apphi- 
cation might be filed being insufficient. 


Real Properties, Inc. v. Board of Appeal (and three 
companion cases), 311 Mass. 430, decided May 25, 
1942. These cases arose on exceptions by the Board 
of Appeal taken for the purpose of settling a matter of 
practice. The Board of Appeal had granted a variance 
in the application of the zoning law of Boston, this 
decision being made unanimously by four appointed 
members of the board and one substitute designated 
to act in accordance with the provisions of the building 
law. On certiorari, the single justice who heard the 
ease ordered the decision quashed on the ground that 
the decision of the Board of Appeal was not ‘‘the 
unanimous decision of the entire membership of the 
board”’ as required by the zoning law. The Supreme 
Judicial Court reversed this decision and held that since 
the zoning law incorporated certain provisions of the 
building law by reference, the use of a substitute, as 
provided by the building law, was proper. 


Cragg v. Boston, 311 Mass. 547, decided May 27, 
1942. This was an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been suffered by the plaintiff in falling 
within the limits of Huntington avenue by reason 
of an alleged crack in the sidewalk. At the trial the 
Superior Court judge directed a verdict for the City on 
the plaintiff’s opening statement and reported his 
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ruling to the Supreme Judicial Court upon stipula- 
tion of the parties that if there was error in his ruling 
judgment was to be entered for the plaintiff in the 
sum of $1,250. The only issue involved in the case 
was the question whether the plaintiff was barred from 
recovery by reason of the fact that Huntington avenue ~ 
was ‘‘under construction’’ at the time of the accident. 
There was nothing to show that the street had been 
closed to travel or that barriers had been erected; but 
it appeared from the plaintiff’s opening statement 
that at the time of the accident a large amount of 
construction work was taking place within the limits 
of the way at the site of the accident, by reason of the 
construction of the Huntington Avenue Subway. The 
Supreme Judicial Court held that the ruling in the 
Superior Court was erroneous; and in accordance 
with the stipulation of the parties, judgment was entered 
for the plaintiff in the sum of $1,250. 


Curley v. City of Boston, 312 Mass. 58, decided 
July 15, 1942. This was an appeal by James M. Curley 
from a decree of the Superior Court denying him leave 
to file’a bill of review, the ground alleged in the petition 
being that of newly discovered evidence, for the pur- 
pose of reviewing a final decree, entered after rescript 
from the Supreme Judicial Court, in a suit in equity 
brought by the City of Boston against Curley and 
another as defendants, under which decree Curley 
was ordered to pay $37,957, with costs and interest, 
to the City. (The decision of the Supreme Judicial 
Court on the merits is reported in Boston v. Santosuosso, 
307 Mass. 302. See also Boston v. Santosuosso, 298 
Mass. 175, Boston v. Santosuosso, 308 Mass. 189, and 
Boston v. Santosuosso, 308 Mass. 202.) The alleged 
newly discovered evidence consisted chiefly of the 
evidence adduced at the trial in which a witness, who 
gave testimony against Curley in the proceedings 
here under discussion, was acquitted of perjury. The 
Supreme Judicial Court on July 15, 1942, affirmed the 
decree appealed from, holding that the evidence in 
the perjury action was merely cumulative and went 
only to the question of credibility, and that there was 
therefore no error in the discretionary refusal of the 
ee judge to permit the proposed bill of review to be 

ed. 
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Boston v. Quincy Market Cold Storage Co., 312 Mass. 
638 (decided December 30, 1942). This case involved 
the interpretation of the statute providing for the 
assessment of real estate to the owner of record. In 
this case the record title stood in the name of the Com- 
monwealth, the respondent having acquired the prop- 
erty by deed from the Commonwealth but not having 
recorded the deed. It was held that the land was not 
exempt from taxation as property of the Common- 
wealth, the court sustaining the City’s contention. 
The opinion considered the law on this point with 
considerable thoroughness. 


B. MISCELLANEOUS PENDING MATTERS. 


New Haven Railroad Reorganization and Associated 
Questions. 


This matter was discussed in the 1941 report, at 
pages 11 and 12. 

As a result of the order of the United States District 
Court for the District of Connecticut rejecting the 
modified plan of reorganization, the plan was again 
referred to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which held re-opened hearings in New York during 
February, 1942, in which counsel for the City parti- 
cipated. On October 6, 1942, the Commission filed 
further supplemental reports, changing previous provi- 
sions of the plan in several respects. The City of 
Boston and several other parties filed petitions for 
reconsideration and modification, the ground advanced 
on behalf of the City being chiefly the failure of the 
plan as modified to make adequate provision for the 
payment of taxes owing to the City and the purported 
amendment or nullification of charter obligations of the 
various railroads concerned to furnish railroad service 
into and out of Boston. No further report from the 
Commission had been received at the close of 1942. 


Curley—Santosuosso Case. 


This matter was discussed in the 1941 report, at 
pages 12 and 13. 

On January 12, 1942, the Municipal Court of the 
West Roxbury District entered an order, in supple- 
mentary proceedings, that the defendant Curley pay 
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five hundred dollars weekly to the City of Boston. 
A number of payments were made following this order, 
but later there was a substantial non-compliance with 
the order. On July 20, 1942, a hearing was held on the 
petition of the debtor for modification of the order, 
at which the debtor testified as to his income and re- 
sources. The petition for modification was denied 
on July 24, 1948. On November 6, 1942, the City filed 
a petition to show cause why the debtor should not be 
adjudged in contempt, and on December 7, 1942, the 
defendant was adjudged in contempt, the case being 
thereafter continued into 1943 for disposition. During 
the calendar year 1942 Curley paid to the City a total 
of $18,500 (part of which was applicable to interest). 


C. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


During 1942 the Law Department represented the 
city in miscellaneous matters before the Department of 
Public Utilities, such as the matter of the schedule of 
rates for the Sumner Traffic Tunnel, and the petition 
of the Dedham and Hyde Park Gas Company for an 
increase in rates. 


D.. TORT: AGTIONS 


During the year 1942 the total amount paid out as 
the result of tort actions against the City was $73,795.67. 
The comparative figures for such total payments since

EK. MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS AND 
TESTIMONY. 


Medical examinations and testimony in court by 
examining physicians were supervised by Dr. George 
H. Lyons, under an arrangement by which he gave 
part of his time to the actual examination and part to 
the administrative work in the Law Department. 
Twenty-nine other physicians were employed to make 
examinations and to testify. The total expense was 
$12,745.04, which was approximately $2,400 less than 
the comparable figure for 1941.

ACTIONS.

III. CONSULTING SERVICE. 


During the year 1942 the Law Department, in 
accordance with the Ordinances, gave advice and 
opinions to City officials involving the proper perform- 
ance of their duties. This service was also extended 
to the Suffolk County Court House Commission and 
various county officials. 

The department rendered 119 formal opinions. 

During 1941 the department passed upon the form 
and validity of 484 contracts and 534 bonds. 


IV. CONVEYANCES. 
1. REAL ESTATE. 


(a) Title Examinations. 

During the year 1942 the conveyancing section of the 
department conducted 361 title examinations for various 
purposes. . 


(b) Foreclosed Tax Title Real Estate. 


During the year 1942 the conveyancing section of the 
department prepared 167 deeds conveying 219 parcels 
and 10 instruments leasing 19 parcels of foreclosed tax 
title property. 


(c) Street Takings. 

The conveyancing section of the department during 
the year 1942 prepared 353 instruments in the settle- 
ment of 141 cases for land takings and damages arising 
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out of the laying out and construction of public streets 
and other public improvements. 


(d) Miscellaneous. 


In addition to the foregoing, the conveyancing section 
in 1942 prepared numerous instruments conveying and 
leasing certain parcels of municipal property, or in- 
terests therein, including many instruments whereby 
the city contracted with the United States for the use 
of municipal property by the Army and Navy for the 
duration of the war. Numerous deeds, leases, licenses, 
releases, mortgages, bonds and documents. were 
examined, prepared and approved. 


(e) Land Court. 


Relative to petitions before the Land Court pertain- 
ing to registration of land within the City of Boston, 
the conveyancing section approved in 45 cases and pre- 
pared many documents and stipulations concerning 
said registrations. 


2 PROBATE: 


During the year 1942 appearances were made in 
numerous cases in the Probate Court in matters per- 
taining to estates, wills, and trusts. In addition to 
numerous wills, trust instruments and trust accounts in 
which the City was a party in interest were examined 
and reported upon. 


3. MISCELLANEOUS. 


During the course of the year 1942 the conveyancing 
section devoted much attention to the drafting of 
orders to be submitted to the City Council; to the 
preparation of legal opinions with reference to municipal 
property; the appearance before various Federal, State 
and City officials, Boards and Commissions in matters 
pertaining to municipal property, highways, waterways, 
Boston Harbor and municipal property used and occu- 
pied by the United States in national defense. 

John J. Tobin, Assistant Corporation Counsel in 
charge of the conveyancing section of the department, 
served during the year as a member of the Mayor’s 
Advisory Committee on the proposed Building Code.

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VI. WELFARE SUITS. 


Of the 265 suits involving public welfare reimburse- 
ment claims by or against the City pending at the begin- 
ning of 1942, the department was active in regard to 179, 
of which 129 were finally disposed of and the court 
dockets cleared. During 1942 the department entered 
32 new suits against other cities and towns, and 6 new 
suits were brought against the city by other munici- 
palities. This left a balance of 174 active cases on 
the Welfare section docket at December 31, 1942. This 
compares with 265 cases at the end of 1941 and 360 
at the end of 1940. It should be noted in this connec- 
tion that for the past two years it has been the policy 
of the department to keep public welfare litigation at a 
minimum, without prejudicing the City’s eventual right 
of recovery. Suits are now entered by the Law Depart- 
ment only in instances where the City’s right of recovery 
is endangered by the running of the statute of limita- 
tions. In these cases the department tries so far as 
possible to cooperate with representatives of other 
municipalities in regard to the liquidating of mutual 
claims before the suits are reached for trial. The 
number of court appearances of the assistant in charge 
of the Welfare section shows a decline from 262 in 1941 
to 137 in 1942. There were, however, an increased 
number of conferences with legal and public welfare 
representatives of other communities. 

In Schedule ‘‘A,’’ which follows, there are included 
only payments directly through the Law Department 
or authorized by the Law Department. Schedule “B”’ 
comprises collections and payments reported for the 
year by the Department of Public Welfare, and includes 
collections and payments by the Law Department as 
contained in Schedule “A.”

Trust Funps. 


The total amount of the trust funds administered by 
this department as a corporation, including accumu- 
lated income, is now $805,598.90. There are eighteen 
trust funds, all of which are administered according to 
the wishes of the donors as interpreted .from time 
to time by the Board with the advice of the Law 
Department. 

Applicants for trust pensions must have a legal resi- 
dence here, must be at least fifty years of age, and must 
be old residents of Boston. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
Charity, the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. 
Stevens, the Stoughton, Goodnow and Jeffries Funds 
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is 86. During the year 3 have died, 7 were transferred 
to Old Age Assistance, and 6 were discontinued for 
other reasons. Eleven new names have been added. 

A total amount of $16,981.17 was distributed to these 
pensioners during the year. ~ 

During the year there has been paid $2,236.39 from 
the income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there 
are now 12 children who are beneficiaries of this fund. 

This department has also made grants of money in 
sums of $50 or less from the income of the Lucy Bull- 
man Charity, amounting in the aggregate to $115. 
Many of the recipients of these grants were applicants 
for the other trust pensions, the grants being often 
made from this fund in order to meet the immediate 
needs of the applicants until the regular pensions from 
the other funds were available. 

The interest accruing from the Mason Fund was 
divided among six chaplains, Hebrew, Protestant and 
Catholic, at the House of Industry at Deer Island.

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Ciry TEMPORARY HOME FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN.’ 


The Home is designed primarily for women of good 
character and for children who are temporarily without 
shelter. The inmates are given clean beds, simple and 
well-cooked food, and an effort is made to restore them 
to their friends or to obtain employment for those who 
are physically able. 


The number of lodgings given women during the 
year was 3,495 as against 3,473 for the year 1941. ‘The 
number of lodgings given to children was 2,143 as 
against 2,543 for the year 1941. Number of meals 
served to those living in the Home was 16,571; to 
persons not living in the Home, 4,071; total, 20,642. 


The time allowed women to stay in the Home, usually 
only seven days, leaves little opportunity for training. 
Nevertheless, the matron does what she can to teach 
them how to take proper care of themselves and children. 


Foundlings are transferred as soon as possible to the 
State Department of Public Welfare, and confinement 
cases are referred to the Boston City Hospital.

Boston Ciry Hospirat. 


This department determines legal settlements of 
persons admitted to the Boston City Hospital. 

The department collects from the Commonwealth 
and cities and towns the amount due on account of 
persons settled elsewhere than in the City of Boston 
with the exception of persons admitted to the South 
Department. Collections in these cases are made by 
the City Collector. All receipts on account of such 
care at the Boston City Hospital are turned over by 
this department to the trustees of the Boston City 
Hospital. However, the salaries paid to the staff who 
work in the Settlement Department at the Boston City 
Hospital are charged to the appropriation of this

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE 
OVERSEERS OF THE PUBLIC WELFARE. 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
vifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from ‘‘A. B.,’’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ire- 
land, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,’ Anonymous, 
Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter 
E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. Goddard, 
Matilda Goddard and Richard C. Humphreys. The 
most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
give to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest of John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests 1s ordered to be paid to “ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.” The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphan 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.’’ 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called,’ interest to be added 
~ until one is appointed. The interest 1s now distributed 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry at Deer Island. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by 
will dated May 7, 1811, ‘‘for supplying with firewood 
or coal such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not 
supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor. 
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Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘“‘ Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in 
the providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to 
the pious poor.” 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition 
to the above provisions of the will the income of this 
fund could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their 
discretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 


Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on 
Cambridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into 
the possession of the City of Boston in accordance with 
the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, 
said estate is given to the City of Boston upon the con- 
dition that the estate should never be sold, but the 
income used for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of 
the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers 
of the Poor. 


The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended ‘‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to 
the city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council 
of that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in 
the purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
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giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
days, to the end that such poor Protestant families 
may have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such 
holidays in common with their fellow-citizens; and I 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other — 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.”’ 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
“Tneome to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity of circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
‘ happiness of such paupers.”’ 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to 
be improved by the care of the selectmen, the Income 
to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick and infirm in said city, not sup- 
ported by the said city in its almshouse, in such manner 
as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the 
religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or 
need the assistance of this fund.’ Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) ‘‘for the support and main- 
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tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help under 
this trust.”’ 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute—A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund— A bequest of | 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.— Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: “‘I give, devise and . 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.’’ By a vote of the City Council, 
approved by the Mayor December 19, 1907, the income 
of the fund is paid to this Board. 

Rowe Fund.— Legacy from the estate of Rancon 
Rowe. No express grant in the will beyond the mere 
gift of $1,000. Mr. Rowe’s attorney has stated that 
some years ago, when Mr. Rowé was a very young man, 
he and a friend of his were furnished with accommoda- 
tions at the Lodge, which he always remembered. It 
was with the idea that he was assisting others who 
might be in similar circumstances that this gift was 
made.
